And if they had a fine Seal, 
they either kept them, or at leaſt cut off the Seal. By ſome ſuch means were the 
valuable Letters Patent of K. Henry I. loſt ; a loſs never to be retrieved ! - 

Some of our under-officers have not likewiſe been ſo faithful to their truſt as they 
ought | to have been. Particularly, one William Ram, who was Deputy Town-Clerk 


in the Beginnifig-of Q. Elizabeth' s reign, took away many Records and Inſtruments ; 


which our Magiſtrates never recover'd again, at leaſt not W | difficulty ; ; as. 
appears by the Books of Aſſemblies. - 

By which and other inſtarices of Diſhoneſty and Carelellnets, many of our Towns: 
Records have been embezzled : and, in ae all the Rolls in K. Henry the 
Seventh's reign are miffing 

However, there are enough reeſtryed to furniſh a full, if not a. 4 and Sete 
Hiſtory, as is evident from the following ſheets. Thoſe which I have found moſt 
uſeful, are the Court-Rolls, the Oath-Book which i is an Index to them, and che 
Books of Aſſemblies. 

In this laborious and toilſome Work the 1 Rocturtgritghli I have rede 
hath been from my good and moſt worthy Dioceſan, the Right Reverend the Lord 
Biſhop of London (now with God) who was a perfect Maſter of this, as well as all 
other parts of Learning, as his valuable Works fully teſtify.

However, 


of this we have no certain and poſitive- Evi- 


dence: as we have, that they were built long 


before the Norman times.

K. Edward the Elder repaired the Walls, which 


had been battered and damaged the ſame year, 
when he took. this Town from the Danes ().

Thus, through the care of our Magiſtracy, 
theſe Walls continued in a tolerable conditions 
and, on account of them, the Town was look*d 
upon as a place of ſome Strength, before thoſe 
murdering Engines, Canons and Mortars, were 
brought to their full perfection. But then, as 
1t could make but little reſiſtance, it became 
leſs conſiderable. The unhappy: Siege, in 1648, 
was a great hurt to them, as it was alſo to the 
reſt of the Town (). At preſent, inſtead of 


being duly repaired by the Chamberlains, as 


uſual [AI, they are chiefly kept up as a fence

- This ſtately pile ſtands on the North-ſide of 
the High-ſtreet, almoſt oppoſite to All-Saints 
Church. Tis a ſquare of about Two hundred 
and Twenty four yards in circumference on 
the out- ſide, all projections and wihdings in- 
cluded. The Fou ides lie nearly to the Four 
principal points of the compaſs. The Build- 
ing conſiſts, of the outer Walls 12 feet thick 
in the lower ſtory, and 11 in the upper, flank» 
ed at the corners, with ſtrong and lofty Towers: 
On the inſide there run, North and South, two 
ſtrong parallel Walls, which ſerved for parti- 
tions and ſupports to the ſeveral Apartments; 
but the greateſt part of the Weſternmoſt wall 
is taken down. The Eaſternmoſt is built in 
the Roman, i. e. the herring-bone faſhion. The 
Lodgings were all at the upper part, and there 
{till remain two good chimneys on the Weſt, 
and the ſame number on the Eaſt-ſide, turned 
with a handſome Roman arch, as indeed all 

the Doors and Windows are. Each chimney 
has a double funnel.

To the word Colon opt Aer dns the Sax- 
ofis adding Learvep, formed from the Latin word 
Caſtrum, or Caſtra, and giyen by them to moſt 
places where the Rotriats had fixed their Camps 
or Stations [X J, they formed the name Lolne- 
cearvep ( 5% from neh is derived the pre- 
ſent aj Dpetlation of Colcheſter. And ſo oe 
Colon both this Town, and the river Colne 
running by it, took their names. But others 
affirm (c), chat it took its name from Coel, 
Captain or Governor of the ſame ini the time of 
the Emperor Aurelian; who repaired and beau- 
tified it, and gave it the name of Kayr-coel, 
"as 1s aſſerted i in the moſt ancient Record, which 
at preſent remains in this place. 

§ 2. There is great reaſon to believe, that 
here was a Town even in the earlieſt times; if 
we conſider the Healthfulneſs af pleaſant Si- 
tuation of the Place, and its Conveniency for 
all the Uſes and Pleaſures of Life; and if we 
conſider alſo, that the Country was all covered 
with Woods, 

For, the firſt inhabitants of this iflind were 


wont generally to fix their abode on dry and 


hilly grounds; not like the Monks afterwards, 
in low bottoms for the advantage of fiſh, Which

Next. if we reflect on the Religion of the 
ancient Britans, the Woodineſs of this place was 


quite ſuited and agreeable thereto. It is well 
| known, that Woods, eſpecially Oaks, were the 
Habitations of the Druids, and their places of 
religious worſhip. Here all their Myſteries 
were tranſacted, and their Sacrifices offered. 


Here their much admired and celebrated Miſ- 


ſeltoe grew, which they gathered with ſo much 
ſolemnity and ceremon 05 And, as they 
were the Inſtructors of You , the Houſes for 
their ſchools were ſituated in the midſt of plea- 
fant Groves; tho' they had withal little arch'd, 
round, ſtone-buildings, capable only of holding 


one Perſon, where the retir'd and contemplative 


Druid fat, when his Oak could not ſhelter him 
from the Weather (d). The very name of 
Druid is deriv'd from the Celtic word Deru, 
i. e. the Oak, which they ſo much venerated, 
and under which they dwelt (e). 

Here are indeed no remains of Druidical 
Temples or Altars, as there are in other Coun- 
tries [P], but that is to be imputed to the

Places of the ancient Inhabitants of this Iſland, were then 
no other than ſuch as he there deſcribes, [as they have 


been alſo in many other Countries, ] namely, like Caſ- 
** ſibelines forreſt campe, or faſtneſſe, miſnamed a towne, 
to uſe the ingenious Mr Edm. Bolton's werds, (Nero 
Cæſar, p. 78.) But it is wrong to infer from thence, that 
the Britans had no other but ſuch ſorts of Towns and Ha- 
bitations in woods, and lived only a little degree better 
than wild beaſts. For it appears from J. Cæſar himſelf, 
'That when he invaded this Kaltern part of the Iſland, there 
was in it an infinite multitude of people, and houſes very 
thick, built like thoſe of the Gauls. Hominum eſt infinita 
multitudo, creberrimaque zdificia fere Gallicis conſimilia: 


pecoris magnus numerus. De bello Gall. I. v. c. 12. 
Whatever therefore is ſaid of the mean and ſcattered cot- 


tages of the Britans, Diodor. Sicul. 1. iv. & Strabonis 
Geog. I. iv.) might in ſome meaſure be true of the more 
inland, remote, and uncultivated Places; but the coun- 
try nearer the ſea, which maintain'd a commerce with 


Gaul, had better Towns, and was more polite. Their 


Houſes however were then but of timber ; for it was the 
Romans that taught them the art of building with brick 
and ſtone, Tacit.

about five feet above the growl. In the year 1731 1 
meaſured one of them in the iſſe o 

foot long, 10 4 broad, 3 5 thick, And another, which 

was 11 Pot + long, 10 foot broad, 2 foot thick at cke 
Eaft and North fides, and about 1 foot and a half thick on 


the Weſt fide. There are many of thoſe Monuments of 


the Religion of our Anceſtors, ſtill ſtanding in that Iſland.

II. Conſider more particularly the Itinerary 
which goes under the name of Antoninus. 
III. Bring together the Opinions of our moſt 
learned Antiquaries [R]. *. 
I begin with examining and comparing all 

that is ſaid concerning Camulodunum, in any 

of the ancient authentic Writers. 

Ihe firſt time we find it mentioned in Hiſtory, 
is, When it was conquered by the Emperor 
Claudius, Ab, U. C. 796. A“. Chr. 44. That 


Emperor had ſent before his Lieutenant A. 


Plautius, to reduce Britain; with inſtructions, 
That if he found himſelf too weak, or too hard 
preſſed, he ſhould ſend him notice of it. Plau- 
tius doing ſo, the Emperor reſolves to come 
over in perſon. 1 he embarks at 
Oſtia, with a large army of horſe, foot, and 
elephants (7): but being frighted, and his 
_ tranſports probably damaged, with a great tem- 
peſt, he diſembark'd at Marſeilles, and march- 


dd from thence by land croſs Gaul to Geſſoria- 


cum (g). There ſhipping again his forces, he 


landed in Britain, without doubt in Kent; and 


went and joined Plautius and Veſpaſian near the 
Thames. Having taken 1 7 himſelf the com- 

mand of the whole army, he paſſed the River; 
where the Britans boldly encountred him, and 
began the fight, which for a N they 

bravely maintained, till great numBers of them 
were ſlain, At length being over-powered 
they fled into the woods, and ſome were ſub- 
dued by force, and others yielded upon terms. 
Claudius purſuing his victory, took Camulo- 
dunum, the royal ſeat of the late King Cuno- 
beline, where he placed a Colony of Veterans 
[J, and reduced this part of the Iſle into the 
form of a Province. But he behaved with ſo 
much lenity towards the Britans, that he only 
diſarmed the moſt refractory, and confiſcated 


their Goods; which confiſcation he alſo remit- 


ted to ſuch as made their ſubmiſſion. And 
This ſo endeared him to them, that they erect- 
ed a Temple and an Altar to him at Camulo- 
dunum, and honour'd him as a God (5). 
One very material circumſtance there is in 


this relation, which ſeems an undeniable and 


convincing proof, of this Town's being Camu- 
lodunum : And that is, Camulodunum's being 
expreſly ſaid to be the royal ſeat, or reſidence 
of King Cunobeline (T). Now, more of his 
Coins have been, and are daily found at Col-

Th 
Rev. Mr Robert Turner had likewiſe two very 
fine ones. And ſcarce a Collection hath been 
made in this tgwn, without ſome of them. 
They all have on one fide Cam, and on the 
other Cynos. Which ſufficiently indicates 


Camulodunum to have been the royal ſeat or 
capital of that Prince. And by their being 


found here in greater quantities than any where 
elſe in England, it is at leaſt extremely pro- 
bable, if not demonſtratively certain, that this 
very ſpot was That Ancient Camulodunum. 
At the ſame time, it appears from them, 
that the right name of the place is Camu- and 
not Cana lodununy. nt ET net 
The next time we find it mentioned, is by 


the excellent Hiſtorian C. Tacitus (i), who re- 


lates, That the colony at Camulodunum, rein- 
forced with a ſtrong body of veterans; was 
quartered in'the new conqueſts, on purpoſe to 
hinder the Silures from making in curſions. But 
they ſoon returned, it ſeems, to Camulodu- 
num, or elſe others were planted in their room. 
Which way ſoever it were, they behaved witn 
intolerable Inſolence towards the natives; turn- 
ing them out of their houſes; diſpoſſeſſing ther 
of. their fields, and calling them captives and 


ſlaves. Moreover, the Prieſts that ſerved in 


the Temple erected here in honour of Claudius, 
did, under pretence of Religion, ſwallow their 
whole fortunes. And the Temple itſelf was 
looked upon With a very evil eye; as a Fortreſs 
built to keep them in everlaſting bondage. 
Theſe were ſome of the motives which in- 
duced the old Inhabitants to join the brave virago 
Boadicea ; when, provoked by the brutiſh and 
unnatural uſage of the Romans, ſhe made a 
vigorous effort to ſhake off their galling yoke. 
The particulars will be related under Chap. III. 
$ 2. of this book. They needed no perſua- 
ſions to be zealous in her intereſt, ſpurr'd on as 
they were by their moſt violent hatred againſt 
the veterans [U]. And they thought it no dif- 
ficult matter to cut off the Colony, as it was de- 
fended by no walls or fortifications : which the 


Roman officers had very imprudently neglect- 


ed, conſulting the pleaſant ſituation rather than 
the Strength of the place. Nay, even at the 

approach of danger, they did not ſo much as 
take the precaution to encompaſs the town 
with a Rampart and a Ditch ; nor to turn out 
the old people, and the women. Thus re- 
maining as careleſs and unconcern'd as in pro- 
found peace, they were ſuddenly ſurrounded

From this whole account of Tacitus the fol- 


lowing Obſervations naturally will ariſe. | 
I. The Amoenity and pleaſant fituation of 
the place, particularly taken notice of by that 
noble Hiſtorian, do plainly point at this moſt 
agreeable ſpot of ground. Healthfulneſs and 
good air, always regarded by the wiſe and ele- 


* gant Romans, doth not by any means agree 


with Maldon, ſeated in one of the moſt un- 
healthy corners of the kingdom ; but agrees 
very/well with Colcheſter. For, to apply what 
the learned Dr T. Gale improperly celebrates 
' Ythat little inconſiderable place Walden for 
HF]; © The ſituation of this town [Colche- 
« ſter] is ſo wholſome and pleaſant, that no- 
e thing can be more ſo. The Fields every 
« where ſmile with the plenteous Harveſt, 
<« which is repreſented by a Wheat- ear upon a 
Coin of Cunobeline, who had his palace at 
<« this place. There is about it an agreeable 


_ < variety of hills, groves, and champain-plains, 
well adapted for the Pleafures of Riding, 


<« which is pretty clearly indicated by the 
« Horſe on the coins of Cunobeline. | 
2. This agreeable Situation the Romans im- 
proved into a charming retirement, conſulting 
their pleaſure more than advantage: Which 
is à concurrent proof that it muſt have been 
rather here than at Maldon. Be pleaſed to 
take the following account of it from an inge- 
nious author. Camalodunum, the ſtanding

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that great trading place London, than a town 
at Maldon would have done: And therefore 
the Britans made their firſt irruption through 
it, and laid it eyen with the ground, that they 
might not leave an enemy at their backs. 
Whereas going to that place now called Mal- 
don, would have been fetching too great a 
compaſs on the left; and would have entan- 
gled them among the meadows and moraſſes, 
that are on the north of that place; And over 
which it may be ſuppoſed there was then no 
Cauſey erectedl. 1 

Finally, T his was a very conſiderable 
Roman Town, and that here was fixed their 
celebrated Colonia, we have all the intrinſic 
evidence that can be deſired. For, to apply 
again Dr T. Gale's words, * It is ſeated near 
the military Stone way, from whence the neigh- 
bouring pariſh of Stanway took its name. 
There are every where hereabouts many and 
remarkable Monuments of the Romans [A]: 
Sepulchres, and Tombs [7] : Urns and the 
like Veſſels filled with burnt bones, dug in the 
adjacent fields: innumerable Coins [Z]: Gar- 
riſons and Camps, (Caſtra and Caſtella) at Lex- 
den particularly; and Forts, Tuch as Tacitus 
mentions to have been placed about Colonia- 
Camulodunum [A]: though it was itſelf no 
walled or ſtrongly fortified Town. To which 
add, That at Colcheſter there are to this day 
ſuch immenſe quantities of Roman Bricks to 
be ſeen, and other footſteps of that people; as 
evidently ſhew, that very great Numbers of 
Roman edifices were formerly ſtanding here, 
The Churches, the Town walls, and the Caſtle, 
are halt-built with Roman materials, and in ſe-

Now, if Colcheſter, which hath ſtill all the 


aforeliaid marks of ruined Grandeur, be'not the 
ancient Camulodunum ; What was then the 


Roman name of this Station? It was long in- 


habited by thoſe Conquerors of Britain, as ap- 


pears by the reaſons juſt now alledged. And 
is it probable that a Place fo grand, ſo near 


London, and fo exactly anſwering the deſcrip- 
tion given by Tacitus, ſhould have no name 
at all ; and that Maldon, which has no remains, 
nor appearances of ſuch a Colony, ſhould be the 
Camulodunum; [much leſs Walden? J For as 
Dr T. Gale rightly obſerves, Let thoſe per- 
fons who are for fixing this Colony at Maldon, 
by reaſon of ſome little reſemblance in the 
Sound, ſhew the leaſt mark or footſtep of the 
Roman elegance in that place [B]. 
| The finding of one gold Coin of Nero and 
Agrippina there, is far from being a conclu- 
five argument: For I am poſſeſſed of the like 
in ſilver, found in this Town. And a beauti- 
ful one of Tiberius was found ſome years ago 
at Earls-Colne, late in the poſſeſſion of the 
Rev. Mr Rob.

And yet no one will thence im- 
mediately conclude, That Earls-Colne was a

Undoubtedly it was the 
ſame as their neighbours the Celts, or Gauls, 
from whom they derived their origin. For I 
ſhall, once for all, take it for granted, That 
England, eſpecially the Eaſtern parts of it, were 
eopled from the oppoſite Continent of Gaul 
OJ. What the Gauliſh Government was, we 
earn from J. Cæſar: which is to this effect; 
That the Country was divided into ſeveral ſmall 
States, or Principalities ; governed by Magi- 
ſtrates, which in ſome places were annually 
choſen (q) : But, in cafe of war, they choſe a 
General, or Commander in chief (#): That 
they had a Senate, or Public Council [P]: na- 
turally were infinitely fond of Liberty, and de- 
teſted and abhorred Slavery []. And Par- 
ties and Factions, the effect of Liberty, pre- 
vailed in all their Communities, villages, and 
even houſes [R]. _ * 
In conformity to this, It is moſt probable 
that Britain was divided into ſeveral Diſtricts 
or Governments; who had their petty Kings 
[3] and choſe a General from amongſt them- 
elves in time of war [T J. But under theſe 
petty Kings, or otherwiſe, what the particular 
ſtate of this Town or Diſtrict was, we are not

years, he was murdered. by his brother Ca 


Froellaun, who ſeized his Dominions, to the 


prejudice of Lud's two. ſons, Mandubrace, and 

Tenuant or Theomant. The former fled to 
Julius Cæſar in Gaul for protection (); But 
what became at firſt of the youngeſt, we can- 
| not learn. 

Before I paſs on to the next Section, I ſhall 
recommend theſe few Obſervations to the Rea- 
der's ſerious conſideration. 

There is no Hiſtorian of any note, not a 
contemporary one at leaſt, during the firſt part 
of this period, that could record or bear wit- 
neſs to theſe tranſactions. Britain was then 
unknown to the Romans [V]; it was looked 

upon as a place out of the world [X] and no 


one knew or concerned themſelves with what 


paſſed therein. Even from neighbouring Gaul 
few paſſed over here, except Merchants, and 
they viſited only the Eaſtern coaſt, and thoſe 
Towns and Diſtricts that were oppolite to their 
_ own Country (x). For though Britans 
were well rated for Trade, they feither had 
large veſſels, nor ventured to fr beyond the 
Coaſts of Gaul. Their chief commerce was 
with the Phoenician Merchants, who after the 
diſcovery of the iſland, exported every year 
great quantities of Tin, with which they drove 
a very gainful Trade with diſtant Nations (y) : 

The Greeks diſcovered it at length, and came 
and traded alſo to the ſame place. But this com- 
merce being carried on in the furtheſt parts of 
Cornwal only, foreign Merchants had no op- 
portunity to know exactly the ſtate of the iſland.

the ſkies [B]. But others who ſpoke more 
moderately, did not ſcruple to own that he 
hardly touch'd Britain [C]; nay, that he ſhew- 
in his back to the Britans [D]. 

After J. Czfar's departure from this iſland, 


the, Britans continued unmoleſted for a ſpace | 
of above ninety years [E], being governed by 
their own kings : * paying tribute to the Ro- 


mans (4). 

ö Mandubrace, or Androgeus, was, as we 
have obſerved, ſent by J. Czfar, to take poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Kingdom of the Trinobantes.

J. Cæſar to Rome; and that Caſſivellaun re- 
mained |" poſſeſſed. of that kingdom, which he 
enjoyed ſeven years, and then peaceably died.

came again to Gaul, in his way to Britain, 
where he intended to make war. But ſome of 
our Kings appeaſed him, and obtained his fa- 
vour by; embaſſies, and preſefits they ſent to 
the Capitol; and made almoſt the whole coun- 


trey familiar and well Known to dhe Ro- 5 


mans (9). 
1 iberius, the third Emperor, was for con- 


rather than enlarging the bounds of the 
Roman Empire; and therefore left che Britans 
unmoleſted within their own Seas. 
C. Caligula was as extravagant with *tgatd £2 
to Britain, as in all his other actions. Admi- 
nius ſon of Cunobeline, having been baniſhed 
by his father, with ſome companions of his, 
went and made his ſubmiſſion to the Emperor 
then in Gallia Belgica. Upon which C. Cali= 
gula, as if he had been put in ppſſeſſion of the 
whole iſland, wrote boaſting letters to Rome; 
and charged the meſſenger to drive up as far 
as the forum and ſenate-houſe, and not to de- 
liyer them to the Conſuls, but in the Temple 


of Mars, and before the whole Senate (g). 


rt after, [A. D. 37:] advancing to the 
Sea, and drawing up his army on the ſhore, 
he embarked on board a galley, as if he had 
intended to make a deſcent on theſe: parts: 
Having cauſed himſelf to be rowed a little way, 
he returned; and ſtanding on a high place, 
gave the fi gnal for battle, and comianicied an 
alarm to be ſounded. . But on a ſudden, he or- 
dered the ſoldiers to fill their helmets and bo- 
ſoms with ſhells, calling them the ſpoils of the 

ocean, due to the capitol and the palace: Then 
highlypraiſingand rewarding his ſoldiers, he ſet 
out with the ſhells for Rome, carrying his mw 
moſtly by land. For this ſignal victory he re- 
quired a greater triumph than ever had been 
(): and, to perpetuate the memory of it, built 


a pharos or tower, ſuppoſed to be Mp 
on the coaſt of Holland.

The Emperor's ſtay in this iſland was but

Veſpaſian, who, partly under him, 
and partly under the conduct of Claudius him- 
ſelf, fought thirty battles with the Britans, 
ſubdued two of the moſt powerful nations, 
took above. twenty towns, and conquered the 
Me of Wight (7). - _ „ 
About the year of Chriſt 48 Plautius being re- 
called (6), P. Oſtorius Scapula is ſent in his room; 
who was the ſecond Pro-prætor, or Lieutenant. 
At his arrival here, he found things in great 
diforder ; the Britans that were yet unconquer- 
ed making inroads into the territories of thoſe 
that were in alliance with the Romans : and the 
more outrageouſly, becauſe they ſuppoſed that 
T. Veſpaſian, c. 4. ( Facit, Ann. I. xii. c. 31. 
nies planted by the Romans were of three ſorts; 1. Civil. 
2. Military. 3. Mixt. The Civil Colonies conſiſted only 


of Roman citizens, drawn out of the City, and planted 
in ſuch places as the former inhabitants were removed from. 


Theſe had all the Privileges of the City of Rome, the ſame 


ſort of Magiſtrates and Government. (A. Gellius, 1. xvi. 
c. 13.) 2. Military Colonies, were ſuch; as the Veteran 
Soldiers were ſettled in, for a reward of long ſervice. Of 
this kind were the Colony here at Camulodunum, and the 
Colonies at York, Cheſter, Caerleon, &c: 3. The Mixt 
Colonies, were thoſe wherein the Roman citizens and the 
natives were mixt together; and though they had not 
the name, yet had the privileges of a Colony. Of this 
kind Bp. Stillingfleet concludes London to have been; 
which was nobile emporium; in Tacitus's time, (Ann. 1. 
xiv. c. 74.) a place of mighty advantage by its ſituation 
for trade, and therefore apt to draw both Romans and 
natives together. (Bp. Stillingfleet's Diſcourſe of the true 
antiquity of London, p. 533-&c.)—— The planting of 
the Colony here at ee is commemorated in a 
fine Medal of Claudius; having, on one fide, the Em-

vanced againſt them with ſuch forces as were 


ready; and putting thoſe that reſiſted to the 


ſword, ſo diſperſed the reſt, that they could 


not rally again. And becauſe an unſafe and 
treacherous peace would be no ſecurity to the 

General or his army, he diſarmed thoſe that 
were ſuſpicious; and, to check them, placed 


garriſons on the rivers Antona Nen] and Sa- 


This check and confinement the Iceni were 
the firſt to diſlike z a powerful nation, and not 
yet weakned with war, becauſe they had vo- 
luntarily entered into alliance with the Ro- 
mans. By their perſuaſion; the adjoining Na- 
tions riſe in arms, and intrench themſelves in 


aà convenient place, fenced with a rude; ram- 


part of earth, and acceſſible by a narrow-paſ- 
{age only, to prevent the entrance of the horſe; 
Oſtorius, tho* he wanted the ſtrength. of his 
legions, attempted that fence with-the auxi- 


liaries only: and having placed both horſe and 


foot in due order, they broke down the ram- 
part and attacked the Britans pent up as they 


were in their own entrenchments. However, 


conſcious of their guilt in rebelling, and having 
no way to eſcape, they fought deſperately, and 
behaved themſelves with great braver. 


By this defeat of the Iceni, other States, 


that were fluctuating between war and peace, 
being ſettled and confirmed; Oftorius led his 
army againſt the Canni! I whoſe 
eountry he waſted as far as the coaſt of the 


Iriſh ſea. But he was recalled thence by a 


ſedition among the Brigantes. line the inha- 
bitants of Yorkſhire, Lancaſhire, &c.] As 


the new General, unacquainted with the army, ” 


for the Silures [the inhabitants of South- Wales] - - 


he found they were to be reduced neither. by 


ſeverity nor clemency, without a war and gar- 


ſup.

dius departed this life; being ſucceeded by 


Cn. Domit. Nero. As this wicked Prince was 
not at all of a warlike temper, he thought to 
draw the Roman army out of Britain ; and 
would certainly have done it, if it had not been 
for the ſhame of ſeeming to detra& from his 
adoptive father Claudius's glory (w). 

Didius had for ſucceſſor [A. D. 57] Ve- 
ranius, the 4th Pro-pretor of nn who

After whom came [A. D. 61. Suetonius Pau- 
great conduct and reputation: 
who continued two years in his office ()). His 
firſt exploit was to reduce the iſle of Angleſey, 
which had been a common place of refuge to 


the poor Britans, harraſſed and driven out of 
their habitations by the invading Romans, and 


at that time the ſeat, and the laſt reſidence of 
the Druids (2). While he was employed in 


this conqueſt, the Roman Province, whereof 


this Town was a part, roſe in arms, in order to 
revenge the avarice and cruelty of their new 
tyrannical maſters. The occaſion was this : 

Prafutagus, king of the Iceni, famous a long 
time for his great riches, had left the Emperor 
co-heir with his two daughters; hoping, by 
this compliment, to ſecure both his kingdom 


: and family from inſults. But it happened quite

otherwiſe z for, (under pretence of taking poſ- 


ſeſſion of the Emperor's new inheritance) the- 


kingdom became a prey to the centurions, and 
his houſe to their ſervants and under-officers. His 
wife Boadicea was whipped, and his daughters 
raviſhed. As if the whole country had been 
given to the Romans, the chief of the Iceni 
were deprived of their paternal eſtates, and 
thoſe of the Blood-royal Lene, as the meaneſt 
ſlaves. Upon this inſult, and for fear of worſe, 
fince they were now reduced to a Province (a); ;

Theſe would retreat as Julius Cæſat 
dd. if the Britans would but imitate the bra 


very of their anceſtors : and that the iſſue of 


one or two battles ought not to terrify them.

effects of miſery. And even the Gods took 
compaſſion of them, in removing the Roman 
General, and his army as it were ba- 
niſhed in another ifland.

ficylty.in overthrowing it, as it had no forts 
nor caſtles. For the Roman commanders had 
been ſo. imprudent, as to conſult pleaſure ra: 
ther than uſe and ſervice. - The Britans, it 
ſeems, were. mightily encouraged-by ſome pre- 
tended prodigies [T J, which, on the other 
band, threw the veterans into the utmoſt con- 
ſternation. In this diſtreſs, as Suetonius was 
at ſo; great a diſtance, they applied to Catus 
Decianus their Procurator for help: Who ſent 
them not above two hundred men, and thoſe 


ill-armed. There was but a moderate — 


in the town, who  relyed wholly 


ſtrength and protection of the — eg and 
ſome that were privy to the conſpiracy, had ſo 


perplexed their counſels, that they had neither 
made trench nor ditch round it for their own 
defence, nor ſent away the old people and wo- 
men, reſerving the youth only. - Thus living 
ſecure and careleſs as in a profound peace, they 
were furpriſed and ſurrounded by the Bri- 


| tans {U]. What things ſtood defenceleſs, 


were immediately over-run and plundered, or 
_ conſumed, by fire; the Temple, wherein the 


| ſoldiers were crowded, ſtood a two days ſiege, 


and then was forced to yield. The victorious 
Britans meeting Petilius Cerialis, Lieutenant 


of the Ninth Legion, who was coming to the 


Colony's aſſiſtance, routed the Legion, and 
put what foot there was [V] to the ſword : 

. Cerialis eſcaped with the horſe into the Camp, 
where he defended himſelf by the help of the 
fortifications. Catus the procurator, whoſe 
eovetouſneſs, and the hatred of the Province 
that enſued upon it, had been the cauſe of this 


calamity, cowardly fled into Gaul. 


But Suetonius, with prodigious reſolution, 


marched through the midſt of the enemies to 
London ; which was not honoured with the 
name of a Colony, but was very famous for 


e] Tacit.

not relenting at the cries and tears of che in 
habitants, Who implored his aid and protection, 
he gave orders to march, receiving ſuch as 
followed him into his army. Thofe who 

weakneſs of ſex or age were obliged to ſtay, 


and ſuch as alluted by the pleaſantneſs of the 


lace choſe to remain behind, were deſtroyed 
the enemy. The municipium of — 9rm 
[A] was involved in the like deſtruction; 
the Britans paſſing by the forts and — 
pillaged the richeſt and weakeſt places; be- 
ing intent upon the ſpoil, and regardleſs of the 
reſt. About ſeventy thouſand of the Romans 
and their allies were ſlain. For the Britans 
would give no quarter, nor cumber themſelves 
with priſoners, or ranſome or exchange any, 
according to the laws of war; but did kill, 
burn, hang, crucify by way of retaliation, and in 
ſuch haſte, as if they foreſaw it would cruelly be 
returned upon them. 

Suetonius having with him the fourteenth 1 

gion, and the vexillarii of the twentieth [7], 


together with ſome auxiliaries from the neigh- 


bouring places, almoſt to the number of ten 


thouſand fighting men [Z], reſolved imme- 
diately to engage the Britans. For that pur- 
poſe, he choſe for the field of battle, a place 

acceſſible by one narrow paſſage only [4], and 
fenced, in the rear by a wood; as fenſible, he 
ſhould then have no enemy but i in front, and 
the plain _ open there would be no danger 
of ambuſcades. He drew up the Legion cloſe 
in the middle, wich the light- arm'd ſoldiers on 
both ſides, and the horſe on the two wings. 


The Britiſh forces were drawn up in ſmaller 


bodies and ſquadrons (g), to the amount of 


about 2 30, ooo men (50 : And had placed their 
wives on chariots, round the field of battle, to 
be witneſſes of the victory. Boadicea riding 
about in a chariot, with her daughters, ad- 
dreſſed herſelf to the ſeveral Britiſh nations 


that compoſed her army, to this effect: That 


it was no new thing for the Britans to fight 
under the conduct of women: but now ſhe 
went not, as one royally deſcended, to fight

That 
the Romans luſt was grown ſo exorbitant and 
unruly, that neither old nor young eſcaped its 

llutions. However the Gods had already 
en to puniſh - them according; to their de- 
ſerts; for one Legion, which durſt hazard a 
pieces, and the reſt 
ſkulk'd in their Camp, or fled for their lives. 
So that they could not endure the noiſe and 
ſnouts of ſo many thouſands, much leſs be able 
to ſtand their attacks. If the Britans would 
but conſider the number of their own forces, 


and the motives of the war, they muſt either 
conquer or die. Such was her own reſolution, 


tho* ſhe was but a woman; as for the men, 
they might, if they pleaſed, live and be ſlaves.” 


Suetonius alſo animated his ſoldiers, and ad- 


viſed them to keep cloſe together; and, after 
they had diſcharged their darts, to continue 
the ſlaughter mrs their pikes and ſwords, and 
not. heed the booty. | 

When the engagement begin the Roman 
Legion remained firm and unmoved, and kept 
within the narrow paſſage abovementioned for 
their ſecurity and defence. But, after the 
enemy had ſpent their darts, they fallied out 
in a wedge [B] upon them; and the horſe with 
their ſpeats, broke whatever came in their way, 


ed with difficulty, becauſe the paſſes quite round 


were blocked up by the wagons. Then a 
— dreadful carnage began, the ſoldiers not ſpar- 
ing even the tender ſex ; nay the very horſes 


were ſlain, and encreaſed the heaps of carcafes. 


It was computed, that no leſs than fourſcore 
thouſand of the rn were ſlain ; and the 


Roman authors ſay, they loſt but about 400 
men and had not much above that number 


wounded. Boadicea finding her affairs ruined, 
ended her life by poiſon (i); or, according to 
others, by ſickneſs (E). 


The Roman army, after a general review, 
took the field again, to put an end to this war. 
And Nero reinforced it with a ſupply of two 


thouſand Legionaries from Germany, eight 


auxiliary cohorts, and a thouſand horſe; 'by 


which the ninth Legion was completed, 
Theſe cohorts, and ſome others, were ſent in- 


to winter-quarters ; and the countries that were 
either enemies or neuter, were waſted with fire 
and ſword, To compleat the miſery of the 


diſtreſſed Britans, they were afflicted with a 


ſore famine, which they had brought upon 
themſelves by neglecting to till the ground (I). 

I have dwelt the longer upon this action, 
becauſe it was the laſt vigorous Effort the op- 
preſſed Britans made for the recovery of their 


loſt Liberty. And it ſhews, that even a ſmall

icularly when I come to Domitian's reign. 
The Colony here being deſtroyed as is re- 


lated above, another was undoubtedly planted 


in their room, and the Town repaired, very 
foon after this fatal overthrow (m). For great 
numbers of Roman coins, èven of Claudius 
himſelf, and of Veſpaſian, Titus, Domitian, and 
their ſeveral i ucceſſors, are found daily in and 


about this place. Not in heaps, pots, or large 
quantities together, as if they had been de. 
ſignedly buried; but diſperſed all about, as if 


accidentally loſt at different times. Buſhels, I 
may ſay, have been found in this Townand Sub- 
urbs; chiefly in the ' higheſt parts, namely 
about St Mary's, the Burgh-fields, St John's 
garden, Cc. a certain ſign that the deere 
City ſtood there. 

To return to Suetonius: He did CN make 


the advantage that might have been expected 


from his late great victory; becauſe he behaved 
with arrogance towards thoſe that ſubmitted, 


and impoſed very harſh terms upon the van- 


quiſhed : And diſputes alſo having ariſen be- 
tween him and the new procurator Julius 
Claſſicianus, Nero ſent over his freedman Po- 


lycletus to reconcile their difference, and to 
and made reſiſtance. The reſt fled, but eſcap- incline at the ſame time the diſcontented Bri- 


tans to a quiet behaviour. Polycletus coming 
over with a grand retinue, made himſelf for- 


- midable to the Roman army ; but contemptible 


to the Britans, who {till retaining a warm af- 
fection for Liberty, were unacquainted with 
this power of freed-men; and thought itſtrange; 
that a General and his army, after ſuch great 
exploits, ſhould be ſubject to ſlaves. - How- 


ever, he gave ſuch a favorable account to the 


Emperor, that Suetonius was continued in his 
poſt. But, ſhortly after, having loſt ſome 
gallies on the ſhore with their crews, he re- 
ceived orders to deliver up the command of 
the army [A. D. 63.] to | 
Petronius Turpilianus. He being indolen, 
and doing nothing memorable, delivered up 
his government, after two years poſſeſſion, to 
Trebellius Maximus; who being of a very un- 
active temper, and unexperienced in military 


affairs, governed the Province in a gentle 


manner. But a quarrel between him, and 
Cælius commander of the twentieth legion, 
obliged him to quit Britain (2). 

Nero putting an end; the year following, to 
his own infamous life; no Pro-pretor was ap- 


pointed during the ſhort reigns of Galba, and 
Otho, © Notwithſtanding which, this Province 


continued quiet and peaceable ; being govern- 
ed by the Lieutenants of the Legions, all of 
equal authority, tlio? Cælius aſſumed the moſt 
power (o).

Aſter the violent death of Pertinax, Didius 
Julianus purchaſed the Empire, which was ſet 
to ſale by the ſoldiers : 
is proclaimed Emperor by his army in Syria; 
And, at the ſame time Septimius Severus in Pan- 
nonia, and Albinus here in Britain, receive the 
ſame honour from their reſpective armies. But 
Severus having procured himſelf to be con- 
firmed Emperor at Rome, by the unanimous 
conſent of the ſoldiers and ſenate (m), reſolves 
to diſpatch his three competitors, one after 
another. Accordingly D. Julianus is murder- 
ed by Severus himſelf (u); or by his order. 
And that he might not have both the others to 
deal with at once, he ſooths Albinus by the 


ſpecious pretence of making him his partner in 


the Empire; erecting ſtatues to him, ſtamping 
his image on the coins, and conferring upon 
him the conſulſhip. Having thus lulled 1 

aſleep, he marches againſt Peſcennius, who is 
vanquiſhed in battle, and ſoon after ſlain. Then 
he employs aſſaſſins to murder Albinus; which 


wicked deſign failing, he declares him an ene- 


my of the State, and advances againſt him 
with the utmoſt expedition. Albinus had 
paſſed into Gaul, with the flower of the Bri- 
tiſh army to oppoſe his competitor's progreſs; 
but being defeated, he puts an end to his own 
life (o). 


Severus now ſole master of che Empire, 


finding that Britain was too great and powerful 
a province to be truſted into the hands of one 


man, he divided it into Two Governments ; [A. 


D. 208.] committing the Southern part to 
Heraclitus, or Heraclianus; and the North to 


Virius Lupus, under the title of Proprætor or 


Preſident of Britain; who repaired many caſtles 


by the Meatæ -[the people on the confines of 


Scotland] he was forced to buy a peace of them

ments, drawn from contemporary writers, or 
ſuch as lived a very little while after, to prove 
that Britain was his native country. For the 
author of a Panegyric ſpoken before Maximian 
and Conſtantine the Great, thus addreſſes him- 
ſelf to the latter. He ſi. e. Conſtantius, the 
““ father] freed Britain from ſlavery: and You 
have ennobled it by being born there [F].“ 
There is another paſſage in Eumenius's pane- 
gyric ſpoken before Conſtantine, which hath

was Conftantine's native place; and it is com, 
priſed in the following Words. O fortunate 
Britain, and now happier than the reſt of

Next, who are thoſe Roman Hiſtorians to 


whom Mr Gale pays ſo great a compliment, 


as to depend wholly upon their authority, whe- 


ther Conſtantius came to Britain under Aure- 


lian, or no? And we find, they are only thoſe 


little trifling Hiſtorians, ſtyled Hiſtoriæ Au- 
guſtæ Scriptores, that may juſtly be ſuſpected 
not to have related Half of what had happened 
within the period they treat of [O]; and who 


are read only becauſe there are no better. 
But even from them we learn, that Aurelian 
was very much employed in Gaul [P]; that he

his life we have only theſe few Particulars of 
him, recorded in credible Hiſtorians (c).

under the banners of Probus; was Preſident of 


Dalmatia under Carus; came to reduce Carau- 
ſius; was declared fur in 292, and after that, 
being ſent into Gaul, defeated above 60,000 of 
the Francs, who had invaded Batavia and the 
countries welt of the Rhine; came again into 
Britain to reduce the Caledonians to obedience; 
and died at York 25 July, A. D. 306. | 
I ſhall conclude with obſerving, that what- 
ever Inconſiſtencies or Anachroniſms are pre-

Probus (Emperor after Tacitus, who was 


Aurelian's immediate ſucceſſor) gave the people 


of this Province, as well as the Gauls and Spa- 
niards, leave to plant vines (g): which, it 
muſt be ſuppoſed were unknown before, or at 
leaſt very ſcarce, in this iſland But they have 
not turned to ſo good account here as in the 
two other Provinces, which enjoy a kinder 
climate, and a warmer fun. One ſaying of his 
is memorable, That in a ſhort time ſtanding 
armies ſhould not be wanted or neceſſary. 
Which declaration, together with his ſtrictneſs 
to the ſoldiers, provoked them to murder that 
worthy Prince. (0). 

Carus who ſucceded Probus, [A. D. 28 A, 
gave the government of Britain, with Gaul, 
Italy, Illyricum, Spain, and Africa, to his el- 
deſt ſon Carinus; who by his riot and luxury 
very much waſted this Province. But he was 
ſhortly after defeated and ſlain by Dzoclefian, 
[A. D. 284.] who was advanced to the Empire 
by the Eaſtern army ; and adopted M. Aur. 
Maximianus ſurnamed Herculius, as his aſſo- 
ciate in the Empire (i). 

In the beginning of this Emperor's reign, 
Carauſius, an Iriſhman [U], who had, by his

fo e him diſpatched out of the way. But 
Carauſiis receiving intelligence of it, aſſumed 
th. imperial dignity, 
Thither he brought the fleet which he was en- 


truſted. with for the defence of Gaul, built 
more veſſels after the Roman model, was 
joined by the Roman forces here, kept out 


foreign troops, preſſed the merchants trading 
here into his ſervice, garriſoned Bononia, and 
cenverted the revenues of Britain, and Batavia 


Holland] to his own uſe. Moreover he en- 


gaged many of the neighbouring nations into 
his intereſt, particularly the Franks, whom he 
had trained up to the ſea-ſervice IA ]. Maxi- 
mian furpriſed at his boldneſs, marched againſt 
him as far as Gaul. But finding him too well 
eſtabliſhed, and having no conveniency to tran- 
ſport over his forces, he entered into treaty with 
him, and taking him his partner of the Em- 
pire, left him Britain for his ſhare, which he 
was the fitteſt to defend againſt all invaſions 
(1). He governed it about ſeven years, with 
eat authority, and in perfect peace (m); re- 
paired the Wall between the two Fyrths; and 
fortified it with ſeven caſtles (n): 


In the mean time, the whole Roman Empire 


being full of revolts and commotions, Diocle- 
ſian and Maximian aſſociated to themſelves 
Fl. Valer. Conſtantius Chlorus, and Galerius 
Maximianus ſurnamed Armentarius, in the go- 
vernment, and declared them Cæſars.

rus, and Galerius M. Armentarins.” They di- 
vided the Empire between them, and Conftan- 
tius had- to his ſhare the Weſtern Provinces;

[A] The reaſon of his confinement was, the Emperor's 3 
jealouſy of him on account of his diſtinguiſhed merit and 
growing virtues ; and his having too openly expreſſed his 
reſentment, becauſe he was not declared Cæſar at the ſame... 
time with Severus and Maximinus. Galerius Maximia- 
nus, therefore, ſenſible of his ambition, ard afraid of his 
enterpriſing genius, kept him as an hoſtage, or a kind of 
priſoner. And expoſed him not only to all the dangers of 


war, purely againſt the Sarmatians, whom he entire-

der them fourteen large Dioceſes or Provinces.

Under him were two Conſular deputies, an-

As for the Military Goverment, there were 
in the Empire two Generaliſſimo's [CI, one for 
the Eaſt, and the other for the Weſt, Britain 
was under the Generaliſſimo of the Weſt ; and 
to him were ſubject, the Count of Britain, the 
Count of the Saxon ſhore throughout Britain, 
and the Duke of Britain.

I ſhould have nn 3 to Conſtan- 
tine's immortal honour, that he was the firſt 
Roman Emperor, who made public profeſſion 
of the Chriſtian religion, and protected and en- 
couraged it by wholeſom Laws.

But Conſtantine declared himſelf their pro-

Defeating by theſe 
means ſeveral rapaciqus clans, who preſuming 
upon ſecurity, had the inſolence to invade the 


Roman territories, he laid the foundation of 


a laſting peace: rebuilding and repairing the 
Citi: Caſtles, and Garriſons, which had been 
exceedingly damaged (This, we may ſuppoſe, 
among the reſt) and ſtrengthening ntiers 
with watch-towers and intrenchinents. After

ſucceſſor Gratian, WhO ied 'the Weſtern 


Empire with his brother Valentinian II, did, in 
the 25 year of his reign, give the Empire of 
the Eaſt to Theodo/ius, ſon of the brave Gene- 
ral lately mentioned; But Magnus Maximus, 
deſcended from Conſtantine the Great, and, 
according to ſome [&], born in Britain, com- 
mander of the Roman forces here, thinking 
himſelf more worthy of that honour than Theo- 
doſius, reſolved to aſſume the title of Emperor 
(m). He defeated firſt the Picts and Scots, who 
were making continual inroads into theſe Pro- 


Vinces. - And having either put it out of their 
ower to continue their ravages, or ſown di- 


viſion between them; He embarked for Gaul, 
carrying with him a very large Army, which 
never returned: Whereby Britain was robbed 


of her military forces, of her rulers, and of her 
numerous youth; and, thus drained of all that 


could bear arms, became afterwards an eaſier paſſi 


to her rapacious Invaders (). Maximus 
8 with his forces went and fixed his court at 
Treves ; ſpread one of his wings into Italy, the 
other as far as Spain ; and, and with the terror 
of his name, brought under ſubjection the yet- 
unconquered Germans (o). Gratian advanced 
againſt this uſurper; but, after ſeveral fkir- 
miſhes, being deſerted by his own ſoldiers, he 


was aſſaſſinated by the procurement of Maxi- 


mus: who having alſo dethroned Valentinian II. 
was himſelf vanquiſhed, and beheaded by Theo- 
doſius, A. D. 387. The latter reſtored Valen- 
tinian, but he was ſoon after murdered ot 22 
bogaltes ; 

After the death of 7. W A. D. 7 
the Empire was divided between his . 750 
Arcadius was made Emperor of the Eaſt, and 
Honorius of the Weſt. As the latter was but 
ten years old, the famous Fl. Stilico was Re- 
gent during his minority. His firſt care was 
to ſend Victorinus, a man of a fierce temper, 
with a Legion into Britain to awe the Northern 
invaders (9). He killed great numbers of 
them, 451 drove the reſt out of the Roman 
Provinces; and ſo delivered * inhabitants 
from ſpoil and captivity (v7). 

But, ſhortly after [viz. A. D. 40g. ] the Ro- 
man Empire being hard preſſed on all ſides, and 
Alaric King of the Goths threatning even Rome 
itſelf ; the Roman forces were drawn from the 
extremities, to ſave that capital, the heart of 
the Empire.

they were not all ready, they ſhipped off only 


a part of them, on board three kiules, or long 


boats, with their commanders Hengiſt and 
Horſa, ſons of Witigiſil (&). The nature of thoſe 
veſſels ſhews, the men could not be above 1000 


in number, They arrived at Ebbsfleet-in the 


iſle of Thanet; where Vortigern ſtood. ready 
on the ſhore, and received them with all de- 


monſtrations of joy and reſpect imaginable, 


putting them in immediate poſſeſſion of the 


land according to agreement. After they had 


refreſhed themſelves, Vortigern led them againſt 
the Picts and Scots, that were advanced as far 


as the place now called Stanford in Lincoln- 
ſhire, and whom they utterly routed (/). They 
conſtantly defeated them afterwards in ſeveral 


encounters (n): So that the enemies being diſ- 


couraged by theſe frequent defeats, abandoned 
their conqueſts by degrees, and retired into 
their own country ; dreading nothing ſo much 
as meeting with the Saxons. 

Vortigern overjoyed to ſee his projects thus 
far happily ſucceed ; in order the more effectu- 


ally to engage Hengiſt and Horſa to ſupport 


him in his power, preſents them with ſome 
lands in Lincolnſhire, near the place where they 
had defeated the Picts and Scots.

let him ſend for more forces over (s). Which 
having done, Octa brother of Hengiſt comes 
over with forty ſhips, bringing with him his 
ſon Ebuſa, and a great number of Saxon troops, 
[A.D. 452.] Theſe, firſt ravaged the Orcades; 
then making a deſcent on the coaſts of the 
Picts, obliged them to retire Northwards. As 
ſoon as he Pitts had thus deſerted part of their 

country, the Saxons fixed themſelves there ſo 
ſtrongly, that it was not poſſible to diſpoſſeſs 
them. At firſt they ſettled on the north ſide 
of the Tine towards the Eaſt; [now Northum- 
berland ;] and afterwards advanc ing towards the 
South, drove, by degrees, the Britans beyond 
the Humber. With theſe freſh ſupplies Hen- 

giſt found himſelf ftrong enough to be in no 


great fearof any attempt from the Britans : Nay 


he began to ſhew leſs regard for Vortigern; 
and, under colour of wanting frequent recruits 
to keep up the number of his forces, ſent for 
continual ſupplies from Germany, without 
aſking his leave (). At length he throws away

Vor- 
tigern went thither, attended with 300 of his 
principal ſubjects; and unarmed, as ſuf 
no treachery: But, towards the end of the 
feaſt, a quarrel being deſignedly raiſed by Hen- 
giſt; at a certain ſignal given [D], the Britiſh | 
Lords were all murthered by the Saxons, who 
had concealed daggers, or ſhort ſwords, for | 
that purpoſe (h).  Vortigern's life was ff 
and he was only made-priſoner : But he could 
not purchaſe his Liberty without delivering up 


to the Saxons a great tract of land .borderin 


upon Kent, which Hengiſt added to his ſm

When they were overſtocked with inhabi- 
tants, they uſed to ſend out Colonies, to make 
conqueſts upon their neighbours, and obtain 
ſettlements for themſelves G]. Theſe adven- 
turers Were a voluntary Society; joint part · 
ners in the expe 


lective body of the conquerors. They ſo di- 
vided theif ac ſitions, as to place the ſame 
families or. Me wt together; who: be- 
ing. linked'by. ſeveral relations and affinities, 
were the moſt likely to fit down 
peaceably, and be meaty in the ſame intereſts. 


They had no fixed inheritance; but ſeverally 


enjoyed the lands by turns, according to the 
number of the occupiers; and divided them 
amongſt themſelves in proportion to their dig- 
nity or eminence. The largeneſs of the fields 
made the partition eaſy. Every year they 
changed their arable lands, and yet had ground 
enough to ſpare: For they did not value either 
gardens or orchards, but only corn- fields (&). 
Julius Cæſar more fully expreſſes this particu- 
lar, in che following words: . No man had any 


certain quantity of land to his own uſe; but 
their magiſtrates and princes did every year

Diſaffection which had ſpread itſelf almoſt 
throughout the Southern parts of this. King 
dom, eſpecially among Traders; It is certain, 
That a Spirit of Sedition and Diſloyalty, began 
early to break forth in Colcheſter, ge, as foon 
as January 1641-2, a Petition from thence was 
8 to the Houſe of Commons, againſt 
iſhops, and for Liberty of Conſcience; de- 
firing, that Church-Diſcipline-might- be eſta- 
bliſhed according to the word of God, and the 
Town better fortified (3). In compliance with 
the latter part of which Petition, the Parlia- 
ment granted 1500 J. for making the Town of 
Colcheſter, and the Blockhouſe at Merſey de- 
fenſible (7). From petitioning, the Inhabi- 
tants here proceeded to more flagrant overt- 
acts of diſloyalty and violence. For, Auguſt 
22, 1642, they ſeized Sir John Lucas, who was 
preparing, with about 10 or 12 horſe, and 
ſome arms, to go to-K. Charles into the North; 
barbarouſly ufed his mother and Lady, with his 
chaplain, Mr Tho. Newcomen, Rector of H. 
Trinity here; robbed and plundered his Houſe 
at St John's [G], not ſparing even the aſhes 
and remains of his anceſtors in the Church of 
St Giles adjoyning; and carried him, and Mr 
Newcomen, priſoners up to London ((). 
But, excepting theſe Outrages, this Town 
had at firſt very little ſhare in the dreadful Ca- 
lamities, the cruel Plunderings and Ravages, 
the Murders and bloody Battles, which brought 
the reſt of the Kingdom almoſt to the briak of 
deſtruction. „„ 
For, the major part of the chief Inhabitants 
of this county of Eſſex, being in the Parlia- 
ment's Intereſt; they entered, as early as De- 
cember 1642, into an Aſſociation with the 
Counties of Suffolk, Norfolk, Hertford, and 
Cambridge, [including the Iſle of Ely; ] where- 
in they engaged to aid, ſuccour, and aſſiſt one 
another in the mutual defence and preſervation 
of Themſelves, and of the Peace of the ſaid Coun- 
ties from all Rapines, Plunderings, &c. For 
that purpoſe, large Subſcriptions were made, 
arms provided, the trained bands formed into 
companies and regiments, officers appointed, and 
all proper means of ſafety and defence uſed by the 
Lord-Lieutenants and Deputy-Lieutenants (5). 
This was called the Eaſtern-Aſſociation.

could afford, and his earneſt deſire to help 
them; [For they were then afraid, the Royal 
Army would have bent their courſe this way.] 
He deſired ſuch as had moſt intereſt in the 
Cauſe, to approve themſelves in it; men of 
religious lives and affections, fitteſt to bear arms 
for the truth of religion; men of eſtates, to de- 
fend thoſe eſtates 3 the imployment not being 
too mean for the beſt men.

| hitherto this Town and County had 


been exempt from the Calamities of a Civil 
War, which had brought almoſt the whole 
Kingdom to the brink of deſtruction; but at 
laſt Colcheſter had its full ſhare of them, For, 
in the year 1648, ſeveral perſons of a public 
Spirit, obſerving the mean andunworthy Treat- 
ment of Majeſty in diſtreſs, and finding that 
Ambition, and Self-ſeeking (to uſe one of the 
canting phraſes of that time) was the grand 
Motive, which Oliver, and other Deſpera- 
does, were acted by, and not the real Advan- 
tage of the Public, whatever they might out- 
wardly pretend [P]: Therefore Major-general 
Langhorn, Sir John Owen, and Sir Nicolas 
Keymis, in Wales; James Duke of Hamilton, 
in Scotland; George Duke of Buckingham, 
and Henry Farl of Holland, at Kingſton upon 
Thames; and others in divers parts raiſed For- 
ces, in order to oblige the Parliament and 
Army to reſtore peace to the Kingdom upon

Parliament (x). 
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reaſonable terms. The like endeavours were 
uſed in Kent, where great numbers took arms 
at the inſtigation of Edward Hales, and Roger 
ſtrange Eſqrs. Theſe headed by George 
Goring Earl of Norwich, and Sir William 
Waller, aſſembled near Rocheſter on the 24th 
of May; and thence marched to Blackheath, 
in expectation of being joined by the London- 
ers. . But Thomas Lord Fairfax, the Parlia- 
ment's-General, advancing againſt them with 
eat expedition, they drew back, and made 
everal ſtands; till being too hard preſſed, they 
divided; ſome retiring to Rocheſter, others 
to Maidſtone. Fairfax who had 6000 foot and 
2000 horſe, having, on the 2d of June, de- 
feated Theſe, conſiſting only of about 2000; 


the reſt under the Earl of Norwich moved from 


Rocheſter: to Blackheath, hoping till for aſſi- 
ſtance from London. But none coming, and 
a detachment of the enemy haſtning after them, 
the greater number diſperſed: Only about five 
or {ix hundred with the Earl of Norwich, being 
denied a free paſſage through the city of Lon- 
don, ferried over the Thames at Greenwich 


into the Iſle of Dogs, [moſt of them ſwimming 


their horſes,] and came- and poſted themſelves 
at Mile-end-heath, and quartered afterwards at 
Bow and Stratford (w). Here they continued 
till the 7th of June, in which time their num- 
bers increaſed by the flocking in of many Ken- 
tiſh-men, and London- apprentices. 
In the mean time, the Royal party were not 
idle in this county, but held private and public 
meetings, on purpoſe to promote the King's 
intereſt; at ſome whereof the Earl of Norwich 
aſſiſted: And at Chelmsford they ſeized on the 
Committee of Parliament.” Sir Charles Lucas, 
one of the moſt active Royaliſts, who had at- 


tended theſe meetings, having drawn together 


a conſiderable body, advanced to Brentwood ; 
where the Kentiſh forces joined him June 8. 
And he earneſtly perſuaded them not to lay 
down their arms, as many were inclined to do, 
upon proclamation of an Indemnity from the 
The next day, June q, they came all toge- 
ther to Chelmsford, where they were joined by 
Arthur Lord .Capel, Henry Haſtings Lord 
Loughborough, and divers other Gentlemen 
of quality from Hertfordſhire, and other coun- 
ties; which gave them great encouragement, 
[J. That afternoon they were all drawn out 
to a rendezvous in Newhall- park; and the Earl 
of Norwich the General, and Sir Charles Lu- 
cas, held a conſultation with the Gentlemen of 
both counties. At one time, they reſolved to 
march away immediately, and fall upon a large 
party of horſe and foot ' raiſed by Sir Thomas 

Honywood at Coggeſhall [R]; but, upon a 
more ſerious deliberation, they altered their

June 11, being Sunday, both parties, from

Norwich, the Lord Capel, Lord Lough- 
borough, and Sir Charles Lucas; that the 
might not only know how to diſpoſe of them-

veniency of quartering upon every remove. 
About nine o'clock at night they marched from 
Braintree, and continued their march all night, 
making only one halt about day-break, till the 
next day at four o'clock in the afternoon : At 
which time they drew near Colcheſter, where, 
at a Council the night before, (upon Sir Charles 
Lucas his'defire, and belief of recruiting very 
much there,) they unfortunately concluded to 
march, but not to ſtay above one night or two 
at the moſt; and therefore they moved in the 
night, to amuſe the enemy, that he might not 
too ſuddenly follow them. 

Thus, June 12, being come within five or 
ſix miles of Colcheſter, a party was ſent before, 
Sir Charles Lucas having received intelligence 
that the Townſmen would not receive him in 
arms. He himſelf continued his march at the 
head of the army, but, before the Quarter- 
Maſter general went forwards, news came from

In the mean time, Thomas Lord Fairfax 
having entered Eſſex, as is ſaid above, was ad-

many. For, incenſed greatly at this unſuitable 
Anſwer, the choleric Fairfax came n 

with the utmoſt fury againſt this place; and, 
about one or two o'clock in the afternoon, his 
forlorns engaged with the out-guards of the 
Royalifts in the ſuburbs. Theſe doubled im- 
mediately their Guards, and were ſoon as ready 
to receive, as the others to aſſault, them: And 
the Royaliſts being drawn up to their colours, 
ſent out freſh parties both of horſe and foot un- 


der the conduct of Colonel Farre [A], to aſ- 


fiſt the Guards: which made a brave reſiſtance 
againſt the Parliamentarians, that advanced 
ſtrongly on all parts of that fide next Lexden, 
and fired 1 to the very hedges and Guards of 
the others foot; till at laſt ſome of the Guards 


wanting ammunition to maintain the heat of 


the Service, about St Catharine's-hoſpital, and 
the late Crouched-Friers, [then Sir Harbottle 
Grimſton's houſe,] were overpowered with 
numbers, who threw their ſhot upon them like 
hail, and being forced to retreat, gave their 
Enemies the liberty of poſſeſſing themſelves of 
all that ground called Sholand, and Borough- 
field, Col. Barkſtead, with his regiment, puſh- 
ing on, fell upon other Out-guards near Schere- 
gate; whereupon all the guards were ordered 
to retire within the Town. But before this 
retreat could be made, the Diſpute grew ſo 
cloſe and hot, that great numbers, moſtly of 
Col. Farre's regiment, were ſhut out, and taken 
priſoners. The Parliamentarians ſtill endea- 
voured to force their way into the Town, firing 
under Head-gate, and throwing ſtones over it ; 
but met with very obſtiaate reſiſtance. At 
length being ſorely galled by the forces within 
the Town, and out of St Mary's Church-yard

General Fairfax being thus diſappointed in 


his firſt attack upon this Town, and not ha- 
ving forces enough to ſtorm it at once; he re- 
ſolved June 14, to ſit down before it, in or- 
der to ſtarve the Royaliſts, that had ſnut them- 
ſelves up therein, into a compliance [BJ. For 
that purpoſe, he © fixed his head- quarters at 
« Lexden, in the road to London ; where he or- 
« dered the main body to lye, to prevent any 
« Aſſiftance coming from that quarter to the 
« Lord Goring: And he ſent a ſtrong guard

e up the river to relieve the Town: The Roya- 
« lifts ſent Col. Tuke with a ſtrong party an 
<« hour after, but he came too late.“ | 

June 15. The Beſiegers, in the night, began 
to carry on their approaches nearer, © and to 
cc make a Fort,” or Battery, in the Sholand, 
which they named Fort Eſſex [C]: The Be- 
ſieged, on their part, erected the Royal Fort 
ce at St Mary's, from whence they fired hard, 
e and killed ſome of the workmen employed 
in making Fort-Eſſex; and others as they 
« were ſtragling in the fields ;” three more were 
flain „the next day with a canon-ball.” 


The night following, they broke ground 


upon a-Hill, then called the Warren and now 
the Hanging-field, where they placed a ſtrong 
guard. And fo every night broke up freſh 
ground in ſeveral places, which they thought

them had taken from him, excepting only a ſmall ſum in 
his purſe, which he would willingly give them, if they 
would be ſatisfied with it; but that not anſwering their 
expectations, they told him, he was a Cavalier-rogue, 
and had more money, which they would have, or kill 
him; both which he denying, one of them ſhot him 
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moſt advantageous, running their Line by de-

grees from one redoubt and fort to another. 
Ihis gave the Royaliſts: juſt occaſion to be- 
lieve that the Lord Fairfax and his army in- 


tended to plant themſelyes before them for 
a longer continuance than they bad ima- 


8 and to block them up. And that in- 


duced them to provide for their own future 
ſecurity ; which then conſiſted in the greateſt - 


care for vitualling and fortifying ; the only 
two things to be firſt thought on in ſuch a caſe; 
eſpecially in a Town then deficient in both. 
And therefore when they firſt came, their in- 
tention was only to quarter a night or two here. 

But this engagement having forced them to 


it, every man, enlivened with a cheerful be- 


haviour, began to forward all things requiſite 
for the buſineſs : for march away now they 
could not, having no way to proceed, without 
falling into a champian country, where, they 
being unavoidably weak, and the enemy yery 
ſtrong, in horſe, would hay ecut them off in an 
inſtant; their foot being no ſuch experienced 
ſoldiers as to maintain a charge of themſelves, 
againſt both horſe and foot, without hedges to 
guard and ſhelter them from the horſe. 


However, by the incomparable diligence of | 
all parties, though no one at firſt knew where 


to find proviſion of uy ſort, more than belong- 
ed to every private family for their ordinary 
ſuſtenance, yet they found in a ſhort time, in 
ſeveral parts of the town, and particularly at 
the Hythe, many private ſtores of corn, and 


wine of all forts, (more than had been known 


there within the memory of man) with much 
ſalt, ſome fiſh ; and a good quantity of powder, 
the want whereof would ſuddenly have thrown 
them into abſolute ruin, having very much ex- 
hauſted their magazine by the laſt day's buſi- 
neſs. All this being much more than indeed 
they could have-hoped for, was conveyed into 
the town with expedition and ſecrecy, the 
enemy being ſo favourable as not to endeavour 
to cut them off from that place, till they had 
almoſt drained the honey from the comb; 


which they might eaſily have done, had they 


known what the others were doing.

between both Armies for a Peace.” To 
which the Lords Norwich, and Capel, and 
Sir Charles Lucas, added theſe words, „It is 
the general Peace of the Kingdome we con- 
« tend for, and therefore we are content, that 
e the Committee ſhall ſend their above- written 
{© Propoſall to the Lord Fairfax, according 
* unto their Requeſt made unto us.” The 
Lord Fairfax's anſwer was thus, My Lords, 
The Paper ſent to me, incloſed in the letter 
from your Lordſhips, and Sir Charles Lucas, of 
the 19th inſtant, ſeemes in the firſt part of it ſo 
drawn, as that I could not well undexſtand it, 
what kind of Treaty, or for what Peace it 
meant. But the latter part, underwritten by 
your Lordſhips, and Sir Charles Lucas, ſeemes 
to explain your own meaning, ſo, as if you 
meant a Treaty betwixt the Armies for the ge- 
nerall Peace of the Kingdom, and not other- 
wiſe for yourſelves, or your garriſon : And to 
the Contents of it in that ſence, I can only 
ſay, That ſuch a Treaty and for ſuch a Peace, 
is not the proper work of myſelf, or the Army, 
but theirs that have imployed us: But if the 
Engliſh be, to make a way for conditions to 
your Garriſon, I ſhall, without the trouble of 
a Treaty, let you know what yourſelves, and 
thoſe under you may expect from me, which 
for the reſtoring of quiet to this County, and 
the Kingdom, without more blood-ſhed, and 
for the ſaving of ſo eminent a Town from the 
chance of War, I ſhall offer, viz. That if your- 


ſelves, and the reſt with you in Colcheſter, - 


ſhall, within 24 houres after notice hereof, lay 
down armes, the common ſouldiers, and men 
of that rank, ſhall have liberty to depart to their 
ſevetall homes, and there quietly to remain 
ſubmitting unto the Authority of Parliament : 
(And this I ſhall make good however, to ſo 
many of that ſort reſpectively, as ſhall accept 


hold what we had till the reſt of the Kingdom ſhould riſe, 
we ſhould then do as good ſervice as the immediate 


victory; weſuppoſed we might poſſibly hold out a month, 


and were reſolved on it, though it conluded in our own 
ruin, by which time, if not ſooner, we could not but ex- 
pect to be relieved. By this deſign, we were alſo certain 


to give liberty to the Scots to march quietly into the King - 
dom, being then moſt aſſuredly, upon their march, and 
near the boarders. Neither was this all the hopes we che- 
Tiſhed by this reſolution ; for there remained a

out imbezlement, in an orderly manner, as ſhall 
be further ſet down, and the forces under my 
command, or ſuch as I ſhall appoint, being 
admitted a peaceable entrance into the Town. 
I defire the Gentlemen of the Committee of 
Parliament now in your hands (who by their 
ſubſcriptions to part of the Paper, and by your 
ſending of it, as from them, or at their re- 
queſt, are concerned to know what my anſwer 
is) may be acquainted herewith, and indeed, 
if it be concealed from any that are concerned 
in it, the blame thereof from God and man 1s 
like to fall on their heads, who ſhall be the 
authors of ſuch concealment.”

On the 21ſt of June, the Earl of Norwich, 
Lord Capel, and Sir Charles Lucas returned 
this anſwer to the Lord Fairfax. My Lord, 
We have received yours of the 20th, which 
takes notice of the Paper of the 19th. ſubſcrib- 
ed by the Committee, and of our permiſſion to 
have it delivered to you. You have very juſtly 
apprehended our intentions to be the Publique 
Peace of the Kingdom, and we againe own 
that ſence, and no other, as befitting the duty 
of Engliſh-Men : And we. believe, if both 
Armies were accorded in ſuch an indeavour, it 
were the moſt pious, eaſie, and honourable 
action, wherein they could be ingaged ; but 
why you have taken occaſion by that act of 
ours, to offer Conditions in particular to us, 
we underſtand not, nor can it be ſuppoſed, 
without ſtrayning and offering violence to our 
manner of proceeding. Thoſe Conditions you 
proffer to the Officers and ſouldiers on our part, 
we doe hereby make offer of to the Officers 
and ſouldiers on your part. We ſhall in this 
_ occaſion deale frankly and plainly. We doe 
not without evident reaſon, conceive ourſelves 


to be in a condition able to entertain all the force 


you can make, and thereby to give courage 
and opportunity to all true-hearted Engliſh- 
men, to recover their ancient and knowne 
Lawes; or it you ſhall adventure to attaque 
us, we doubt not but by the mercy and aſſi- 
ſtance of Almighty God to give you ſuch a re-

it into your power: And therefore we. deſire. 
your Lordſhip, to cauſe the Paper ſigned. by 
the Committee of the 19. and our anſwer 
ſubſigned, the anſwer of your Lordſhip to us 
of the 20. and this our reply of the 21..to be all 
printed, and as many of the prints as you ſhall 
ſend to us, we will diſperſe in Colcheſter, and 
parts of the Country under our. power, 
and to each perſon of the Committee one (). 
The fame day a letter from the Lord Goring, 
with a Petition from the Inhabitants, was pre- 
ſented to the Lord Fairfax, That liberty 
might be granted to the Bay and Say-makers 
in the town, to have a free Trade with London 
during the ſiege.” His Lordſhip anſwered, 
« That they ſhould have conſidered this, and 
divers other inconveniences of war before they 
had admitted the Forces in their town : That 
the preſent interruption of their Trade was 
brought upon them not by his default, but by 
thoſe whome the Town had harboured; and 


that to grant liberty of Trade to perſons be- 


ſieged, was ſuch a motion as was never grant- 
ed: That there were with him ſundry Gentle 

men of quality, and townſmen of good eſtates 

and eminent in trade, who offered to buy all 

the Bays and Says in the town at the uſual 
prices, and to pay for them within a fortnight 
after the Town ſhould be rendred, or quitted 
to him: And, though it were without example 
to a beſieged town, yet he would give leave to 
their commodities to be brought to Lexden 

Heath near the town, to. be bargained, or re- 
turned back, as there ſhould be occaſion.” . 


About the 20th of June, divers Gentlemen 


were diſpatched privately by the Royaliſts, 
with Commiſſions to raiſe men in Norfolk, 
Suffolk, and Cambridgeſhire ; but the country 
forces ſtrictly watching the paſſes, and having 
broken down the bridges; and the Beſiegers 

withal taken Merſey-fort, which commanded 
the paſſage into that Iſland, there was no way 
open for them, ſo they were forced to return 
back; which they did ſecurely, though through 
the enemy's Quarters, not a Man being taken. 
The next night, parties of horſe and foot 
were commanded to go into the Hundred of 
Tendring, for the bringing in of Proviſions; 
which returned ſafe the day following, with 
about 100 ſheep, and 60 oxen, that were all 
delivered to the Commiſſary for the general 
ſtore. And ſo in like manner, proviſions were 
brought to the public ſtore-houſes every night.

| ſign was diſcovered, and himſelf ſeized on by 
the countrymen, till Sir Charles Lucas's plea- 


and them : To whom they ſent two ſufficient 
men, to give him an account of the affair, 
making it their earneſt requeſt, that he would 
ſend a party of horſe and foot to aſſiſt them in 
their riſing, and to conduct them ſafe into the 
Town. Accordingly, a party was drawn our, 
and marched away in the night, who ſtayed 
there about a week, and then returned ſafe 
with what men they had raifed, through the 
Quarters of the Suffolk foot, who were drawn 
over the river Stoure. And 

* Another party was commanded out in the 
night, which marching out at North-Gate, 
forced through their quarters, and in the morn- 
ing returned ſafe, loſing not above two men, 
for which Loſs they gained livelihood for many 
more, by bringing in with them above fifty 
oxen and cows, beſides ſheep, ſome corn, and 
other proviſions. They might have brought 
more, but Sir Charles Lucas being tender of 
injuring his countrymen would not permit 
them to drive from any, but thofe he knew to 
be actual enemies; though his tenderneſs prov- 
ed a very great inconventency and prejudice to 
the people in the Town. For, after that time, 
they never obtained the like opportunity, the 
enemy drawing immediately nearer, and confin- 
ing them within narrow bounds, being vexed 
and angry, amongſt themſelves, that they ſhould 
ſuffer them to march through their quarters up- 
on a fally, and return again ſafe. They yet 
ſecured the Hythe, as a final refuge for pro- 
viſion, from whence they conveyed daily, ſuch 
neceſſaries as it would afford, by keeping a con- 
ſtant guard there; which the enemy did not 
endeavour to hinder them of, till they had 
very little left there of any uſe. 
| . 22. The Parliamentarians were hard at 


work upon Col. Ewer's fort, near the She- 


pen; which 100 of the Royaliſts ſallied out 
e in the night to view, but were inſtantly 
« beaten in again. However their canon kill- 
„ eq two of the beſiegers.“ This day the 
Lords Goring and Capel, and Sir Charles 
Lucas, ſent a ſummons to the Suffolk-forces 
at Cataway-bridge and Stratford; aſſuring them, 
that their intents were levelled at the reſtoring 
the known Laws of the land, the proper in- 
tereſt both of King and ſubjects, and a well- 
grounded Peace : But the Suffolk men refuſed 
to join them. 
Friday, the 23d, the Beſiegers Guns be-

rolled in ſand. And two Affidavits being made 
by Deſerters, that they were delivered out of 
the ſtores by the Earl of Norwich's and the 
other Officers directions; thoſe noble perſons 
denied any · ſuch command or practice; but, 
for rough-caſt ſlugs, they ſaid they were the 
beſt they could ſend on the ſudden (7). 

On the 26th the Beſieged being drawn © out 
<* in Crouch-ſtreet, a party of Col. Barkſtead's 
« foot beat them out of their hedges, and from 
* their court of guard, fired the guard-houſe, 
* and brought away the  hour-glaſs by which 
© whey oc centry.”” - . 

Wedneſday, the 28th “ early in the morn- 
„ing, the Beſieged, with a party of horſe, at- 
e tempted the Parliamentarians Horſe- guards 
* near St Mary's, and ſhot a ſcout; but were 
« mmſtantly beaten back.” The day following, 
as the Enemies were buſy in making Bark- 
ſtead's Fort, on the Weſt- ſide of Maldon-lane, 
the Beſieged did annoy them as much as poſ- 


ſible, not only with their great cannon, but 


alſo with ſmall ſhot out of Sir Harbottle Grim- 


ſton's houſe, [formerly the Crouched-Friers.] 


Whereupon General Fairfaxe's great cannon 
ſhooting through and through that houſe, 


obliged the Royaliſts to retire, which they lei- 


ſurely did, ſetting firſt the ſaid Houſe on fire. 
« At night they alſo fired Mr Barrington's 
„ houſe,” [where now ſtands Mr Winſley's 
Hoſpital :] And a “ party of their horſe ad- 
% vyancing over Eaſt-bridge, whither an em- 
e buſcade was laid for them by the enemies 
« dragoons, Lieut. Col. Hatcher, and divers 
<« other officers and ſoldiers of the Royaliſts 
„were ſlain.” | 


Saturday, July 1, Col. Whaley poſſeſſed

On Wedneſday, July g, the Royaliſts coun- 


cil of war publiſhed aproclamation, for calling 
all ſuch town's-men, as would ſerve upon the 
line for the ſecurity of the Town, to enlift 
themſelves, under the ſeveral Captains and 


Officers deputed by Sir Charles Lucas to com- 


mand them; and all others, to bring in their 
arms to be delivered into the magazine; thoſe 


who refuſed to enliſt themſelves, not to keep 


any arms in their houſes, on pain of death, and 
forfeiture of their goods to the benefit and 


uſe of the Town. ; 
About this time, the Beſiegers encroached 


ſo near by their approaches, notwithſtanding 
the daily ſallies and ſkirmiſhes from within, that 


they fell into Eaſt-ſtreet, ſeized the water 
mill, and placed a ſtrong guard therez which

cas commanded in chief, marching at the head 
of the horſe, and Sir George Liſle commanded 
the foot; the whole party conſiſted of 500 


foot, and 200 horſe, out of which, a forlorn 
party being drawn, they firſt marched down to- 


wards the river, whilſt the Beſiegers guard was 


PR on both ſides of the ſtreet, and a barri- 
cado a- croſs; from whence, with caſe-ſhot from 


their Drakes, and ſmall ſhot from the barri- 
cado and guard-houſes, they played very thick 


upon the forlorn, which had no other paſſage 


over the river, than a foot-bridge, the end 


whereof reach'd within five feet of he enemy's 


barricado. But, as if it had been only a ſport- 
ing ſkrimiſh amongſt tame ſoldiers at a general 
muſter, they ran in a ſingle file over the bridge, 
and ſome for haſte through the river, mounted 


their barricado, and beat the enemy off in an 
inſtant. Having once gained that, they over- 


turned the Drakes, charged upon other parties 


that ſtill fired upon them in the ſtreet, paſſed 
by the guard-houſes, till they had cleared a 
great part of the ſtreet z and ſurrounding them, 


charged upon them, who having neither poſ- 
ſibility of relief, -retreat, or eſcape, yielded up- 


on quarter. So they took the Captain, Lieu- 
tenant, Enſign, and about eighty private ſol- 


diers, with all the other interior officers. Many 
were alſo killed in the adjacent houſes, the 


whole ſtreet being almoſt full of ſoldiers : They 
over-turned the Drakes, and threw one of them 


into the river, but not having teams ready, 


could not bring them off. 

The whole party being now advanced, and 
having thus ſurpriſed the guard, they marched 
on, and made good the charge till they had 


cleared the whole ſtreet; which gave ſo great 


an alarm to all the Parliamentarians Leaguer, 
that they immediately rallied together all the 
toot and horſe on that ſide of the river, and 
marched down the hill from behind the. Eaſt 
Windmill, to the top of another hill, near St 
Anne's, in a very full and orderly body, lea- 
ving only their colours and pikes, with a re- 
ſerve behind the Windmill, But the party ha- 
ving gained almoſt the top of the firſt hill, fol- 
lowed their charge fo ſmartly,that they ſoon forc- 
ed the Beſiegers to a diforderly retreat. Sothatthe 
fields were overſpread with confuſed and diſperſ- 
ed ſoldiers both of horſe and foot. The Royaliſts 
being thereby encouraged, proſecuted their ſuc- 
ceſs, till they had beat the enemies up beyond 
the Windmill, and forced reſerve, colours, and 
all they had, or that could rally, to quit the 
ground, and ſo to diſperſe themſelves, that they 
were forced to divide their horſe into three 
ſquadrons or bodies; one diviſion to keep the 
field againſt the Party, who had now made a 
ſtand in better order; and the other two con-

But having now. got- 
ten a very thick hedge for a ſhelter, and being 
thus forced up, they began to make a ſtand; 
and the others foot tore out of heat of courage 


than mature policy, ſtill ran on, till they gain- 


ed an old thin hedge, oppoſite to their enemy, 
beyond the Windmill, where they ſtill fired 
upon the enemy, maintaining the ſaid hedge, 
whilſt a party of Col. Whaley's horſe, wheeled 


about the field between them: Which party ac- 


cidentally diſcovered they had ſpent all their 
ammunition, by hearing a ſoldier fooliſnly call 
out for ſome; and thereupon ſuddenly clap- 
ping ſpurs to their horſes made a full charge, 
through the hedge, upon the Royaliſts, who 
not having ammunition, nor time. to retreat, 
were moſt of them killed, or taken; till which 
time they had loſt very few in the charge, 
though many were wounded, as could not other- 
wiſe be ayoided in ſo ſmart an engagement 
However the body of the Royaliſts party being 
upon their retreat, and perceiving what had 
happened, faced about again, and forced their 
purſuers once more to a ſpeedy retreat; and ſo 
marched eaſily into the town again, in very 
good order. , | F 

In this Action, Sir George Liſle was once 
taken priſoner, but immediately reſcued ; and 


In all the Royaliſts affirm they loſt one Cap- 


tain, one Lieutenant, and about thirty [D] pri- 
vate ſoldiers, who were taken at the broken 
hedge, but very few killed. | 2 

Of the Parliamentarians upwards of eighty 
[E] were brought into. the town priſoners, 


and between two and three hundred killed; a- 


mongſt whom was Col. Shambrooke that had 
ſucceeded Col. Needham in the command of his 


regiment: and many were wounded, of which 
very few eſcaped, but died within a very ſhort 
time, either through the neglect of their Surge- 
ons, (in which both parties ſuffered very much) 
or through the ſeverity of the weather [F J. Inſo- 
much that divers which came into the town after- 
wards, and theſe men too, that had been former- 
ly in the King's ſervice, affirmed, that the attack 

was at the leaſt 500 men loſs to them; beſides 
many that left the ſiege upon it, ſome coming 
into the town, three or four in a day, and often 
more, for a long time together; and others ſteal- 


ing away to their own habitations. 


After which ſally, the country- men employ- 
ed amongſt the Beſiegers began to be diſpleaſ- 
ed with the ſervice, and thought it hard duty 
to lie ſo long in the trenches, and were glad to 
entertain all comers who would perform their 
duty for them, allowing them ten ſhillings a 
weck, conſtant pay, to be excuſed themſelves: 
By which means, many who came from Lon- 
don, and dther places, with defign to have joined 
the Royalifts, not being able to come into the 
town, entered themſelves in thearmy ; that they 
might have an opportunity more eaſily to come 
to them, had they marched out into the field; 
as they declared. _ PTY 

The next night, the enemy ſtrengthening

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their 3s 8 on that part of the Town, came 
into Eaſt-ſtreet again with a ſtronger party than 
before; poſſeſſed themſelves of their former 
guards and ground, and began a ſecond time 
to fire the houſes on the Weſt- ſide of the river 


next the Town, in order to drive away the 


Royaliſts guards, by whom they were much in- 
commoded. 3 ON 

Then Col. Whalley ſet fire to all the Wind- 
mills near the town, to hinder the Beſieged 
from grinding their corn; but they ſoon had a 
remedy for that: for having found at the 
Hythe, by the river-ſide, many Mill-ſtones 
lying ready for tranſportation, they brought 
Line into the town, and ſet up Horſe-mills, 
which proved very ſerviceable during the re- 
mainder of the ſiege. From this day to the 
11th the Beſieged fallied almoſt every night, 
being encouraged by their ſucceſſes; and they 
conſtantly cut off ſome of the Enemy, but not 
without loſs alſo on their own fide. About 
this time they received by a ſpy, the bad news 


of the defeat of the King's friends almoſt in 


all parts of England, and eſpecially ſeveral Par- 
ties which wiſhed well to the gentlemen, and 
intended to relieve them. | 
Their Batteries from St Maries-Fort and 
Steeple, and from the N. Bridge greatly an- 
noyed the enemy. Particularly, a one-eyed 
Gunner, was placed in St Mary's ſteeple; 
whoſe memory is ſtill celebrated, for having 
ſingled out and killed many of the Parlia- 
mentarians. Here a platforme was tmade in 
the frame in the bells, and a braſs-ſaker plant- 
ed, which flanking their trench did them much 
injury.: Beſides a ſentinel was kept in that 


place, which diſcovered their motions night 


and day. . Therefore, as ſoon as they had 
drawn their Line near the Lord Lucas's houſe, 
they planted two demi-cannons againſt St 
Mary's Church, and fired threeſcore and odd 

reat ſhot at the Steeple; but did very little 
wo For, with as much ſpeed as could be, 


a battery was raiſed upon the curtain, from 


whence the Royaliſts had not fired above four 
times, before one of the Beſiegers beſt gunners, 
and about ſix men more fell. Whereupon 
they drew off their guns from that. place, find- 
ing it too hot for continuance. 

July 14. The Beſiegers attacked and took 
the Hyth Church, with a ſmall work which the 
Beſieged had there, but the Defenders retired 
in time; ſome were taken Priſoners in the 
Church, but not in the Fort. Next Sir Charles 
Lucas's Houſe at St John's was attacked by a 
great body of the Beſiegers ; the Party which 
was in the Gate-houſe, being about 100 in 
number, defended themſelves with good Reſo- 
lution for ſome time, till 2 or 3 handgranadoes 

thrown in by the affailants having fired the 


Magazine, the Houſe was blown up, and moſt 


of the gallant Defenders buried in the Ruins. 
This was a great blow to the Royaliſts, for it 
was a very ſtrong Paſs, and always well guard- 

ed. | . | 
The Beſiegers having thus poſſeſſed them- 
ſelves of the Lord Lucas's houſe and the

Hythe, began to draw their Line cloſer, and 
very ſtreightly to ſurround and block up the 
Town. Then they brought their biggeſt pieces 
of Battery, being two demi-cannons, and two. 
whole culverines, upon St John's Green: and; 
battering again St Mary's Steeple, beat down 
one ſide of it, in a ſhort time, with a great 
part of the Church, breaking the ſaker that 


was planted there. The Gunner, and one of 


the matroſſes, were killed. | | 
July 15. The Lord Fairfax ſent offers of 
Honourable Conditions to the ſouldiers of the 
Garriſon, if they would ſurrender, or quit the 
ſervice. Upon which the Lords Goring and 
Capel and Sir Charles Lucas returned an an- 
ſwer ſigned with their own Hands, That it was 
not Honourable or agreeable to the uſage of war 
to offer Conditions ſeparately to the ſoldiers, 
excluſive of their officers, and therefore civilly 
deſired his Lordſhip to ſend no more ſuch meſ- 
ſages or propoſals ; or if he did, that he would 
not take it ill if they hanged the Meſſenger. 
This Evening all the Gentlemen voluntiers, 
with all the Horſe of the Garriſon, headed by 
Sir Charles Lucas, Sir George Liſle, and Sir 
Bernard Gaſcoign, reſolved to break through 
the Leaguer, and forcing a Paſs, to advance in- 
to Suffolk by Neyland Bridge. For this pur- 
pole they paſſed the River by Middle-mill; 
but their Guides, one. of whom was the miller, 
having miſled them, the Beſiegers took the A- 
larm; upon which the Royaliſts Guides and ſome 


Pioneers which they had with them to open the 


Hedges and level the Banks for their paſſing to 
Boxted, ran away: ſo the Horſe were obliged 
to retreat. The Enemy pretended to purſue, 
but thinking they had retreated by the North- 
bridge they miſſed them; upon which being 
enraged, they fired the ſuburbs without the 
Bridge, and burned them quite down. 

July 18. Some of the Horſe attempted to 
eſcape the ſame way, and, had the whole Body 
been there as before, they had effected it: but 
there being but two troops they were obliged 
to retire. | Th 

Now the Town began to be greatly diſtreſſed, 
proviſions failing, and the Towns People,which 
were numerous, being very uneaſy ; and no way 
of breaking through being found practicable, 
the Royaliſts would have joyned in any at- 
tempt wherein they might die gallantly with 
their ſwords in their Hands, but nothing pre- 
ſented ; they often ſallied and cut off many of 
the Enemy, but their numbers were continually 
ſupplied, and the Beſieged diminiſhed : their 
Horſes alſo ſunk and became unfit for ſervice, 
having very little Hay and no Corn, and at 
length they were forced to kill them for Food, 
ſo that they began to be in a miſerable Condi- 
tion, and the ſouldiers deſerted every Day in 
great numbers, not being able to bear the want 
of Food, as being almoſt ſtarved with Hunger. 

July 22. The Lord Fairfax offered again an 
exchange of Priſoners, but the Lord Goring 
rejected it, becauſe they refuſed Conditions to 
the chief Gentlemen of the Garriſon. | 

« This day, a Horſe was roaſted whole, near

er the entrance into ſuch diet. 
During this Time, two Troops of the Royal 
horſe ſallied out in the night, reſolving to break 


through, or die: They firſt rode up full Gallop 


to the Enemies Horſe- guards on the fide of 
Madon Road, and exchanged their piſtols with 
the advanced Troops, wheeling as if they would 
retire into the Town; but finding they were 
not purſued, they wheeled about to the right, 
and paſſing another Guard at a diſtance, with- 
out being perfectly diſcovered, they went clean 
off, and paſſing towards Tiptree Heath, and 
having good Guides, they made their eſcape to- 
wards Cambridgeſhire. In which length of 
way they found means to diſperſe, without be- 
ing attacked, and went every man his own 
way as fate directed, and few of them were 
taken: They were led, as we are informed, by 
Sir Bernard Gaſcoin. „„ 

Upon theſe attempts of the Horſe to break 
out, the Enemy built a ſmall fort in the mea- 
dow, right againſt the ford in the River at 
Middle-mill, and on the 26th ſet that mill on 
Fire, but it was extinguiſhed without much 
damage; however the fort prevented any more 
attempts that way. 

July 22. The Lord Fairfax General ſent in a 
Trumpet, to propoſe again the Exchange of 


Priſoners offering the Lord Capel's fon for one, 


and Mr Aſhburnham for Sir William Maſham; 
But the Lord Capel, Lord Goring, and the reſt 
of the Gentlemen, rejected it; and Lord Capel 
in particular ſent the Lord Fairfax word, it 


was inhuman to ſurpriſe his ſon, who was not 


in Arms, and offer him to inſult a Father's 
Affection, but that he might murder his fon 
if he pleaſed, he would leave his blood to be 
revenged as Heaven ſhould give opportunity ; 
and the Lord Goring fent word, that as they 


had reduced the King's ſervants to eat Horſe 


fleſh, the Priſoners ſhould feed as they fed. 
The Parliamentarians ſent again to com- 
plain of the Royaliſts ſhaoting poiſoned Bul- 
lets, and ſent two affidavits made by two De- 
ſerters, {wearing it was done by the Lord Nor- 
wich's direction : The Generals in the Town 
returned, under all their Hands, that they never 
gave any ſuch Command or Direction; that 
they diſowned the Practice; and that the Fel- 
lows who ſwore it were perjured before in run- 
ning from their Colours, and the ſervice of 
their King, and not to be credited again: But 
they added, that for ſhooting rough catt ſlugs 
they muſt excuſe them, as things ſtood with 

them at that time. 

About this Time a Porter in a ſouldier's 
Habit got through the Enemies Leaguer, and 
ing their out- guards in the Dark, got into 
the Town and brought Letters from London, 
aſſuring the Royaliſts, that there were ſo many 
ſtrong Parties up in Arms for the King, and in 
ſo many Places, that they would be very ſud- 
denly relieved: This they cauſed to be read to 
the ſouldiers to encourage them; and particu- 
lary it related to the Riſing of the Earl of Hol- 
land and the Duke of Bdckingham, who with 


and the Earl 
wards beheaded. — ͤͤ ng 
July 26. The Enemy now began to batter 


the walls and eſpecially on the Weſt fide from 


St Mary's toward the N. Gate; and the Be- 
ſieged were aſſured they intended a ſtorm; on 
which the Engineers where directed to make 
Trenches behind the walls where the Breaches 
ſhould be made; that in caſe of a ſtorm they 


might meet with a warm reception: Upon 
this they gave over the deſign of ſtorming. 
The Lord Goring finding that the Enemy had 


ſet the ſuburbs on Fire right againſt the Hythe, 
ordered the remaining Houſes which were 
empty of Inhabitants, from whence their Muſ- 
keteers fired againſt the Town, to be burnt 


_ alſo. 


July 3 . A Body of foot fallied out at Mid- 
night, to diſcover what the Enemy were doing 
at a place where they thought a new fort rail- 


ing ; they fell in amongſt the Workmen, and 
put them to flight, cut in pieces ſeveral of the 


Guard, and brought in the officer who com- 
manded them. 


Auguſt 2. The Town was now in a miſer- 


able Condition; the ſouldiers ſearched and 
rifled the Houſes of the Inhabitants for victuals; 


they had lived on horfe Fleſh ſince July 20, 


and moſt of that alſo as lean as carrion, which 


not being well ſalted bred worms; this want 


of Diet made the ſoldiers ſickly, and many 
died of Fluxes, yet they boldly rejected all of- 
fers of ſurrender unlefs with ſafety of their offi- 
cers : However great numbers got out, and 
either paſſed the Beſiegers Guards, or ſurren- 
dred to them and took paſſes. hn ny, 
Aug. 7. The Town's people became very 
uneaſy to the ſoldiers, and the Mayor of the 
Town with the Aldermen waited upon the 


General, deſiring leave to fend to the Lord 


Fairfax, for leave to all the Inhabitants to come 
out of the Town, that they might not periſh , 


to which the Lord Goring conſented ; but 
Lord Fairfax refuſed them. Os wig 
By this time, Horſe- fleſn began to be as pre- 
cious to the diſtreſſed Royalifts as the choiceſt 
meats before: The Soldiers in general, and all 


Officers and Gentlemen from the Lords to the 


loweft degree or quality, eating nothing elſe, 
unleſs Cats and Dogs. And fo great were their 


neceſſities, that the Horſes could ſcarce be ſecure 
in the Stables, but every morning one Stable 
or other was robbed, and the horſes knocked 
on the head, and ſold in the ſhambles by the 


pound. Nor was there in a ſhort time a Dog 
left; for it was the cuſtom of the Soldiers, to 
reſerve half their ammunition-loaf, and in a 
morning walk the ſtreets, and if they diſcover- 
ed a dog, to drop a piece of bread, and ſo draw 


him on till within their reach ; then with the - 


butt-end of their muſket kill him, and carry 


him to their quarter. Six ſhillings was known 


to be given for the ſide of a Dog, and yet but 
a {mall one neither. e

300 Horſe were got together in Arms about 
Kingſton in Surry: But the Beſieged had no- 
tice in a fe Days after that they were defeated, 


Holland taken, who was after- 
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Aug. 12. The poor people got together in 


great crouds about the Lord Goring's Quarters, 


dclamouring for a ſurrender. This they did 
every Evening; bringing women and chil- 


dren, who lay howling and crying on the 
Ground for Bread : The ſouldiers beat off the 


men, but the women and Children'would not 
ſtir, bidding the ſoldiers kill them, ſaying, They 
had rather be ſhot than ſtarved. © = 
Aug. 16. The General moved by the cries 
and diſtreſs of the poor inhabitants, ſent out a 


_ trumpet to the Lord Fairfax, demanding leave 


to ſend to the Prince, who was with a fleet of 
19 men of war in the mouth of the Thames, of- 


fering to ſurrender if they were not relieved in 


20 Days. The Lord Fairfax refuſed it, and 
ſent them word he would be inthe town in Per- 
ſon and viſit them in leſs than 20 Days, in- 
timating that they were prepairing for a ſtorm. 
Some tart Meſſages and Anſwers were ex- 
changed on this occaſion. The Lord Goring 
ſent word, they were willing, in Compaſſion 
to the poor Towns people, and to ſave that ef- 
fuſion of Blood, to ſurrender upon honourable 
Terms; but as for the ſtorming them as they 
had threatned, they might come on when they 


thought fit, for they (the Royaliſts) were ready 


for them. This held to the 19th 
Aug. 20. The Lord Fairfax returned, what 
he ſaid was his laſt anſwer, and ſhould be the 
laſt offer of Mercy: The Conditions offered 
were, That upon a peaceable ſurrender, all ſol- 
diers and officers under the Degree of a Captain 
in Commiſſion, ſhould have their lives, be ex- 
empted from plunder, and have paſſes to go to 
their reſpective Dwellings : all the Captains and 
ſuperior officers with all the Lords and Gentle- 
men as well in Commiſſion as voluntiers, to 
ſurrender Priſoners at diſcretion, only that they 
ſhould not be plundered by the ſoldiers. 
Aug. 21. The Generals rejected thoſe offers, 
and when the People came about them again 
for Bread, ſet open one of the Gates, and bid 
them go out to the Enemy, which a great 
many did willingly : Upon which the Lord 
' Goring ordered all the reſt that came about his 
Door to be turned out after them: But when 
the People came to the Lord Fairfax's Camp, 
the out- guards were ordered to fire at them, and 
drive them all back again to the Gate; which 
the Lord Goring ſeeing, he ordered them to 
be received in again. And now though the 
Generals and Soldiers alſo were reſolute to die 
with their ſwords in their Hands rather than 
yield, and had maturely reſolved to abide a 


| | ſtorm; yet the Mayor and Aldermen having 


petitioned them, jointly with the Inhabitants ; 
being wearied with the importunities of the diſ- 
treſſed People, and pitying the deplorable Con- 
dition they were reduced to, they agreed to 
enter upon a Treaty. Accordingly they ſent 
out Dr Gliſſon, a phyſician then living in the 
town, to the Lord Fairfax to treat; But he 
would not make the leaſt alteration in his laſt 


Offers. „ 
Upon the return of the ſaid Meſſenger with 


General Fairfax's Terms, the Lord Goring 
and the reſt ſent out a letter, declaring they

would die with their words in their hands, ra- 
ther than yield without Quarter for Life; and 
ſent a paper of Articles, on which they were 
willing to ſurrender: but in the very interim 
of this Treaty, news came that the Scotch Ar- 
my under Duke Hamilton, which was entered 
Lancaſhire, and was joined by the Royaliſts in 
that Coun 


try, making 21,000 men, were in- 


-tirely defeated. After this the Lord Fairfax 


would not grant any abatement of Articles, viz. 
To have all above Lieutenants ſurrender at 
mercy. - 4 : 
_ Tueſday the 22d, early in the morning, 
more arrows were ſhot into the town at ſeve- 
ral places of the Line, with papers faſtened to 
them; wherein was written as followeth: 
Auguſt 21, 1648. Whereas on Sunday 
laſt, in a letter to the Lord Goring, Lord 
Capel, and Sir Charles Lucas, Conditions were 
offered to all private Souldiers, and inferior of- 


ficers under Captains, to have liberty to go to 


their ſeverall homes, without injury or vio- 
lence; and all ſuperior Officers, Lords and 
Gentlemen, to ſubmit to Mercy. And where- 
as the ſame hath been concealed from the Soul- 


diers and inferior Officers aforeſaid : Never- 


theleſs, if they will before Thurſday next lay 


hold on the ſaid Conditions, and come away in 


a body from the enemy, the ſame Conditions 
ſhall be performed to them which have been 
offered; but in caſe they ſhall ſuffer the Town's 
People, (whom we ſhall not receive) to be turn- 
ed out of the town, and fuffer them to periſh 
under the Walls, they muſt expect no Mercy; 
and if the Town's-men in arms, ſhall joyne 


with the ſoldiery, in coming forth in a body 


as aforeſaid, they ſhall alſo be free from vio- 
This little ſtratagem, they thought, 
would have infuſed ſuch a mutiny in the brains 
of the mob, as would in an inſtant invite the 
Soldiery to deliver their Officers up as a ſacri- 
fice, to obtain their own liberty. But their 
hopes were alſo diſappointed in this; for in- 
ſtead of a compliant acceptance of theſe Pro- 
politions, they reſolved to accept of no 
conditions wherein their Officers ſhould 
not receive a benefit, as well as them- 
ſelves. - '-: 


The council of war, having the day be-, 


fore permitted Dr Gliſſon to go out again, with 


Mr Sheffield (one of the Committee-men, then 
Priſoner in the Town, brought from Chelmſ- 
ford) to mediate with the General for the peo- 
ple of the town, ſent alſo by him other Let- 
ters concerning the Soldiery, for Conditions 
of Surrender; but the following Anſwer was 
returned: That they had given them a for- 
mer account of what Conditions they would 
give them, and thoſe they would ſtand to, and 
no other muſt they expect“ 2 
And now the poor Royaliſts were drawn to 

a ſad exigency, and plunged into very great 
extremities. They had ſcarce one Cat or Dog 
left uneaten in the town. Some Horſes they 
had yet alive, but not many, for there were at 
that time in the Commiſſary's Account, a liſt 
of ſeven hundred and thirty torſes, which had 
been killed by him, and orderly diſtributed 
out ; beſides thoſe that the ſoldiers had ſtolen 
| | out 
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Gentlemen had ſlaughtered for their on tables, 


which made the number above eight hundred. 
And as for Bread, there was not-corn left for 


one day's proviſion, and many mouths to feed; 
and they had made all kind of corn the town 
did afford, as malt, barley z oats, wheat, ye, 
peaſe, and all they could recover, into bread, 
for eight weeks together, to lengthen their 
ſtore, ſtill contented to undergo any hardſhip 
that might probably tend to the advancement 


of the general Good ; but their hopes were now 


quite diſſolved into abſolute fear of unavoid- 


able ruin. | 


However, their Enemies ill uſage, inſtead 
of breaking their Spirits, ſerved only to ſtir 
them all up, from the higheſt to the loweſt, 
to ſome vigorous Reſolutions z and either to 


extricate themſelves at any rate out of their 
moſt uneaſy ſituation, or to periſh in the at- 


tempt. And, that there might be no miſun- 
derſtanding between the Soldiers and their Of- 
ficers, upon putting any deſign in execution, 
the following Engagement was drawn up, and 
ſigned by all the Officers and Gentlemen thro* 
the quarters. We whoſe Names are here- 
unto written, do, in the preſence of Almighty 
God, proteſt againſt all Conditions that are or 
ſhall be ſent from the Enemy, by which our 
Liberties may be infringed, and our honours 
blemiſh'd. And we doe upon our honours ſo- 
lemnly engage ourſelves, not to deſert one ano- 


ther, nor the foot, till, by God's aſſiſtance, we 
have forced our paſſage through all that ſhall. 


oppoſe us, or to periſh in the act, which we 

atteſt this three and twentieth of Auguſt, one 

thouſand ſix hundred and forty eight. 
Then the Town was again ſearched, in or- 


der to find what proviſions were left, of which 


a ſevere Account given, and all private ftores 
taken and brought to the Commiſſaries, leaving 
to every family that had moſt, but one peck 
of corn of all or any Sorts ; yet, after all, the 
whole would fcarce amount to one day's pro- 
viſion of bread. 

The next day, Thurſday, the 24th, the Be- 
fiegers ſent a paper-kite into the town, which 
hovering a good while over it, that the ſoldiers 
might take notice thereof, at laſt they let it 
drop in the midſt of the town, with many pa- 
pers fixt to it, to the ſame purpoſe as thoſe be- 
fore ſhot in with the arrows, and with them, 


a book, containing, The Relation of a great 


Victory over the Scots, and their general rout : 
Within two- hours after they made a ge-' 
neral triumph through the whole Leaguer, 


giving a volley both of ſmall and great ſhot : 


Which the Beſieged thought the beginning of 
a Storm. But their aſſurances were ſo ſtrong of 
gaining a victory without blows, that they ſup- 

poſed it (as indeed it was) the beſt Policy to for- 

bear, though they had drawn their approaches ſo 
near the Line under Berry-Fields, by the ſhelter 

of the Town wall, that their foldiers from the 

trenches, and thoſe of the Beſieged from the 

Line, might talk together, and throw ſtones 

at one another, both which they frequently 

did. 
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to make an attempt of attacking them, he 
ſhould not need to ſpring any Mine (as he 
boaſted he had ready). but that any Gate about 
the town, that he ſhould make choice of, 
ſhould be ſet open, and his entrance diſputed 
afterwards.” But he thought himſelf now ſure 
of having them at an eaſier rate than the loſs 
of ſo much blood as ſuch a Surpriſe muſt have 
coſt him, had he carried it, which he would 
hardly have done: For the Beſieged had ſtrong- 


ly provided and armed themſelves againſt a 


Storm, by Scithes fitted with long handles, and 
alſo with ſcalding Pitch, which was kept boyl- 
ing in iron pots and caldrons every Night round 
the Line, with long ladies to caſt it over the 
rampire upon the enemies, had they begun 
ſtorming. | 7 

Wherefore the diſtreſſed Royaliſts conſider- 
ing the melancholy condition they were plung- 
ed into, as they could expect no relief or aſſiſt- 
ance from any quarter; and the want they 
were in of proviſion to ſubſiſt withal, not ha- 
ving any hopes of holding out two days longer, 
unleſs without bread, which was impoſſible; it 
was the final reſolution of the council of war, 
To draw out the whole party that night to their 
arms, both horſe and foot, with what ammu- 
nition was left, which was not much, and as 
many ſhort ſcaling ladders as could be pro- 
cured in the interim; and, in the deadeſt time, 
when they might be leaſt expected, to ſet open 
two of the Gates, and march out and ftorm the 
enemy's Line, and ſo fall into their head-quarters 
beat up their whole army, and relieve them- 
ſelves; or force their march through all op- 
poſition; or periſh in the attempt. And if the 
private ſoldiers ſhould entertain any ſuſpicion, 
that the Gentlemen and Officers who had yet 
horſes, ſhould ſeek for their own ſafety by 
fight, and leave them engaged, every man 
(excepting only the General and the Major-ge- 
neral) to piſtol his own horſe at the head of 
them. This deſign being agreed on, ſe- 
crecy enjoined, and every one receiving his or- 
ders according to his duty in the undertaking, 
the council broke up, and every man betook 
himſelf, with the utmoſt of endeavours, to- 
the making preparation in the day-time for the 
intended expedition at night.

The Enemy had this Day planted four great 
pieces of battering canon againſt Berry-Fields, 


and fired about 140 great ſhot, in the forenoon, 


againft the Town-wall, but did very little hurt, 
only beat off the tops of two old ruined Towers 
upon it, and killed three men. This was taken 
as a fit alarm for calling the ſoldiers in general 
to the Line, where they might unexpectedly 
be im a readineſs for the intended fally at night, 
without bag or baggage. And in the mean 
time, the Officers gave the ſoldiers, burnt

got in a readineſs before night came on, and the 
ammunition and ſcaling ladders brought to a 
3 place, ready to be carried to the 

ine. But, a little before the project was to 
be put in execution, certain Officers ſtarted 
objections againſt it; and, the ſame night, ſo 


ſtrong a muliny aroſe amongſt the private Sol- 


diers, that many threatned to caſt their Officers 
over the Line, or to kill them if they offered 
to ſtir out; and the greater part left their 
ds, and ſent a deputation of Thirty to the 
ouncil of war, to know their intentions: De- 
claring, ** That if they would not make con- 
ditions for them, and ſuch as they ſhould like 
of, they would article for themſelves over the 
Line, and leave their Officers to ſhift for them- 
ſelves, as they underſtood the Officers would 
have done by them.” This put the Council 
into great diſorder and confuſion. But at 
length, through the induſtry and good man- 
agement of the Lords concerned in the Engage- 
ment with Sir Charles Lucas, Sir William 
Compton, and Sir George Liſle, the Mutiny 
was appeaſed ; eſpecially upon the Lord Go- 
ring's making this Declaration to the Soldiers: 
That they were ſo far from deſerting them, 
or ſeeking any good, that ſhould not extend 
in as great a meaſure to the meaneſt Soldier 
amongſt them as to themſelves ; that they were 
thoroughly reſolved to become a prey to their e- 
nemies mercy, and caſt themſelves into the great 
eſt inconveniencies that the cruelty of a bloody 
enemy could oppreſs them with, if thereby 
they might free the inferior Soldiery from ſuf- 
fering: And that it was their deſires, to de- 
liver themſelves up priſoners to the Enemy, 
to purchaſe them an honorable Liberty; to 
which end; they were Commiſſioning Gentle- 
men to the Lord Fairfax to treat for it.“ Where- 
upon, the Soldiers returned to their poſts, with 
many affectionate expreſſions of the utmoſt rea- 
dineſs to ſerve their officers again. 

But, by this experiment, the Lords and o- 
ther Officers found ſo little Reliance was to 
be had on the common Soldiers, that they im- 
mediately reſolved to ſend a Gentleman to treat 
with General Fairfax for Conditions; being 
fruſtrated of all hopes of longer ſubſiſtence or 
ſecurity, or poſſibility of further attempting 
any deſign. Whereupon Col. Samuel Tuke, 
a man of Honour and Integrity, was immedi- 
ately ſent out (with J. Barnardiſton one of the 
Committe- men brought from Chelmsford) to 
treat upon what had been offered before by the 
Lord Fairfax (J), together with full power to 
accept of any Conditions he could obtain, and 
to conclude before he came back. He re- 
turned not till very late that night, yet time 
enough to let the Royaliſts know the fad con- 
cluſion they were like to have. For General 
Fairfax, (at the inſtigation of his council of 
war, ) was fallen from thoſe conditions which 
formerly he had offered; and now beginning

The Committee was therefore im- 
mediately diſpatched, and Colonel Tuke, with 
five other officers, ſent out again to the Parlia- 


mentarians, to confirm and ſign Articles for 


ſurrender, and the manner of delivery. 
The Soldiers of both Armies were already 
mixed on many places of the Line, and no fire 


given on either ſide, as if the Royaliſts had 


been abſolute priſoners, long before any con-

Sir George Liſle, who during the execution 
had been carried a little afide, being brought 


to the ſame place, and viewing the' dead body 
of his friend, which then lay bleeding on the 
ground, he kneeled down and kiſſed him, 
praiſing his unſpotted honour.” Then, after 
ſome filial expreſſions of duty to his father and 


friends, turning to the ſpectators he faid; Ohl 
how many of your lives here have I ſaved in 
hot blood, and muſt now myſelf be moſt bar- 


barouſly murdered in cold blood? But what 


dare not they do, that would willingly cut the 
throat of my dear King, whom they have al- 
ready impriſoned.; and for whoſe deliverance,

Sir Bernard Gaſcoigne, or Guaſconi, a Flo- 
rentine, was alſo ſentenced to death by the 
council of war. But was reprieved; for which 
ſome reaſons are aſſigned by our Hiſtorian 
[ 1], but not I think the true one. 
The bodies of the two Knights were convey- 
to St Giles's church in this Town, and private- 
ly interred together in a vault under the North 
iſle of that church, belonging to the noble 
family of Lucas. But their Funerals were af- 
terwards ſolemnized in a magnificent manner, 
on the 7th of June 1661 (q). And, about the 
ſame time, a black marble-ſtone was laid over 
the Vault, with this inſcription, cut in very 
deep and large characters ; | 


Under this Marble ly the Bodies of the 
« two moſt valiant Captains, Sir Charles Lucas, 


« and Sir George Liſſe, Knights, who for their 


te eminent Loyalty to their Soverain, were on

Let us now return and enquire what became 
of the reſt of the Priſoners. — The Lords and 
Gentlemen, according to the Articles, were 
drawn to the King's-head, and thruſt into one 
room; from whence if any did but ſtep out, 
he was immediately ftript ſtark naked by the 
unruly ſoldiers. About nine o'clock in the 
evening, Commiſſary-general Ireton, Col. Wha- 
ley, and Col. Ewer came to them [NJ, and 
ſaluting the Lords, faid,** They were ſent to 


them trom the General and the reſt of the 


Gentlemen, to tell them, that now (for they 
ſuppoſed it was not unknown what had been 
done) he did by them 
what before they held doubtful, fair Quarter as 
priſoners of war.” But the Lord Capel bluntly 
told them, They ſhould have given the Ge- 
neral more thanks, if he had ſaved the lives 
of thoſe two Knights whom they had already 
executed, than for the Grant of their own.” 

Adding, they ſhould do well to finiſh their 

work, and execute the fame rigour upon the 
reſt : Upon which two or three ſuch ſharp and 
bitter replies paſſed between him and Ireton,

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Mr Warren's houſe overagai 
head; where they remained till the Tueſday fol- 
lowing, when the Earl of Norwich, and Lord 


_ Capel, were ſent priſoners to Windſor- caſtle: 


and the reſt of the moſt conſiderable amongſt 
them diſperſed about, and tranſmitted to ſeve- 
ral priſons, as contrary and far diſtant from their 
own homes. as they could contrive. Of the 
remainder of the Gentlemen and Officers, a cer- 
tain number was diſtributed to every Regi- 
ment, to ranſom themſelves: and moſt of whom 
afterwards, as they were able, and according to 
the civility of thoſe they were diſtributed to, 
bought their liberties, and returned home. As 
for the inferior Officers and private Soldiers, 
when they were drawn from their Line, they 
ſhut them up in the Churches, placing 
guards over them; and gave free liberty to 
their foot-ſoldiers to go in and pillage them : 
ſo that in a very ſhort time there were very 
few left with any clothes, and hardly ſhirts on. 
In that miſerable condition, they marched them 
away in a moſt violent and laſting rain; dragg'd 
them from place to place in the country, lodg- 
ing them in churches, and ſuch places, till 
many of them ſtarved; and ſeveral, that could 
not march by reaſon of faintneſs, they piſtoled 
in the highways : and finally ſome they ſold to 
be tranſported into foreign countries from their 
wives and children. | | 
General Fairfax having thus made himſelf 
maſter of this Town, and in ſome meaſure ſa- 
tiated his revenge, ſent on the 29th of Auguſt, 
a canting account of his Succeſs to the Earl of 
Mancheſter, Speaker of the Houſe of Peers; 
by ſome Expreſſions wherein, he ſeems to 
doubt, whether he had not, by the haſty exe- 
cution of the two Knights, prejudiced the Ho- 
nour and Juſtice of Parliament [O 3 8

Town in general was inexpreſſible: But I find 
in particular, that the following number of 
houſes were burnt down, &c. in ſome of the 
pariſhes, during the Siege.

In the latter end of K. Charles IId's reign, 
namely June 23, 1684, this Town was de- 
prived of its Charter, in a moſt wicked and 
arbitrary manner, by the pretended Surrender 
of ſome tools and ſycophants; who, under the 
ſpecious names of “ a teſtimony of their duty 
« and loyalty, agreed to lay the Charter of 
this corporation at his Majeſty's feet, and 
then humbly to beſeech his Majeſty, to con- 
firm the antient Cuſtoms and Preſcriptions of 
« this Burrough, and to regrant them ſuch Pri- 
« vileges as his Majeſty in his princely wiſdom 
„ ſhould think meet” (x). Accordingly they 


were new-modelled by a new Charter of the 


8th of November the ſame year : And further 
new-modelled afterwards by the Charter of K. 
James II, Sept. 15, 1688 [AJ, who placed and 


diſplaced the officers and members thereof, by his 


Mandates, at pleaſure (y). In 1693, K. William 
and Q. Mary, (in effect annulling theſe two 
laſt) did abſolutely reſtore and confirm the firſt 
Charter granted by K. Charles II, Auguſt 3, 
1663, with a few additions; reſtoring and con- 
firming, at the ſame time, to the Mayor and 
Commonalty and their ſucceſſors, all manors, 
meſſuages, rents, lands, tenements, meadows, 
paſtures, commons, fairs, preſcriptions, liber- 
ties, franchiſes, &c. granted and confirmed to 
the ſaid Mayor and Commonalty, or their pre- 
deceſſors, by any of the Kings of England. 
Under this Charter thus confirmed they acted, 
down to our times. But, through a very great 
and criminal neglect, no due care was taken,

want of perſons duly qualified to receive them, 


or infamouſly embezzled and ſquandered away,

N ancient Times, ſuch was the Indolence or 
I Unſkilfulneſs of the Natives of this Iſle, 
that they employed themſelves very little in 
Manufactures; ſo that even our Wool, the 
ſtaple-commodity of England, was exported to 
the oppoſite Continent, and wrought by the 
Flemings, and other neighbouring nations. 
However, there was ſome little work'd here 
even in the time of K. Henry III, as appears 
by Statute 9 Henr. III. c. 25. which injoyns, 
that there ſhould be one breadth of died 
« Cloth, ruſſets and haberjects, that is to ſay, 
ce two yards within the liſts,” And alſo in the 
beginning of K. Edward the Third's reign, a 
ſtatute (2 Edw. III. c. 14.) limits the meaſure 


and aſſize of Cloths of ray and of colour. Which 


is a proof of ſome being then made in this king- 
dom. A 

So long as our Engliſh monarchs were poſ- 
ſeſſed of large Provinces in France, as Nor- 
mandy and Guienne, the exportation of our 
Wool thither (and from thence unavoidably

or connived at, at leaſt : as was alſo the im 
portation of their Goods here, to the great pre- 


judice of this Nation. But when that wiſe and 


powerfull Prince K. Edward III, came to con- 


tend with Philip de Valois for the Crown of 
France; in order to deprive the French of that 
inexhauſtible Source of Strength and Riches, 
our Wool and the Goods manufactured of the 
ſame, He cauſed it to be enacted, That it 
ſhould be felony to carry any Wool out of the 
realm (z); That none ſhould wear any cloth 
but ſuch as was made in England ; That no 
Merchant ſhould bring or cauſe to be brought, 


privily nor apertly, into England, Ireland, 
Wales, and Scotland any Cloths made in any 


other places. And by another Statute (a), He 
gave great encouragement to foreign cloth- 


workers to come and ſettle here. In 13523, for 


the hetter keeping of our Wool within the 
realm, the Statute of Staple was made ; the 


ground of which, as the preamble ſets forth, 


was, for the damage which had notoriouſly 
come as well to the King and to the great men, 
as to the people of the realm of England and 
of the lands of Wales and Ireland, becauſe that 


the Staple of Wool, Leather, and Wool-fells 


of the ſaid realm and land had been holden our 


of them; and alſo for the great Profits which 


ſhould come to them, if the Staple were holden 
within the ſame and not elſewhere, It was en- 


acted, That the Staple of Wool, Leather, 
Wool-fells, and Lead, growing or coming

be perpetually holden, For England, at New-

From this period therefore may be dated the

tutes, from the 25th of Edward III to the 7th 
of K. George II, as appears by the Statute- 
books.

This Town had an early ſhare in thoſe Ma- 
nufactures. For we find Wool-mongers, Card- 
makers, Combers, Clothiers, Weavers, Fullers, 
Dyers, in the reigns of K. Edward III and

In moſt humble wiſe, Right Honourable, 


our ſingular good Lords; Whereas of late a 


number of Dutchmen have come to this Town 


of Colcheſter, about Eleaven Houſeholds, to 
the number of 30 Perſons ſmall. and great, 


where they made their abode longer time than 


other Strangers have been accuſtomed. Wee 


therefore called before us certain of the beſt of 


them, and required to know the Cauſe of their 
coming, and ſo long tarrying there; Who 


anſwered, That they were Part of the diſperſed 
Flock, of late driven out of Flanders, for that 


their Conſciences were offended with the Maſſe: 
And, for fear of the Tyranny of the Duke 
D' Alva, to fave their Lives, and keep their 


Conſciences, they came into this Realm for pro- 


tection. And ſaid, they came from Sandwich, 
where for that divers others of their Country- 
men came lately over, they thought good to 
give them place; and to ſee, if they could 
place themſelves conveniently in this Town, 


and to that end they made requeſt unto us. 


And further they ſaid, that there were more of 
their Company at Sandwich, which, together 
with theſe, are to the number of Two hundred 
Souls, that minde alſo, if they may be per- 
mitted, to come hither to inhabit alſo: which 
perſons are of ſuch Sciences as are not uſual 
with us, but weave ſackcloth, make needles, 


parchment, weavours, and ſuch like. So that 


they minde not (as they ſay) to uſe any kinde 
of Exerciſe that ſhall be any hinderance to any 
artificer, or man of occupation here. And 
this they offer, to bee obedient to all the Lawes 
of the- Land, and Civil Conſtitutions of this 


Town. But we dare not preſume to give them 
ſuch Licens of ourſelves, although the appear- 


ance ſhew, that great Proffit might ariſe to the 


common Eſtate of this Towne greatly decay- 


ed; as in Re-edifying of the ſame, and in many 
other ſpecial cauſes, which to recite unto Your 
Honours ſhould be over-tedious. And there- 
fore we have given them friendly Entertain- 
ment, untill that we might ſignifie the ſame 
their Requeſt unto Your Honours. In which 
wee moſt humbly beſeech Your Lordſhips to 
advertiſe us, what Your Honourable Pleaſure 
is that we may do herein: which known we 
ſhall willingly accompliſh. - And this we can- 
not but greatly commend the ſame Strangers 
unto You; for ſithence their firſt- coming hi- 
ther, we finde them to be very Honeſt, God- 
ly, Civill, and well-ordered people; not given 
to any outrage or exceſs.

habitants of theſe parts; which were often mo- 
leſting them, or refuſed to ſubmit to their Rules, 
— 7 Conſtitutions eſtabliſned by them, and 
allowed by the Queen and Privy Council, for 
the better carrying on their buſineſs. 

K. James I. extended alſo in a moſt particular 
manner his Care and Protection to theſe uſeful 
Members of Society; who brought in an univer- 
fal Induſtry, and by whoſe refidence here, not 
only the Inhabitants, but alſo, the whole 
State of the Town in general received. great 
benefit and advantage: by their being the oc- 
caſion to maintain great numbers of people at 
work [Z], and by conforniing themſelves to 
all orders of Government, both for contribu- 
tions to payments, and all other neceſſary Du- 
ties. Vet ſuch was the Unthankfulneſs and 
Corruption of ſome of our Engliſh weavers, that 
they not only carried Complaints againſt them 


to the Privy-Council ; but alſo indicted and 


preſented them at two ſeveral Quarter-ſeffions 
of the peace here, for aſſembling themſelves 
in a Company and Congregation in their Hall 
without the King's Subjects, and there making 
Orders and ſetting Fines upon his Majeſty's 
ſubjects, contrary to ſtatute 21 Henr. VIII. 
And alſo for uſing partiality and unjuſt dealing 
in their ſearches and orders concerning the New- 
Draperies” (c). So that the Privy-Council were 
forced to interpoſe, in their Letter of Decem- 
ber 31, 1603 ; as did alſo, by virtue of the ſame, 
Sir Tho. Lucas Kt, Edward Waldegrave Eſq; 
and Henry Oſborne, . one of the Bailiffs of this 


Town, in an order of February 18, 1605, 


wherein they injoyned, That the ſaid Indict- 
ments and Preſentments ſhould be no further 
roceeded in; nor the ſaid Strangers from 
Eeseeeech in any ſuch ſort moleſted. 
Moreover, for their greater eaſe and ſecurity, 
K. James I. granted them his letters patent, 
Octob. 15, 1612; wherein he ſays, That the 
* privie Counſell being dulie informed by the 
Juſtices, Bayliffs, and other Magiſtrates of the 
Towne of Colcheſter, howe beneficiall the 


Strangers of the Dutche Congregacion had been 


and were unto the ſaide towne, as well in re- 
pleniſhing and bewtifieing of it, as for their 
Trades which they daylie uſed there, ſetting on 
worke manie of his poore People and Subjects 
both within the ſaide Towne and- in other 
Townes and Places thereabouts, And alſoe of 
the orderlie and peaceable Government of their 
Congregation for matter of Religion, withoute 
Noveltie, Diviſion, or Scandall, Did upon his 
Pleaſure ſignified in that behaulf, by order of 
the 7th of Auguſt 1612, eſtabliſhe and con-

liſbury: Who found it neceſſary to cheriſh, ſup- 


firme unto them all Privilege, Liberties, Im- 

munities and Freedoms contayned as well in 
dyvers former orders as uſed and tollerated un- 
to them for manie yeares in the raigne of the 
late Q. Elizabeth, and ſince: And now, the 
better to ſtrengthen and teſtify the ſaide Order, 
and to ſuppreſfe alt Diſturbances and Moleſta- 
tions offered, or that might bee offered, unto 
the ſaide Strangers of the Dutch Congregacion 
in Colcheſter by anie factious or troubleſome 
perfons, and for the more free and quiet uſing 
of their. Trade and Government in all reſpects 
and to all intents and purpoſes ; His Majeſty 
did, for himſelf, his heires and ſucceſſors, or- 
deine, conſtitute, and eſtabliſne, That all Stran- 
gers of the Dutch Congregacion in the towne 
of Colcheſter then being, ſhould and might 
from henceforth peaceablie and freelie uſe their 
Trade of Bay and Say-making and other for- 
reine Draperies, and alſoe enjoye all ſuch Pri- 
villidg Liberties and Immunities, and ſhould be 
permitted to uſe their Aſſemblies and Congre- 
gacions in as free, large, and ample manner as 
had been heretofore practiſed, tollerated, or al- 
lowed unto them in the time of Q. Elizabeth, 
or at any time ſince. And that noe Inſorma- 
tion ſhould be accepted againſte them, or anie 
of them, in anie courts or places of juſtice, for 
or concerning the exerciſe or execution of anie 
the premiſſes. And that all Informations, In- 
dictments, and Preſentments preferred againſte 
them or anie of them heretofore for the cauſes 
aforeſaid ſnould be preſentlie diſchardged, and 
the names of ſuch Informers and other perſons 
as ſhould preſume hereafter to moleſte them in 
anie thing confirmed unto them by theis pre- 
ſents ſhould be preſented unto the Privie-Coun- 
cell; whereof the Bayliffs and Aldermen of 
Colcheſter were to take notice, and to ſee the 
ſame preciſclie and carefullie performed for ſo 
much as concerned them and everie of them in 
their ſeverall places and authoritie. Further, 
his Majeſty, for himſelf, his heires, and ſucceſ- 
ſors, did give, graunte, and confirme unto the 
{aid Strangers of the Dutch Congregacion then 
being, and to all and everie ſtranger and ſtran- 
gers which at anie time hereafter thould be, in- 
habitt and reſide within the precincts of the ſaid 
towne of Colcheſter, and bee admitted of the 
Dutch Congregacion there, That they and eve- 
rie of them ſhould and might have, holde and 
enjoye free Lycence, Libertie, and Authoritie 
to continue and inhabitt, and to uſe and exer- 
ciſe as well their Trade of Baye and Say make- 
ing and other forraine Draperies, with theire 
accuſtomed Meetings, and Orders for the a- 
voyding of all fraudulent Dealeings therein re- 


quiſite for the upholding of the Goodnes, Eſti- 


macion and Creditt of the Stuffs made by them, 


As alſoe their Orders in theire Church and Aſ- 


year, and delivered to the Poor of the town, for ſpinning, . 


carding, combing, &c. That the ſaid Poor ſhould of the 
ſame work hin but fix knots of bay-yarn and the bay- 
warp; and ſeven knots of the Bay-woot of the yarn. And 
after Michaelmaſs-day i591, none of the Poor to go a 
begging within the ſaid town or Liberties, without the 


ſpecial licenſe of the Bailiffs and four Aldermen, — and to 
be given to none but ſuch as were not able to work.

After that, though there were often ſmall

From the year 1617, till about the year 1716, 
they uſed to pay the Chamberlain of this Town 
30 l. 501. and even as high as 90 J. per ann. for 
the Bay and Say Hall, with the Seal; and 60 J. 
as a foreign Fine. : | | 

Among other wiſe regulations to keep up 
the Goodneſs and Reputation of their Manu- 
factures, they had this ſtanding rule, That all 
Bays ſhould be ſearched and ſurveyed at the 
Dutch Bay-Hall, by ſworn Searchers maintain- 
ed by their Company; and, according to the 
content and goodneſs of the ſaid Buys, they 
were Sealed, whereby the Buyer or Merchant 
might know the length and goodneſs of every 
Bay. As ſoon therefore as every piece was 
finiſhed, it was carried raw, directly from the 
loom, to an apartment called the Rawbel ; 
where it was halled and drawn over, or viewed 
and examined by proper Officers, and if it was 
not well and truly made, the maker was bot- 
ed [B] or fined. Then after it had been rough- 
ed, fulled, ſcoured, and thicked, or it was 
carried, under a certain penalty, to another 
apartment called the White-Hall, to be again 
viewed and ſearched, that it might appear whe- 
ther the ſame were well and ſufficiently ſcour- 
ed and thicked. Within 21 days after, it was 
to be brought and ſhown again at the White- 
hall, and receive its final ſentence. And if any 
default was in the Maſter, for not allowing ſut- 
ficient materials, or uſing bad ones ; or in the 
workmen, during the manufacturing, they were 
accordingly fined, and the fines conſtantly 
levied. |

The manner in which theſe ſeveral Officers 
paſſed ſentence on Bays, was, by affixing to 
them proper Seals. For the better explaining 
of which, it muſt be obſerved, That there 
were Four ſeveral ſorts of Bays made in Col- 
cheiter, which were allowed to be ſeal'd, viz. 
Rents, Cuts, Crowns, and Croſſes: and dif- 
terent leaden Seals were affixed to each, to ſnew 
what ſort they were of. A Rent (ſo called be- 
cauſe both the Selvages were rent off) had two 
leaden ſeals. A Cutt (ſo called becauſe one end 
was cut ſloping) had three ſeals. A Crown- 
bay, being the moſt common fort, had four 
ſeals. A Crols-bay, which was the beſt fort, 
had five broad leaden ſeals, whereof one was 
the ſame that was affixed to all ſorts, the other 
four only to Croſs-Bays. Of the four broad 
leaden ſeals affixed to the Crown-Bays ; one 
had on the one fide, three crowns without the 


croſs, and this inſcription in letters reverſe Dyts 


Colceſtr Baye : on the other ſide a Griffin, with 
an inſcription : This was commonly called a 
Letter-ſeal, and was affixed to all ſorts of Bays. 
The -other three Seals had the three Crowns, 
and this inſcription, Dyts Colceſter Crone bay 
round it, on one ſide; the reverſe a Griffin with 
the inſcription juſt now mentioned, round. All 
theſe Seals were mark'd 1971. ; 

As to the five broad leaden ſeals affix*d to the 
Croſs-Bay ; one was the ſame as the firſt men- 
tioned for a Crown-Bay. The other four had

| Inſpection of the Seals, without opening the 
packs, and examining the Length and Good- 
neſs of them; the exacteſt care poſſible was 


taken, to prevent all undue practices, and when 


diſcovered to «puniſh them. By this laudable 


Diligence of the Governors and their Officers, 


the Bay-trade kept up its reputation for many 


years, as well, or better than any other Trade 


whatſoever. | 


But theſe Seals were, as early as the year 


1588, counterfeited by the Bay-makers at 
Halſtead (/), and afterwards in London (g); 
and even falſifyed in this very Town, i. e. taken 
from the Croſs-Bays, and affixed to ſome of 
the meaner ſorts. Which, together with the 
negligence of the Officers, [“ to the ſcandal 
<« of the whole Nation, and great prejudice to 
« this Town,” ] procured ſharp Reproofs from 
the Privy Council in 1635 (5). 

The AR, 12 Car. II, for the regulating of 
the Trade of Bay-making in the Dutch Bay- 
Hall in Colcheſter ; prevented in a great mea- 
ſure all fraudulent dealings therein, and it 
maintained its credit ſeveral years after. Sb 
that we are told, it brought a return here of 
30,0001. weekly (i): but it is more certain, 
that 1000 or 1200 Bays at leaſt were made 
weekly here, even within the memory of man 
[C]. This Trade was firſt moſt ſenſibly hurt 
by our Wars with Spain, eſpecially by Q. 
Anne's Wars, more glorious than profitable to 
England. By which means, and other diſ- 
agreeable concurrent cauſes, the Dutch Con- 
gregation not being able to carry it on, diſſolv-

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moved in a great meaſure into the Weſt and 
Northern parts of this Kingdom, where Pro- 


viſions are cheaper, the poor more eaſily ſatis- 
fied; and Coals are very plentiful. However, 


we have not been all along without ſome to- 
lerable ſhare of it, though a Spaniſh war always 


hurts us extremely. But, upon the Proſpect 
of Peace, we hope it will revive and flouriſh 


again; though it is in very few hands, and in 


a manner monopolized. 1 
Some wrong- headed people have indeed been 
wiſhing that it were entirely out of the place: 
But herein they neither ſnow their Judgment, 
nor Affection to this Town. For, in that caſe, 
the Workmen would remove with it, and not 
ſtay here and ſtarve. And then what would be- 
come of our Houſes? Muſt they not be taken 
down; as too many have been ſince the decline 


of Trade; and what an ineſtimable loſs would 


that be both to the public and to private per- 


ſons? To the latter, whoſe only ſubſiſtence, in 


many inſtances, depends upon the Rents of 
thoſe Houſes: And to the Public and our Royal 


Maſter, which would be very great loſers in the 


Taxes. | 
Moreover what would become of the great 
uantities of Proviſions, which through God's 


goodneſs plentifully grow all around] and by 
proper encouragement, and a quick conſump- 


tion, ate induſtriouſly cultivated, and brought 
to our markets ? There would then be an end 


of them. The Rents of our lands would fall ; 


univerſal Poverty would enſue, and this flour- 


iſhing Town would be reduced to a deſpicable | 
village. ME A 
And not only this Town, but alſo the great- 


eſt part of this noble and populous County, 
of which the poorer fort are almoſt otiveritly 
employed in Spinning the Wool, would be re- 


duced to inexpreſſible ſtreights and miſery: For 
what Employment could be immediately ſub- 


ſtituted in its room? 
Suppoſing the generality of our numerous 


Poor were to ſtay here, and inhabit our Houſes; 


yet how would they be employed, or live, till 
ſome other buſineſs was eſtabliſned among us; 
and how long might it not be before they could

Doctrine, That the perſon who employs moſt, 
hands is the greateſt Friend and Benefactor to 
Society : And fuch are our Bay-makers, and 
all Manufacturers of wool.

churaged, than ſuch Dealers, or rather Corrup- 
ters, as are only ſubſervient to people's Luxury 
and Pride, which line the ſtreets of every lown, 
and manage their buſineſs, though never ſo 
1 profitable, only with three or four hands. 


2. Ute incident matters: Market-days, 


"ING Richard I. Wor in his Charter, 

That Colcheſter-market ſhould not be 
hindered by any other Market, but that the 
Markets and Cuſtoms here ſhould remain in 
the ſame ſtate as when they were confirmed 
upon the oath of the Burgeiles of Colcheſter, 
before the Juſtices itinerant of K. Henry II. 
But no notice is taken, on what day, or days, 
Colcheſter market was then held. 

At preſent we have Three Market-days in 
every week, viz. on Wedneſday, Friday, and 
Saturday; and one on every ſecond Tueſday. 
By whom the three firſt were granted is un- 
known, but K. William III. granted the laſt in 
his Charter [D] : And a Wool-market was al- 
ſo held weekly on that day, for many years. 

Saturday is the moſt conſiderable Market- 
day [E], being for Meat [VI, and all manner 
of proviſions, and none is better furniſhed on 
that day ; though it was yet plentifuller, while 
the Town was more populous. The ſame day, 
and Wedneſday, is tor Fruit, Fowls, and all 
country- goods: As the latter, and Friday, uſed

F] Beſides what is killed in the Town, there is a great 
deal brought in by the Country-Butchers all around. By 
an order of Aſſembly in 1 574, they were allowed to ſtay 
only till 2 o'clock in the afternoon from All Saints to 
Faſter, and till 4 the reſt of the year. But Sept. 23, 1617, 
their time was enlarged to 5 o clock in the afternoon from 
All Saints to Shrove-tueiday, and till after 7 the reſt of the 

year. Ever fince 1656. they have been allowed to ſtay, 
from Michaelmaſs to Lady-day, till 8: and the reſt of the 
vear till 9.

Before Shops were daily kept open, and o 
well furniſhed as they are now; moſt Things 
were bought at Fairs (as is ſtill practiſed in Ger- 
many, ) and not to be had elſewhere, or at any 
other time; fo that in K. Henry the IId's time, 
ſome of his children's clothes were bought at 
Wincheſter-Fair [7]. And this is what ren- 
dered Fairs ſo conſiderable, and ſa much de- 
ſired as a very valuable Grant or Favour. 

We have five Fairs in this Town; viz. one

day, was accounted the chief day of the Fair;

Netinue, Account, Covenant, and all manner 
of Contracts for above Forty ſhillings, or un- 
der : and all manner of Treſpaſles, by force of

to come they might be diſturbed in the poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Liberties and Precinct within the 
Hamletts, Water and Banks, and the Liber- 
ties, Franchiſes, and Immunities aforeſaid, or 
ſome of them; on account of the ambiguity, 
doubtful meaning, obſcurity, and difficulty of 
ſome words and general expreſſions uſed in the 
Charters aboveſaid, or for want of a due explay 
nation of thoſe words; and eſpecially becauſe 
it was not expreſly. declared in thoſe Charters, 
Ho far the Liberty of this Burgh extended; 
which might hereafter occaſion trouble and 
vexation. Therefore, his Majeſty, conſider- 
ing that the Burgh of Colcheſter was one of the 
ancienteſt Burghs in the Kingdom of England; 


that it was ſeated near the Sea-coaſts, to op- 


poſe the attempts of his Enemies that were diſ- 
poſed to invade the kingdom; and remembring 
the very great faithfulneſs and loyalty of the 
Burgeſſes of that Burgh both to himſelf and 
his predeceſſors, Kings of England, =— He 
ratified and confirmed the Charters of Grants 
aforeſaid, and every part thereof, arid the ſtate, 
title, and poſſeſſion, -which the foreſaid Bailiffs 
and Burgeſſes had in the Liberty and Precinct 
of and in the Hamletts, Water, River, and 
Banks aforeſaid; in the ampleſt manner 
ſible Allowing tkem the full enjoyment of 
thoſe Franchiſes, Liberties, &c. though they 
had not hitherto fully enjoyed them, or had 
abuſed them, or any of them. Moreover, he 
made them the following gracious Conceſſions; 
That the Bailiffs and Burgeſſes of this Burgh, 

and theit Succeſſors, conſiſting of two Bailiffs 
and one Commonalty, ſhould for the future 
for ever be one perpetual Body and Common- 
alry in name and in deed, and have perpetual 
ſucceſſion: And incorporates them by the name 
of Bailiffs and Commonalty of the Burgh of Col.

what degree or condition ſoever, might, with-- 
out the will and licence of the ſaid Bailiffs and 
Commonalty and their ſucceſſors, place, erect, 
or make, wharfs or cranes on the banks of the 
river or places aforeſaid; or wears, kidells, and 
engines for catching of fiſh or fiſh in the ſame" 
water: or preſume to fell or buy any mer 
chandiſes, in veſſels coming up the ſaid water, 
(proviſions only for people's houſholds except - 
ed, ) but at the New Hyth, upon pain of for- 
feiting the — and the veſſels or boats 
wherein they ſhould be bought or ſold. More- 
over, he granted to the Bailiffs of this Burgh, ; 
to have the Return of all'the King's writs and

- alſo and Commonalty was committed the Aſſiſe 
of bread, wine, and beer; the Aſſay of weights, 
and meaſures, within the Burgh, Liberty, and 


Precinct aforeſaid; in as full and ample a man- 
ner as the Clerk of the market of the King's 
houſhould might perform the ſame; ſo as 
that neither the ſaid Clerk of the market; nor 


cers; nor the Steward, or the Marſhal of the 
King's houſhold, or their ſervants, might come 
into the Burgh, Liberty, or Precinct aforeſaid, 
by land or by water, to diſcharge or execute 
any thing belonging to their office; But if they 
ſhould attempt it, then it might be lawful for the 
Bailiffs and Commonalty ot this Burgh, to re- 
ſiſt, and not permit them upon any account to 
exerciſe any part of their office, without im- 
peachment from the King, or any other perſon 


whatſoever. Further, he granted, That the 
Bailiffs of this Burgh for the time being, and 


ſome Lawyer [B], and four Burgeſſes, to be 


choſen in the ſame manner as the Bailiffs, ſnould 


for ever hereafter be, jointly and ſeverally, 
Keepers of the Peace; and authorized, to en- 
force the obſervance of ſeveral ſtatutes [C], for 


the quiet and good government of this Burgh, 


and Liberty of the ſame; and to chaſtiſe and 
puniſh all offenders againſt thoſe ſtatutes, ac- 
cording to the form therein preſcribed. Like- 
wiſe to oblige all perſons that threaten miſchief 
to any one, to give ſufficient ſecurity for their

inquire, upon the oath of honeſt and legal men 
of the Burgh and Liberty aforeſaid, of all man- 
ner of felonies, treſpaſſes, foreſtallers, regraters, 
and extortions whatſoever, committed within 
this Burgh, Liberty, and Precinct, and of all 
other matters and things done within the ſame, 
which fall under the cognizance of the Keepers 
of the Peace of any county in England, by vir- 
tue of any ordinance or ſtatute, according to 
the law and cuſtom of this realm: ſo that all 
writs, precepts, and mandates concerning the 
premiſſes, be directed to, and executed by, 
the Officers of the ſaid Burgh, and not the 
Sheriffs or Coroners of the county of Eſſex; 
who ſhould no way intermeddle therein, nor 
come into this Burgh, Liberty, or Precinct, 
to execute any writ or precept, in any 
manner whatſoever. And, as an help towards 
the payment of their Fee-farm, K. Edward 
granted moreover to the Bailiffs and Common- 
alty and their ſucceſſors for ever, all fines, pro- 
fits, ranſoms, amerciaments, loſt goods, and 
forfeitures; ariſing, or ſet, by the Bailiffs, 
Keepers of the Peace, and Juſtices within the 
ſaid BurgfT; and all forfeitures and amercia- 
ments impoſed upon any of the inhabitants of 


this Burgh, in any court whatſoever ; and all 


the goods and chattels, within this Burgh, Li- 
berty, and Precinct, of perſons convicted of 


treaſon, felony, contempt, treſpaſs, or other 


action at the ſuit of the King, or any other 
whatſoever—In as full a manner as in the Char- 
ter of K. Henry VI.—Finally, this Charter con- 


cluded with theſe very great Privileges; That 


no perſon dwelling and reſiding within this 


Burgh, Liberty, and Precin&, ſhould be put 


or impanelled, againſt his will, in any Aſſiſes, 
Inqueſts, Attaints, or Recognizances whatſo- 
ever, out of the ſame Burgh, Liberty, and Pre- 
cinct: nor be appointed aſſeſſor, taxer, or col- 
lector, without the ſame, of Tenths, Fifteenths, 
or other tallages, impoſitions, or ſubſidies what- 
ſoever, granted to the King or his heirs, or of 
any part thereof; or collector of a reaſonable aid 
to make the King's eldeſt fon a knight, or 
marry his eldeſt daughter : nor be choſen Con- 
ſtable, or Bailiff; or compelled to bear any 
other office or employment againſt his will, out 
of the Burgh, Liberty, and Precinct aforeſaid. 
And be no way liable to any fine or forfeiture, 
for refuſing to take upon him thoſe offices. 
Theſe very great Privileges have been con- 
firmed by the ſubſequent Charters of K. Henry 
VII, K. Henry VIII, K. Edward VI, Queen 
Mary, Q. Elizabeth, K. James I, and the firſt 
Charter of K. Charles I [DJ _. | 
K. Henry VIII, in his Grant of Kingeſwood 
or Kingeſwood-heath, to the Bailiffes and Com- 
monalty of this Town, made them alſo theſe 
gracious Conceſſions : That none of the Bur- 


men, &c. Statutes 1 and 2 Hen, IV. concerning Liveries, 
&c. Statute 2 Hen. V. againſt the Lollards. And Statute 

3 Hen. V. againſt clipping, waſhing, and filing money. 
[D] The charges of this firſt Charter of K. Charles, 
were 44/7. 57. In 1633. there was a Quo-warranto

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geſſel of che Burgh of Colcheſter, dwelling 
Within the ſaid Town or Liberty of the ſame;

within the realm of England: And, if named 


or choſen, that they might refuſe to execute 
thoſe offices, without any moleſtation or puniſh- 


monalty, and their ſucceſſors, ſhould have, and 
chuſe-from amongſt 
birty and hamletts of this town, two Coroners, 


as they had anciently uſed to have; which Co- 


roners ſhould have and exerciſe the ſame power

The ſecond Charter of K. Charles I, dated 


July 9, 1635, was in a manner a quite new 


Charter. It begins with obſerving, That Col- 


cheſter is one of the ancienteſt Burghs in the 
realm of England, and conveniently ſeated near 


the Sea-coaſt to oppoſe ſuch enemies as would 


invade the kingdom; That it is large and po- 


pulous, containing four wards, and inhabited 
by Burgeſſes induſtriouſly employed in the 
- woollen manufacture and merchandizing; who 


enjoy great Liberties and Privileges, as well 


by preſcription and cuſtom, as by the char- 


ters and letters patent of ſeveral Kings and 
Queens of England: And had upon many oc- 


caſions, and lately, ſhown themſelves grateful 


and loyal. Then, atter juſt mentioning the 
Charter of K. Richard I, which empowered 


them to chuſe two Bailiffs; and that of K. 


Edward IV, which incorporates them by the 


name of Bailiffs and commonalty; His Majeſty 


grants and declares, that Colcheſter ſhall for 
ever hereaſter be and remain a free Burgh of it- 
ſelf, through all its ancient Bounds and Li- 


mits: And incorporates the Men and Free- 


burgeſſes, and Bailiffs and Commonalty of the 
ſaid Burgh, and their ſucceſſors for ever, by 
the name of Mayor and Commonalty of the 


Burgh of Colcheſter in the county of Eſſex; 


ſettling their Government in the following or- 
der: That they ſhould have a Mayor, and g 


Aldermen beſides; 16 Aſſiſtants; 16 Com- 
mon- council-men (4 out of each ward) a High 


Steward, and a Recorder, both for life; and a 


g brought againſt it; upon which they petitioned for, and 


obtained this ſecond Charter. |

Mayor, and two other Aldermen annually 
choſen, to be Juſtices of peace; and To hold 
quarterly Seſſions of the peace. The Mayor 
and Recorder to hold weekly Courts on Mon- 
days and Thurſdays. And the Mayor and 
Commonalty to have cognizance of pleas of 
debts and offences within the Burgh belonging 
to the Admiral's juriſdiction, and to hold a 
Court every Thurſday to hear and determine 
thoſe pleas ; But the Admiral of England, or 
his Deputy, to have the liberty of coming into 
the Burgh, to take care of his debts, and other 
concerns of the Admiralty. He orders alſo, 
that no perſon ſhould ſell Beer without licence : 
and Thata Perambulation ſhould be taken year- 
ly of the bounds and limits of the Burgh 


that they might not be forgotten; and to pre- 


vent diſputes. And he confirms the Cuſtom, 
Preſcription, and Liberty, from time imme- 
morial uſed in this Town; viz. That if any 
Foreigner, not free of this Burgh, buys or ſells 
any goods or merchandiſes, otherwiſe than by 
wholeſale, within this Burgh, Precinct, or Li- 
berty; thoſe Goods ſhould be ſeized, appraiſ- 
ed, and converted to the uſe of the whole Com- 
monalty of the Burgh, unleſs the owner of 
thoſe goods redeems them. His Majeſty makes 
this further Grant to the Mayor and Com- 
monalty and their ſucceſſors, That no Fo- 
reigner [#] ſhould for the future uſe any 
meſtery, occupation, or manual trade within 


this Burgh, and the Liberty and Precinct of it; 


nor buy or {ell within the ſame (except in the 
Fairs, and at fair-time) any merchandiſes or 
goods, unleſs victuals by retail; and that either 
the buyer or ſeller be a free burgeſs. The reſt 
is a general confirmation of all and ſingular the 
Hamletts, Commons of paſture, Fairs, Mar- 
kets, Fiſheries, &c. and all other Eiberties and 
Privileges whatſoever, comprehended inthefor- 


mer Charters of K. Hen. VI. Ed. IV. &c f]. 


The firſt Charter of K. Charles II. dated 


very unaccountable management, lately given up, and dif- 
countenanced. But ſo ſtrictly was it kept up in Q. Eliza- 
beth's time, that Sept. 13, 1599, It was ordered, That 
every foreiner that ſhould occupy any trade within the 
towne of Colcheſter, as well Engliſh as ſtrangers, to make 
a diſtinction between the Freemen of the towne and the 
foryners, ſhould erect and ſett up, all the length of their 
Shopp before their windows next the ſtreet, a lattice half 
a yard in height at the leaſt, upon pain to forfeit for every 
default therein 10s, and beſides to have their ſhop-win- 
dows put by (Book of Aſſemblies.) But the Common Law 
diſallows of all ſuch kinds of Reſtrictions. ä 
[6G] The Protector Ol. Crom well, and his ſon Richard, 


granted alſo Charters to this Town: but I have not been 


able to find them. (See Aſſembly- books.) | 
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what is worſe, made by perſons who knew all 
the ill conſequences of it, ] (q) a ſecond Charter 


was granted by K. Charles II, with theſe alte- 


rations: A Mayor and 11 Aldermen; 15 Af- 
ſiſtants, and 15 Common-council-men, wete 
appointed: and the Mayor to be choſen only 
by the Aſſiſtants and Common-council. Eigb- 
zeen, or more of them, impowered to make By- 
laws, &c. All Elections to be made, of per- 
ſons which within ſix months at leaſt before 
their nomination had received the holy com- 
munion; and, before they were ſworn in, to 
take the oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, 
and ſubſcribe the Declaration in the Act for re- 
gulating corporations: Every election of Mayor 
&c. made contrary to theſe directions, to be ab- 
ſolutely void. His Majeſty alſo reſerved to 


. himſelf, his heirs, and ſucceſſors, a Power, from 


rime to time and at all times, to remove, by 


Order of Privy Council, any officers; and the 


Mayor, Aldermen &c. thereupon to proceed to 
a new Election. — The reſt is almoſt literally 


the ſame as his firſt Charter. 
K. James II, in his Charter, dated Sept. 13, 


1688, not only omits all the clauſes, which 


obliged the Officers here elected to receive the 
ſacrament, and to take the oaths of Supremacy 


&c. But he expreſly diſpenſeth with their 


taking the ſaid oaths, and receiving the ſacra- 


ment. And moreover He abridges the number 
of Officers to 10 Aldermen, including the 


Mayor; 10 Aſſiſtants; and 10 Common-coun- 
cil-men. Impowering Fifteen or more of them 
to aſſemble in the common hall, and make By- 


laws. And he reſerved to himſelf, his heirs, 
and ſucceſſors, full Power and Authority, to 
put in or remove at pleaſure, by order of his 
Privy council, any officer, or officers : And to 
put in, by Mandate, any perſon in the room of 
thoſe ſo removed, or dead. —Bating theſe ex- 
ceptions, He confirmed all the other Privi- 
leges, and Liberties, &c. of this Burgh in as 
ample a manner as they were confirmed by his 
predeceſſors [H]. 

At the Revolution, this Burgh was reſtored 
to its ancient Liberties; And, upon the At- 


torney-general's Report, of the undue and in- 


eff:Etual meaſures taken about the pretended 


{urrender in 1684 ; K. William and Q. Mary, 


by their Letters Patents in 1693, reciting word 
for word the firſt Charter of K. Charles II, did 
ablolutely and amply renew and confirm it;

Upon the unlawful ſurtender in 1684 [and. Such are the great and ample Privileges, Li- 


berties, and Immunities granted at divers times 
to this Burgh, by the gracious Munificence of 


the Kings and Queens of this Realm; and al- 


lowed and acknowledged not only by the 
Courts at Weſtminſter, but alſo in other places, 
and upon the moſt important occaſtons [K J. 

But, beſides theſe Privileges obtained by 
Grant and Charter, Colcheſter alſo enjoys ſome 
by Preſcription and Cuſtom; viz. 

1. To be a Hundred or Liberty of itſelf. 
Accordingly a Hundred-court uſed to be very 
anciently held here (7) : As allo a Lawe-hun- 
dred-court, which in time gave place to the 
Quarterly Seſſions of the peace. 

2. A Femme covert may convey her Eſtate, 
within this Town, by Deed ; being firſt ſolely 
and ſecretly examined before the Mayor, and 
declaring her conſent ; without paſſing a Fine. 
But both the Deed and her Examination muſt 
be enrolled in the Mayor's court. i, 
3. By ancient uſage, before any direction, or 
even the leaſt mention, in any of our Charters 
about Aldermen, Common-council &c. 1. e. in 


the 46thof Edw. III, and in the 6th of K. Henry 


IV, &c. the Free- burgeſſes were wont to elect 
or 8 Aldermen, 2 Chamberlains, 1 Town- 


clerk, 4 Claviers, [i. e. keepers of the keys of 
the Town-cheſt,] 2 coroners, and 16 of the 


council of the Town (s). How far that uſage 


may go towards a Cuſtom or Preſcription, let 


the learned judge. 

4. A Free- burgeſs of Colcheſter could not 
only bequeath by will what he had purchaſed 
but alſo this Town had anciently the Probate 
and Inrolling of wills; eſpecially when the lay- 
fee, or eſtate therein bequeathed or deviſed, lay 
any where within the Liberties of Colcheſter. 
And, in order to prevent frauds, this very com- 
mendable method was uſed : Proclamation was 


made in full court, that if any perſon had ob- 


jections to make againſt the proving of that 
will, he ſhould come and make them known 
at the next court. If no body then appeared, 
and objected againſt it, the will was proved [L]. 
They began to ceaſe being proved here about 
the years 1550, or 1560 (7). | 

To return: Some of the Privileges above- 


mentioned deſerve a more particular notice; 


eſpecially the Royalty of the river Colne. 
As early as the reigns of K. Henry the firſt 


and ſecond, we find, That the Burgeſſes of

This Fiſhery doth not include only the plain 


courſe of the river Colne, or water, but all the 


Fleets and Creeks it runs into, or that have an 
inlet or outlet therein; namely Pyefleet, Braſ- 
lett, or Bracefleet, Barnfleet, the North and 
South Gedens (Geedons or Geatons,) the Pad- 
dock or Parroc, Skibhope, &c. that is the whole 
Colne-water (as it 1s uſually called,) from the 
| North-bridge here, down to Weſt-Neſſe, upon

block-houſe. . 

A very exact menſuration, or ſurvey, was 
taken of this Colne- water, from North- bridge 
to Weſtneſſe, on March the 14th, 15th, 18th,

Right, Courts of Admiralty or Conſervancy 
have been held almoſt every year in Colne-wa- 
ter, between the flowing and ebbing of the ſea 
to full tide; wherein all offences committed be- 
tween North-bridge and Eaſt-Merſea- ſtone, 
have been preſented by a Jury, and the offend- 


ers amerced. We have, among the Town-

This Royalty of Colne-water being ſo very. 


noble and valuable a Privilege, wicked at- 
tempts have been made at divers times to de- 
prive and rob this poor Burgh of it. 

The firſt attempt was, in K. Edward III's 
reign, by one Lionel de Bradenham, Lord of

July 3, 1679. Mem' that John Ringe of Eaſt Merſey 
and four others—being ſeverally dredging in the river and 
water of Colne, without the Blockhouſe, within the Li- 
berties and Royalties of the Towne and Burrough of Col- 
_ Cheſter, the Water-ſerjeant of the ſaid towne, by warrant 
from the Mayor did arreſt their ſeverall Boates in which 
they ſoe dredged, and brought them upp to the New- 
Hyth. Whereupon the faid perſons appeared before the 
Mayor and the Aldermen at the-Moothall, and humbly 
beſought them, that their ſaid boates might be diſcharg- 
ed; which the Mayor (by the advice of the Aldermen and 
upon the ſaid perſons ſubmiſſion to the payment of ſeveral 
fines laid upon them) was pleaſed to grant ; each of the 
ſaid perſons entring into a 50 J. bond, to the Mayor and 
Commonaltie of the ſaid towne and burrough, that they, 
nor either of them, ſhould preſume to fiſh within the Li- 


berties or Royalties of Colcheſter without Lycenſe of the 


Mayor for the time being. July 7. John Ryme of Bright- 
lingſea was ſerved in the ſame manner.— July 25. Tho- 
mas Pilgrim of Chich St Ofith was with his boate taken 
dredging below the Blockhouſe within the Liberties and 
Royalties of this Towne: The Water-bayliffe arreſted his 
boate and brought it to the New-hyth abovementioned, 
ahd there it lay till the 27th of the ſame month. On 
which day the ſaid T. P. appeared before the Mayor and 
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of this river, endeavouring to appropriate them 
to himſelf. Whereupon a Commiſſion being 


granted to Robert de Herle, Lord Admiral, to 
_ enquire by a jury into th 


this affaigg. after ſeveral 
ſeſſions and adjournments it was adjudged, that 
all incloſures in this water ſhould be wholly 
taken away[2 ]. Enraged at this, the covetous 
and ambitious L. de Bradenham came and be- 
ſieged Colcheſter for a quazter of a year, at- 
tempting to burn it, and retained at his houſe 
in Lagonhoo, ſeveral thieves or robbers as his 


ſervants; and beſides, cauſed ſome people to be- 


drowned in the river Colne (y). For all which 
enormities he was fain to ſue for a Pardon; and 


this affair ſeems to have proved his ruin, for 


ſhortly after he paſſed away his manor. of La- 
gonhoo Rl. . 

The next attempt upon this Royalty was 
by John Earl of Oxford, who obtained a Grant 
of it from that poor weak Prince, K. Henry 


VI. March 4, 1446 (z). But the Corporation 


not being diſpoſed quietly to part with ſo valu- 
able a Right, conteſted it with his Lordſhip; 
firſt by a Scire facias in Chancery (a); and, 
next, in a Tryal, at Weſtminſter (5), in Mi- 
chaelmas-term, 27 Henr. VI, when the Jury 
confirmed the Corporation's Right. The Sub- 


ſtance of their verdict is given below in the

Eſq; one of the King's Juſtices, and his aſſo- 
ciate William Waites, the Jury decided the 
point in favour of the Corporation. The Jurors 
were Symon Ne en Cake, John Aun- 
ger, John Crullynge, William Stevyn, Tho- 
mas Baker, Thomas Leveron, John Wile, 
John Kinge, John Page, John Prentis, and 
John Marcell. But ſo mad was the Earl, be- 
cauſe he could not obtain his unlawful deſire, 
that, by a very audacious attempt and highly 
prejudicial to the Engliſn Liberties, he brought 


an Attaint againſt this Jury; Whereupon a new - 


tryal being obtained, the firſt judgment, or 
verdict, was affirmed againſt the Earl: And 
his letters patent were recalled and cancelled 

T J. 2 1 
| 15 1629 and 1630, Sir Roger Townſhend, 
Lord of Wivenhoo-manor, made another rude 
attack upon this right of the Fiſnery. But his 
ill concerted deſigns proved unſucceſsful [CU]: 
And ſome witneſſes then proved, that it was 

lainly made out, at a court of conſervancy 
held by Dr Julius Cæſar in Q. Elizabeth's 
reign, that the bounds of the Liberties of Col- 
cheſter in Colne-water and the Fleets and 
Creeks therein, extend as far as Weſtneſs in 
St Oſith. To evade which, it was pretended 
in this and ſome other tryals, that there are 
two Weſtneſſes; namely, This juſt now men- 
tioned, and another nigher the Town being the 
point in Eaſt-Doniland againſt Wivenhoo. 
But it may be affirmed with certainty, that the 
Saxon name of Næſe or Neſſe, is never given 
to any points of land but ſuch as-advance into 
the ſea; as St Oſith-point or Merſea-block- 
houſe, and not to projections in rivers. And 
the paſſage in the note below [V] determines, 
that it was always underſtood that Merſey- 


blockhouſe lay between North-bridge and 


Weſtneſſe. 

Beſides theſe, there have been ſome, other 
leſs conſiderable attempts, which have alſo 
proved ineffectual. - 


To which let me add, That Colcheſter-li- 


berty was always taken to be exempt from 
Admiral-Juriſdiction. And ſo it was expreſly 
and particularly acknowledged in the 3 iſt of 
K. Henry VI. the 19th of K. Henry VIII. and 
in the reigns of K. Philip and Q. Mary, K. 
Charles I. &c. (c) In the latter's ſecond Char- 
ter the Magiſtrates being empowered to hold 
Admiralty-courts, they have frequently held

me to ſay ſomething of our Colchejter-Oy/ters. 
They have been always very much eſteemed 
and valued. Nay, Sir Aſton Cokain poetically 
fancies, that they tempted Julius Cæſar to in- 
vade this iſland [X]. However, tis more cer- 
tain, that the right and genuine Colcheſter 


oyſters have conſtantly been thought a Preſent 


fit for. perſons of the higheſt quality [7]. 
But the unfair tricks plaid by the London 
Fiſh-mongers, who endeavour'to engroſs them, 
and would permit none, if they could, to be 
vented in that city but what paſs through their 
hands, have not ſerved to inhance their value 
or reputation. For they not only mix ſtale 
and freſh, diſhoneſtly; but alſo put off tor them 
ſome coarſe ones taken at a great diſtance, per- 
haps on the Weſtern coaſts. The fort we moſt 
eſteem here, is the Pye-fleet, a ſmall thick Oy- 
ſter with a tranſparent ſhell, and as full of a ten- 
der and delicious meat as it can well hold. But 
there are ſome other ſorts alſo exceeding good. 
The account given by Dr T. Spratt of the 


Generatiom of Oyſters (e), is J think, in gene- 


ral, ſo exact as to require little or no addition; 
and the ſubſtance of it is as follows. In 
April and May, and again about Midſummer 
and Michaelmaſs, the Oyſters caſt their Spawn, 
which the Dredgers call their Spat: It is like 
the drop of a candle, and about the bigneſs 
of a ſmall ſpangle. This Spat cleaves to ſtones, 


old oyſter-ſhells, pieces of wood, and ſuch 


like things at the bottom of the ſea, which 
they call Cultch. Tis probably conjectured, 
that the Spat in 24 hours begins to have a 
ſhell. The Oyſters are ſick after they have 
firſt ſpat 3 but in June and July they begin to 
mend, and in Auguſt are perfectly well. The 
male-oyſter is black-ſick (as the fiſhermen 
term it,) having a black ſubſtance in the fin: 
and the female, white-ſick, having a milky 
ſubſtance in the fin.” Dr Liſter accounts the 
white-ſickneſs to be the milky ſperm» of the 
male; and the other, the eggs of the female 
newly effuſed in the fins (F). © In the Colne- 


water, the dredgers are limited to certain 


times as is ſaid above, but out of it they dredge 
all the year round. As they take the oyſters, 
they gently raiſe with a knife the ſmall brood

All Oyſters are naturally white in the body, 
In order to green 
them, they put them into Pits about two foot 
deep in the Salt-Marſhes, which are overflow-

Theſe pits, from 
ſome quality in the ſoil, will become green, and 
communicate their colour to the oyſters that 


are put into them in 4 or 5 days, tho' they 


commonly let them continue there 6 weeks or 2 
months; in which time they will be of a dark 
green, It is very remarkable, that a pit with- 
in a foot of a greening pit will not green; and 
thoſe that did green very well, will in time 
loſe that quality. So that it is not done by 


copperas, or other greening ſtuffs, as ſome had 


imagined: Nor is it more true, as R. Bradley 


aſſerted (+), that they grow green by feeding 


upon a ſort of crow-filk.

To the Colcheſleroyiters! let me ien | 
another thing which Colcheſter is famous for, 
viz. the excellent ſweet- meats made of Eryngo- 
Roots. They were firſt candied in this town 
about the beginning of the laſt century by 
Robert Buxton Apothecary. His apprentice 
Samuel Great continued this buſineſs, and it 
hath been ever ſince carried on by the latter's 
poſterity with univerſal liking and approba- 
tion. 

Out of a due regard for honeſt and induſtri- 
ous Merit, I muſt alſo take notice of the admi- 


rable Auricula”s raiſed by JohnStow of Lexden; 


which the connoiſſeurs allow to be the fineſt in 
the Britiſh dominions, if not in all Europe, 
ſome of them having no leſs than a Hundred 
and thirty three bloſſoms upon one ſtern. - 


F. 2 Half-year-land, 


HERE is another notable Privilege belong- 

ing to the Free- burgeſſes of Colcheſter, 
reliding within the ſame, of which J have not 
yet taken notice; ; That is, the Benefit of com- 
moning in certain Lands round the walls of 


till the 2d of February. Thoſe lands are ſaid 
to contain about Five hundred acres [Z}. 

The exact year when this Privilege was 
granted to the Free- burgeſſes, I have not been 
able to trace out ; but am credibly informed, 
that it was. about the 14th of K. Henry IL. 
It appears, that at the time of making Domeſ- 
day-book, the Burgeſſes had Fourſcore acres of 


land, and eight perches round the wall, in 


common [A]. And that the King's Demeſnes 
in Colcheſter, were a Hundred and two acres 
of land, of which ten were meadow ; and two 
hundred and forty acres beſides between pa- 
ſture and heath ; all which was let to farm by 
the King. 

Theſe royal Demeſnes continued in the 
Crown till about the x4thof K. Henry II. when 
he granted them in fee-farm, with a right of 


commonage, to the Free-burgeſſes of this 


town. But they appear to have been again in 
the Crown, in the 1ſt of K. Richard I. (i). 
Notwithſtanding the moſt diligent ſearch, I 
have not been able to find out any ancient Or- 
ders or Regulations about theſe Lammas- com-

time they were firſt granted till Q. Elizabeth's 
reign: So that if any ſuch regulations were 
ade, they are either loſt or miſlaid. All that 
appears upon record about them on our Towns. 
rolls, is reducible to theſe ſeveral heads. 
I. That this Right of Commoning doth not 
mtend to Lands that are ſown with Grain or 
Corn [B]: which is a Demonſtration that the 
owners of thoſe Lands may plough and ſow 
them; notwithſtanding whatever hath been 


pretended to the contrary: And ſo it hath been 


adjudged at the Aſſizes. And, indeed, if the 
owners might not ſow, or do reaſonably what 
they pleaſed with them; they would not be 
Half- year but Whole- year- lands to the Free- 
burgeſſes. | 

2. It appears from our Records, That none 
but Free- burgeſſes have a Right to common in 
them. If others do it, they are preſentable, 
and uſed to be amerced. - | 
3- That they are not to overlay or ſurcharge 


them: That is, every one is allowed to put in 


a certain number of cattle, which none ought 
to exceed without being fined : Nor indeed at 
any rate. But that certain number is no where 


mentioned till the 1 5th of Q. Elizabeth, as I 


ſhall preſently ſhew. . 
4. That thoſe which hold land upon the 


Commons are intitled to intercommon with the 


. 1 

In the 15th of Q. Elizabeth, viz. A. D. 1573 
Aug. 2. a Conſtitution or By-law was made 
about theſe Commons, at an Aſſembly, where- 
in it was ordained, © That noe Free- burgiſſe 
ſhold put upon the Halfe-yere common ground 
within this Towne to feede but three hedd of 
greate cattle, or in leiue of everye of the ſaid 
three hedd ten ſhepe, upon paine to forfett for 
everye hedd 35. 4d. And everye Forriner to 
forfett for everye hedd of cattle that ſhold be 
Putt upon the ſaid Halfe-yere common to feede, 
-Fyve ſhillings ; which fynes wears apointed to 
be to th'uſe of the Towne.” To this By-law 
the following addition was made, Auguſt 6, 
1627. < For the better reforming of the abuſes 
that had hitherto been uſed in the overfeedinge 


of thoſe half-yere comon groundes, as well by 


the free-burgifſes over and above their ſteate, as 
allſoe by Forryners whoe had noe right to feede 
the ſame; And that the benifitt theirof com- 
inge might be imployed for the uſe of the poore 
people within this towne : It was therefore or- 
dered, That the Bailiffs of this towne for the 
tyme beinge, ſhould, from tyme to tyme, in 
wrightinge under their hands, nominate and ap- 


pointe in each of the fower wardes within this 


towne 2, 3, or 4 free-burgiſſes, to dryve ſuch 
cattle as ſhould be put to feed upon the faid 
Half-yere common growndes contrarie to the 
ſaid Conſtitution, and to receive theſe ſeverall 
ſomes, viz. For everye hedd of cattle of everye

The 15th of the fame month, It was order- 
ed, That all Hogs and Swine (except boars and 
ſucking pigs) that were ſuffered to go about 
the ſtreets and lanes of this Town; or upon the 
Half- year common grounds, and did root and 
tear up the ſoil and graſs; ſhould be impound- 
ed; and every owner and owners thereof to 
pay 64. for each. | 
But, at another Aſſembly May 25, 1629, 
theſe and all other Conſtitutions and Orders 


made about the halfe-year common grounds, 


were repealed, and declared void; And a new 
one was made, importing, That noe Free- 


burgiſſe ſhould at anye tyme hereafter betwene 


the Feaſts of St Peter ad vincula called Lamas 
daye, and the Purification of the Virgin Marie, 
called Candlemas daye, yerelye, put into or 
upon the ſaid half-yere comon groundes to

All which forfeitures 
and ſomes of monie ſhould be levied, com- 
pounded for, receaved and diſtributed unto and 
amongſt the poore free-burgiſſes of this Towne, 
their wives, widowes, and children, and not to 
be diſpoſed leavied or diſtributed to or for anie 
other uſe or purpoſe whatſoever. And for the 
better reforming the abuſes heretofore uſed in 
the overfeedinge of the ſaid Half-yere comon 
groundes, and that the benefitt thereof comeing 
might be duly imployed and diſtributed ; It 
was enacted by the Bailiffs, Aldermen, &c. 
That the whole Commonalty or Free-bur- 
geſſes, i. e. all manner of perſons houſholders 
dwelling within this borough, being ſworne to 
the King and the borough, and bearing ſcott 
and lott at all times as occaſion ſerves; yerely, 
upon the Monday next after the feaſt of St 
Mary Magdalene, ſhould aſſemble in the Moot- 
hall, (upon pain of every one's making default 
to forfeit 12 d.) and chuſe Four Treaſurers, one 
out of each ward, being a free-burgeſs, and 
an inhabitant within the ſaid Ward: Every 
of whom might diſpende in lands, tenements, 
Nis FUERINT SEMINATE, Rot.

By which, and other 
inſtances among the Town-records, it appears, 
That the Bailiffs, Aldermen, common-counſel, 
and Jury at the law-hundred courts, were enabled 
to diſcharge theſe lands of common of paſture. 
And by certain original articles ſettled by 
Commiſſioners in 1549, it was ordered, That 


the Bayliffs, Aldermen, and Common Counſell 


ſhall not at any tyme hereafter alienate or ſell 


any lands, tenements, or hereditaments, apper- 


tayning to this Borough or Corporation, or 
make ſeverall, or ſell any Common or Com- 
mons, &c. without the hole aſſent, conſent, and 
agreement of the Bayliffs, Aldermen, and 
Comon counſell of this Town or Borough, or 
the moſt part of them [Y]. 8 
This Privilege, as it hath been long manag- 
ed, is a great hurt to many, and of advantage 
to very few. For it hinders the farmer from 
making ſuch due improvements as he might. 
And it only authorizes ſome of the worſt ſort 
in general to keep beaſts, for the ſake of a few 


weeks feed; and to ſtarve them, or to treſpaſs 
upon their neighbours, the reſt of the year: 


ſince the Commons are ſo ſurcharged, that the 

feed is gone in a very ſhort time. 
It is alſo of benefit but to a very few, name- 

ly, thoſe who keep cattle ; which is hardly one 


free-burgeſs in twenty. Whereas the majority 


and the poorer ſort do not reap the leaſt ad- 
vantage from it. For, the forfeitures that ſhould 
be diſtributed among the widows and orphans, 
are embezzled in a very unworthy manner, as 
appears by* the account of one of the Trea- 
ſurers, which I ſhall give for a ſample of the 
reſt GJ. Beſides, very few of the Treaſurers 


ever give any account. It has therefore, as 1 


am informed, been propoſed more than once, 
To let the Free- burgeſſes leaſe them out to the 


Farmers for twenty one years, or a leſs term,

& IV. Government of the C orporation. 


HE moſt ancient Government of this 
Town, we may reaſonably fuppoſe, was 

(like that of the generality of other Corpora-

the four following reigns, we have no account. 


But in the 46th of Edward III. ſome Ordinan- 


ces were made (o), by which we learn the man- 
ner of their Election, which was thus 
In the firſt place, The whole Commonalty 


choſe Four ſufficient men [P] and of good con- 


verſation, that had never been Bailiffs, one out 
of each ward [2]; and being ſworn, they 
elected Five more out of each ward, that had 
never been Bailiffs, making up with themſelves 
Twenty four : After taking an oath, they pro- 
ceeded to the election of the two Bailiffs ; which 
was in Michaelmaſs weeke. © , © 
Next they elected eight Aldermen, other- 
wiſe called Auditors; and two Chamberlains, 


anciently ſtyled Receivers. And, beſides them, 


there was a Town-clerk, and Serjeants. 

In Michaelmaſs-week, the ſaid Bailiffs and 
Aldermen choſe Sixteen of the wiſeſt and moſt 
underſtanding people in the Burgh, whoſe 
names were entered on the Court-rolls. And 
thoſe Sixteen, jointly with the Bailiffs and Al- 


dermen, had the management of the affairs of 


the Burgh, and made Ordinances and Conſtitu- 


tions for the good of the town. They were to 


meet at leaſt four times a year. And if any of 


the Burgeſſes had ſomewhat to propoſe, he was 


to deliver it to the Bailiffs in writing; and re- 


_ ceive an anſwer at the next Aſſembly. 


This form of Government continued, as far 
as I have obſerved, till Edward the IVth's reign; 


' who directed in his Charter, That the Pailiffs 
and Aldermen, and the Sixteen perſons juſt 
now mentioned, ſhould chuſe ſixteen other 


erſons, viz. Four out of each ward, to be a

Common Council [R]: Which Common 


Council ſhould have power to make reaſon- 


able Ordinances and Conſtitutions for the good 


of the Burgh. And alſo, that the Bailiffs for 
the time being, ſome Lawyer [SJ, and four 
Burgeſſes; to be choſen and nominated in the 
ſame day and manner as the Bailiffs ; ſhould be 
Keepers of the Peace within the Burgh. Burt,

The firſt Charter of K. Charles II. ordered, 
that there ſnould be 12 Aldermen including the 
Mayor, 18 Aſſiſtants, and 18 Common-coun- 
ſel- men. But his ſecond Charter reſtrained the 
number of Aſſiſtants and Common-counſel to 
15 beh. - 5 8 

And K. James II. leſſened yet more the 
number of them, by appointing that there 
ſhould be but 10 Aldermen including the 
Mayor, 10 Aſſiſtants, and 10 Common-coun- 


counſel- men, a High-Steward, a Recorder, and

But the Charter of K. William and Q. Mary 
reſtored the ſame number as had been appoint- 
ed in the firſt Charter of K. Charles II. 

The other Officers of this Corporation, were, 
The Steward of the Admiralty-Court: The 
Water-Bayliff, and Water-Serjeant: The Ser- 
jeants at mace, three, and afterwards four in 
number [Z]: The Clerk of the market: Cryer: 
Ranger: Keeper of the Gao]. And, belonging 


to the Courts in particular, Counſellors, occaſi- 


onally, and 4 Attorneys. 

The Mayors, and other Annual Officers, 
were elected the Monday after the. Decollation 
or beheading of St John Baptiſt, 1. e. the firſt 
Monday after the 29th of Auguſt. The man- 
ner of election was thus: Such of the Free- 


Burgeſſes as payd ſcot and lot, or the major 


part of them, in common Hall aſſembled [UV], 
nominated and returned two Aldermen to the 
bench of Aldermen: who, retiring into the 
Council, or Record-room, choſe one of the two 
to be Mayor for the year enſuing. 

Next, for the Election, who were to chufe 
two Fuſtices of Peace, two Coreners,. four Cla-

Burgeſſes; one of which the Mayor, Alder- 
men, Aſſiſtants, and the reſt of the Common- 
counſel for the time being, or the major part 
of them, choſe into the vacant office of Com- 
mon- counſel-man. 


If the vacancy was among the Affiſtants, the 


ſaid ſcottant and lottant Burgeſſes, or the great- 


er part of them, choſe one out of the Com- 


mon- counſel into the vacant office of Aſſiſtant. 
If the vacancy was among the Aldermen, 


the ſaid ſcottant and lottant Burgeſſes, or the 


major part of them, nominated two of the Aſ- 


ſiſtants; and the Mayor, the reſt of the Alder- 


men then ſurviving, the reſt of the Aſſiſtants 
not nominated, and the Common Counſel for 
the time being, or the major part of them, 
choſe one of thoſe two Aſſiſtants into the va-

On the Election-day of Bailiffs and Mayors, 
there uſed formerly to be a public dinner, for 
the Houſe, and the Electors.

And, upon many important 'occaſions, the 
Mayor, High-Steward, Recorder, Aſſiſtants, 
and Common-counſel, were wont to hold Aſ- 
ſemblies in the Mote-hall ; as to elect officers, 
make by-laws, &c.

entirely ſilent as to the Elections of Burgeſſes; 


not the leaſt word being ſaid in them upon that 
point. The Returns were formerly indorſed 


on the Sheriff's Precept [F]; but, ever ſince 


Statute 23 Henr. VI. c. 15, have been made 
by Indenture between the Bailiffs (and of late 
between the Mayor) and the Sheriff of the 
County. Anciently, the Bailiffs ſealed one

is ſeldom, or never, traced higher than the 


Grandfather [G]. The zd manner in which 
the Freedom of this Burgh is acquired, is, By 
being created a Free- burgeſs, though a Fo- 
reigner; that is, though not entitled thereto 
either by Birth or Service, This is a thing that 
hath been often practiſed: For, there are in the 


Court-Rolls, in the Oath-book, and in the, 
Books of Aſſemblies, numberleſs Inſtances of 


Foreigners admitted to their Freedoms, either 


for certain ſums of Money, or for Honour, or 


Services done to the Corporation. | 

Theſe Freedoms uſed to be conferred in the 
moſt public manner, at the Hundred, Lawe- 
hundred, and other Courts (x). But, in the 
laſt Century, the Mayor having, of his own 
authority, without conſent of the Common- 
Council, prefumed to make Foreigners free; 
In order to reſtrain that pernicious cuſtom, it 
vas ordered at an Aﬀembly, Octob. 16, 1654, 
That, from henceforth, no Foreigner ſhould be 
made a Free-burgeſs of this Town, Directly 
or Indirectly, nor any other, but only thoſe 


that were born free; or, by being bound ap- 


prentice, ſhould by their ſervice deſerve their 
Freedoms ; without the conſent of the greater 
part of the Mayor, Aldermen, Aſſiſtants, and 
Common-Council. This method was fo ſtrictly 
obſerved, that in 1694, Alderman Mott was 
disfranchiſed for ſeveral miſdemeanors ; and, 
among the reſt, for making a perſon free with- 
out conſent of the Common-Council (y). And, 


July 6, x697, the above Order was inforced, 


by another, which enjoyned, That no Perſon 
being a Foreigner, and not having a Right to 
his Freedom, ſhould be admitted a Free-bur- 
geſs of this Town, without the conſent of the 
Free-burgeſſs aſſembled in the Common-Hall, 
or the major part of them (z). But, notwith- 
ſtanding this Order, Mr John Raynham Mayor 
in 17045, two days before the Election of Re- 
preſentatives for this Borough, admitted ninety 
ſix Foreigners to their Freedoms, of his own 


authority; and fwore them in privately with- 


out the Town-Clerk, who ought to ſwear Free- 
men publickly in the Moot-hall. Therefore in 


the controverted Election, in 1710, they were 


diſallowed by the Committee of the Houle of 
Commons, who then reſolved, << That the 


% Mayor of the Borough of Colcheſter cannot 


% make Foreigners free of the ſaid Borough, 
<« without confent of the majority of the Al- 
« dermen and Common-Council” (2). How- 


ever, the then Government of the Corporation

admitted Free-Burgeſſes of this Borough, ſome 
for Money paid to and for the uſe of the Mayor 
and Commonalty; and others in reſpect of ſome 
honour and fervice done or to be done to and 
for the Corporation, without any antecedent 
Right, either by Birth or Service, contrary to 


the above-repealed Order; fo that great con- 


troverſies had ariſen, and were like hereafter to 
ariſe and continue by reaſon thereof : For the 


preventing of which, and preſervation of the | 


peace and tranquillity of the Town for the fu- 
ture, They ordered, and enacted, That all 


and every perſon and perſons whatſoever that 


had been admitted and ſworn Free- burgeſſes of 
this Borough, -by or before any Mayor of this 
Town for the time being; contrary to the or- 
der aforefaid, and ſhould again take the uſual 
Oath of a Free-Burgeſs before the Mayor for 
the time being, ſhould be adjudged; deemed, 


and taken as duely admitted and ſworn : And, 


they declared them Free-burgeſſes of this Bo- 
rough to all intents and purpoſes whatſoever, 
any order, uſage, act, omiſſion, proviſion or 


reſtriction to the contrary in any wiſe notwith- 


ſtanding: But, that the ſwearing and admitting 


ſuch number of perſons to be free of this Town, 
as within ſome years paſt had been, might not 


be brought into precedent for the future, They 


further ordered, enacted, and declared, That 
if at any time or times hereafter, any perſon 


or perſons whatſoe ver were admitted or ſworn 
Free- burgeſs of this Borough, having no ante- 
cedent Right thereto, either by Birth, or actual 
ſervice as an apprentice by Indenture, accord- 


ing to the good old cuſtom, ſuch ſwearing and 


admiſſion ſhould be ipſo facto void. — More- 
ever, that no perſon whatſoever ſhould be ad- 
mitted and ſworn a Free-burgeſs of this Bo- 
rough in any other place than the Common- 
Hall of this town; nor, before ſuch perſon 
had attained the full age of one and twenty 
years; unleſs by ſpecial order of the Mayor, 
Aldermen, Aſſiſtants, and Common-Counſell, 
in council aſſembled.” | 

Soon forgetting the clauſe of this order, 
wherein they declared, „That, if, at any time 
« hereafter, any perſon whatſoever were ad- 


« mitted or ſworn a Free-burgeſs of this Bo- 


66. rough, having no antecedent Right thereto, 
« either by Birth, or actual Service, = ſuch 
« ſwearing and admiſſion ſnould be ipſo facto 
« yoid ;” at an Aſſembly of the Mayor, Alder- 


men, Aſſiſtants, and Common-Counſel, to fill 


up the Houſe [H, after the filling up a few 


places, the Free-burgefles then remaining came 


to the following Reſolution. ©. That the Free- 


dom of this Borough might be ſold to ſuch 
perſons, as by the Committee of the Mayor, 
Aldermen, Aſſiſtants, and Common-Counſe!,

at large. And this is ſaid to have been a contrivance to 
ſerve the purpoſe of the enſuing Election to Parliament, 
on the 24th of Auguſt following. | 
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or Five at the leaſt, ſhould be agreed with, for 
raiſing Monies for defending the Rights, and 
defraying the neceſſary charges, of the Corpo- 
ration.” Accordingly ſeventy two Freemen 


were admitted, for ſuch ſums of money as by 
the Committee aforeſaid were agreed on. But, 


May 6, 1714, upon the Petition of William 


Gore and Nicolas Corſellis, Eſqrs. complaining 
of an undue Election and Return for this Bo- 
rough, the Committee of the Houſe of Com- 


mons diſallowed of the Foreigners made Free 
in 1705, and 1713, and Reſolved, <* That the 
„Right of making Foreigners (not having a 
* Right of Freedom by Birth or Service) Free- 
<« men of the Borough of Colcheſter, is in the 
„Mayor and Free-Burgeſſes of the ſaid Bo- 


rough in Common-Hall aſſembled.” And 
this is the laſt Reſolution of the Houſe of Com- 


mons: Notwithſtanding which, thoſe new- ad- 
mitted Freemen, and their deſcendents, have 
voted ever ſince. | 

When the Government of this Corporation 
came into other hands, it was thought neceſlary 
to create a number of Honorary Freemen, in 
order to counterballance the Foreigners ad- 
mitted in 1705, and 1713. For that purpoſe, 
Octob. 31, 1728, „at an Aſſembly of the 


Mayor, Aldermen, Aſſiſtants, Common-Coun- 


ſel, and Free- burgeſſes, in order to fill up the 
vacancies of the Houſe; it was ordered and 
agreed by the Mayor and Free-Burgeſſes, That 


a number of Freedoms ſhould be ſold to raiſe a 
fund for defending the Rights and Privileges of 


the Corporation ; and a Committee was ap- 


pointed to aſcertain the number and names of 


the perſons to be admitted, and to agree with 


them for the ſums they ſhould pay at their ad- 


nuittance” ().

for the ſake of their Votes, but that it was at 
their own motion, and earneſt deſire, for the 
ſake of the great Privileges and Immunities 
which a Free- burgeſs of Colcheſter was ancient- 


ly entituled to by Charter; namely, Exemption, 


all over England and the Sea-ports, from Toll, 
Pontage, Murage, and all other Duties and 
Impoſitions on their Goods and Merchandiſe 
[K]. | 3 

It appears by ſeveral Inſtances, particularly 
in the reign of K. Edward III, That every Man 
born and baptized in this Borough had a Right 
to be Free of the ſame [L]: ſo that Birth, whe- 
ther the, Father was a Free-burgeſs or no, was 
then a Qualification for Freedom, though it 
might not be the only one. 

There are alſo ſeveral Inſtances of Freemen 
disfranchiſed, or deprived of their Freedom, on 
account of i]l-behaviour (c). 2 | 

The Subſtance of the Oath taken by a Free- 
burgeſs at his Admiſſion, in the earlieſt Times,

and St. Leonard's, - or the Hyth : And with-

Peter's, St. Runwald's, and St. Martin's in 
the firſt Diviſion ; St. Mary's at the Walls, 
Holy Trinity, and St. Giles's in the ſecond ; 
St. Nicholas, All-Saints, and St. James in 


the third; And St. Leonard's, St. Mary Mag- 


dalen, and St. Botolph's into the fourth: 
And that the Recorder ſhould be intreated to 


move the Parliament for the uniting of the 


ſaid Pariſhes reſpectively as aforeſaid; and to 
give Directions what was neceſſary in or about 
the attaining thereof (f).

Another method taken, to raiſe a tolerable 
maintenance for the Clergy of this Town, 
hath been by a Rate upon Houſes and Stocks. 
Thus we find, Feb. 23, 1646, it was ordered

Accordingly an ordinance paſſed in 1650 (+), 
intituled, An Act for the more frequent

« and Tenements, are or may be worth to be 
ett and leaſed yearly: and fo for every Ten

Council, ſhall and may, and are by the ſaid 


Act authorized to aſſeſs ſuch perſon or per-

„ ſhillings and four pence.” ; 

By virtue of this Act, the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Common-Council, made a Rate or 
Aſſeſſment, on the Houſes and Stocks, etc. 
according to the proportions above mention- 
ed (i): Thoſe Rates were collected by ſome 
of the Inhabitants in each pariſh, and the 
Money depoſited into the hands of a Treaſu- 
rer, who paid, quarterly, the Sum of One 
hundred pounds a-piece to four Miniſters, ap- 
pointed to officiate in the whole Town (&). 
But this proviſion ceaſed, or was ſuppreſſed, at 
the Reſtoration. „ ; 

At an Aſſembly, October 7, 1700, it was 
agreed, That Six-pence in the pound ſhould 
be laid upon Houſes in this Town, towards 
the maintenance of Miniſters in the ſaid Town, 
But it did not take effect.” _ 


The only effectual Augmentations to the 


Livings in this place, and the moſt likely 


to laſt, are owing to the munificence of 
Mr. Henry Batchelor of Colcheſter, yeoman 
and the Rev. Mr. Moſes Cook, late Rector 
of Hedingham-Sibill in this County. The 
former, by his Will bearing date Feb. 3, 
1646-7, © bequeathed to three Preachers in

HIS Pariſh took its name from tlie 


Church, which is dedicated to St. Ma- 
ry the Virgin. Tis generally called in Re- 


cords St. Mary's at the Walls, ad murum, or 


muros ; in contradiſtinction to the pariſh of 
St. Mary Magdalen, and becauſe the Church 
ſtands cloſe to the South-weſt corner of the 
Walls of the Town. 
The Site of it was part of the Barony of the 
Biſhop of London (1); for which reafon the 
Rectory hath been all along in the collation of 
the Biſhops of that See: And it is ſubject to 
them, and their Commiſſaries: being wholly 
exempt from the Archdeacon's juriſdiction, 
to whom it pays neither Procurations nor Syn- 


odals. It ſtands charged 107. for Firſt- 


fruits in the King's books: And pays 4/s. 6 d. 
to the Biſhop for Procurations, only when he

The pariſh contains 62 Houſes, Tenements, 
or Families within the Walls, and 174 with- 
out; and runs, Weſt and South-weſt, about 
a Mile into the Country : but moſt of the 


land is Half-year ground. The chief part 


of it lyes within the manor of the Corpora- 
tion; except what was anciently the Biſhop of 


London's eſtate; and except alſo the North 


fide of Crouch-ſtreet (from Brigadier Price's 
Stables to the Spittle or Almſhouſes) that is 


within the manor of Lexden, aud held of 


the ſame by copy of Court-roll.

Within the Chapel of St. Thomas the Mar- 
tyr in this Church (u), there was, before the 
Reformation, a Chantry founded and well en- 
dowed by Joſeph Elianore, of which we ſhall 
give a full account below (w). There be- 
longed to it a little Houſe, of one room above 
and one below, called the Chapel or Chantrie- 
houſe ; which ſtood adjoining (x) to the North 
fide of the Church, in length a-croſs the pre- 
ſent walk between the Church and the-Parſo- 
nage, and reaching from the place where is now 
the South- gate of the Parſonage- garden to the

he Parſonage-houſe of St Mary's ſtands on 
the North ſide of the Church, directly behind, 
and in ſome reſpects too near, it. But it hath 
a beautiful Proſpect, on the Weſt and North- 
weſt, for ſeveral miles into the Countrey. It 
was, I preſume, beat down, or at leaſt very 
much damaged during the Siege. The two 
Parlours, with the two Chambers, and Cloſet, 
over them, were built at the charge of Mr. Jo- 
ſeph Powel Rector. The Weſt end was rebuilt 
in 1739 by the preſent Incumbent, who hath 
alſo made ſome other improvements. The

In a very good Houſe, juſt within Head- 
gate in N lived alſo the late Sir Iſaac 
Rebow. His anceſtors came originally from 
the Low-Countries, and employed themſelves 
in the Bay-Trade, and Merchandizing; where- 
by they acquired a plentiful fortune. [N] On 
the 27th of March 1693, Sir Iſaac was knight- 
ed by King William, whom he had then the 
Honour to entertain in this Houſe ; as he did 
afterwards on the 29th of October following, 
and the 19th of October 1700. Sir Iſaac was 
one of the Repreſentatives for this Borough, 
in all the Parliaments of K. William, in the 
four firſt of Qu. Anne, and the firſt of K. 


George I. He was alſo High-Steward, and 


Recorder; and died in September 1726. His 
ſon Lemyng Rebow Eſq; died before him: 
And one of his grandſons Ifaac Lemyng Re- 
bow Eſq; who had this Houſe, having married 
Mary, daughter of Matthew Martin Eſq; and 
dying in 1735, left only one ſon, named Iſaac 
Martin, born Novemb. 28, 1731. The arms of 
Rebow, are, Gules, two long bows bent and inter- 
laced in ſaltier, or, ſtringed Argent, between four 
Beſants, each charged with a fleur de lis, azure. 
The learned Phyſician Dr. Gliſſon was alſo 
an Inhabitant of this pariſh for ſeveral years (1).

And, on the ſouth of the ſame lane, the walk 
to Mr. Seaman's ſtables, the yards belonging

Nave, or Body, and two Side-iſles (5) leaded ; 
And the Chancel hath a North Chapel. Be- 


| tween the Church and Chancel, almoſt in the 
middle, ſtands the Tower, which is octangular, 


and hath a Lantern on the top wherein is a 
Clock-bell.— There are ſix more Bells in the 
ſteeple. In the year 1692 it was very near 
being thrown down by an Earthquake, as Mr 
Robert Dickman then Vicar hath noted in the 
Pariſh-Regiſter [R]. But to return; The 
Church of St Peter's is look'd upon as the 
principal in the Town, wherein the Epiſcopal 
and Archidiaconal Viſitations are held; and 
where the Mayor and Commonalty go to di- 
vine Service, on Sundays, and other folemn 
occaſions [SJ]. There is in it an Organ, the 
only one in Town. 

This Church was in being before the Nor- 
man Conqueſt, or Acquiſition, It was held, 
in Edward the Confeſſor's reign, by two Prieſts, 
for a {mall quit-rent (c): And there were ad- 
Joining, or p eee to it ſome parcels of 
ploughed land, and meadow, and a mill. But, 
after the Conqueſt, Robert Fitzralph of Hat- 
inges claimed three parts of it, and Eudo Da- 
pifer had the fourth (d). In whom the Patron- 
age of it originally was, we do not find. But, 
atter the foundation of St Botolph's Priory, it 
was given to that Convent, and continued in 
their giſt as a Rectory till the year 1318. But, 


in that year, the Prior and Canons petition'd 


Richard Newport Biſhop of London, to ap- 
propriate the ſame to their Priory, ſetting 
torth, That, by reaſon their profits, penſions, 
and portions were unjuſtly detain'd ; that more 
contributions were impos'd upon them than 
uſual ; that the Charges of their hoſpitality were 
immoderate, on account of the great concourſe 
of people to the town and caſtle of Colcheſter;

AST WAR of St Peter's, and adjoyn- 
ing to the fame in the High- ſtreet, is this 


Church, which is dedicated to that Saint. It 
is written different ways, as St Rumbald, St 
Rumbold, St Romwold, or Rumwold (4), 
and ſometimes St Runwald. 

As this Saxon Saint is not much known, it 
will be proper to give ſome account of him; 
and we have none but a legendary one. He 
is ſaid to have been ſon to a king of Northum- 
berland, by a Chriſtian daughter of Penda king 
of Mercia. Being born at King's-Sutton in 


Buckinghamfhire, as ſoon as he came out of 
his mother's womb, he cryed three times, I 


am a Chriſtian. Then making a plain con- 
feſſion of his faith, he deſired to be baptized, 
choſe his godfathers, and his own name Rum- 


wald. He alſo directed, with his fingers, the 


ſtanders-by to fetch him a great hollow ſtone 
for a font, which ſeveral of his father's ſervants 
tried in vain to bring, as much above their 


ſtrength ; till the two Prieſts, his deſigned God- 


fathers, did go and fetch it eaſily. Being bap- 
tized, he diſcourſed for three days of all the 
Common places of Popery, and having con- 
firm'd the truth of them (as the Legend pre-

To return: This little Pariſh, the leaſt in 
Colcheſter except St Mary Magdalen” s, ſtands 


in the heart of the Town, and is the beſt ſituat- 


ed of any for Trade. It begins, on the South- 
ſide of the High- ſtreet, at Mr Jeremiah Da- 
niell's houſe mentioned above in St Peter's, 
and reaches thence Eaſtward as far as the houſe 
inhabited by John Rogers. Culver-Lane is its 
Southern boundary. On the North- ſide of the 


High- ſtreet, it begins at the Queen's-head- 


gate-way, and extends from thence on the Eaſt 
as far as the Shoulder-Of-mutton-Ale-houſe. 


It hath alſo Eight houſes or dwellings in Angel- 


lane : And Five in Magdalen-ſtreet. The 
whole number of Houſes or Tenements it con- 
tains, is Sixty two. In the year 1692, Two 
hundred and ſeventeen perſons were rated here 
to the Poll-tax. 

This Pariſh lyes in the Manor of the Cor- 


poration; and the Butchers Shambles, and 


other Buildings erected on the waſte, pay Rent 
or Acknowledgements to the Mayor and Com- 
monalty.

Almoſt oppoſite to this Mote-hall ſtands 
the Houſe whereon is the famous Date 1090, 
concerning which ſo much hath been written 
(5). *Tis newly rebuilt; and, before it was ſo, 
the Front was judged to be between two or 
three hundred years old; but the inner parts 
were much ancienter, nay reaſonably deemed 
to be as ancient as the time of Eudo Dapiter 
[V]; by whom it is ſuppoſed to have been 
originally built, as well as the Mote-hall. For 
there were ſeveral arched paſſages in and about 
it, built in a very ſtrong and elegant manner, 
which ſhewed not only ſigns of antiquity, but 
of grandeur. And there are ſome parts of the 
Mote-hall built in the ſame taſte. 

In this pariſh alſo ſtands a Publick Building, 
erected about the year 1590; of which the 
Upper part was formerly a Ware-houſe for 


Wool and Wool-yarn; And the Lower is uſed 


for a Fruit, Butter, Poultry, and Leather-mar- 


ket. In this Lower part, till of late years, was 
held a conſiderable Wool-market, on Tueſ- 
days; concerning which an Order, or By-law, 
was made June 2, 15953 and renewed and 
confirmed June 22, 1651; January 4, 1680, 
March 21, 172 , and September 29, 1732 (7), 
but now diſuſed (u).

The Number of Houſes, Tenements, or 
Families in it, is One hundred and ſeventeen. 
In 1692, Two hundred and feventy nine 
Perſons were rated here to the Poll-tax. 
There are not above Four acres of Land in 
this Pariſn, beſides a few Garden- grounds. By 
that means the Revenues of the Living are 
ite inconſiderable, they conſiſting only of 
intereſt of 200 J. of Queen Anne's Bounty, 
which-t.obtain'd by rotation; and of ſome vo- 
luntary Contributions. But, as all that doth 


got afford a tolerable maintenance, there is at 


preſent no Divine Service perform'd in the 
Church: Neither hath any Clergyman been of 
late inſtituted thereto; but it hath been held 


by Sequeſtration, for ſeveral years paſt, by the 


Vicar bf St Peter's, and the Inhabitants reſort 
to that Church for divine Service. There 


never was any Parſonage-houſe, or Glebe, be- 


longing to the Rector; except an Acre in 
King's Meadow, which is, and hath been long 
with-held from him. In 1691 all the Lands

This Pariſh is within the Manor of the Cor- 
poration, from which a few Leaſeholds are held; 


but anciently ſuch Eſtates were held of the

' Eaſt and Weſt Stock-well-ſtreet in this 


Pariſh, take their name from a certain Spring 
riſing in a little Lane between thoſe two 
ſtreets, called Stock-well, which hath been a 
common Well from time immemorial (5). In 
1670, the Mayor and Commonalty, by their 
Indenture bearing date Auguſt the 15th, de- 
miſed and granted for five hundred years, at 
the yearly Rent of One penny, to Alice 
Lambe Spinſter, thar Well or Fountain called 
Stockewell, fituate in the common ſtreet and 
waſte ground in the pariſh of St Martin's Col- 
cheſter, and ſo much of the waſte ground on 
the North and Weſt ſides of that Well, as 
might be ſufficient for incloſing and fencing 
in of the ſaid Well for the prevention of dan- 
ver; To the intent, that the ſaid Alice Lambe 
' thould ſet up a Pump in that Well, and per- 
mit and ſuffer the Neighbourhood thereabouts 


ceflary uſes ; they contributing and paying to 
the ſaid Alice Lambe, her executors, or aſ- 
figns, their competent ſhares and proportions

HE pariſh of Holy Trinity is bounded, 
on the Weſt, by that of St Mary's; On 


the South, by St Giles's ; On the Eaſt, by part 


of the ſame pariſh, and of St Botolph's, and 
St Nicolas's ; And on the North, by part of 
the pariſhes of St Nicolas, St Runwald, and 
St Peter . . . Culver-lane, from Mr 
Whaley's houſe to the Corner of the Lion-walk 
or Cat-lane, is its Northern boundary : As the 
ſame Mr Whaley's houſe and garden, and 
the bottom of the late Sir Iſaac Rebow's gar- 
dens, and thence croſs the Town-wall and Gut- 
ter-ſtreet as far as the extremity of the late 
Serjeant Price's Gardens, terminate it on the 
Weſt, and part of the South; And, on the reſt 


of the South, Mr William Boy's houſe, and

The Church, which is dedicated to the Holy 
Trinity, ſtands in Trinity-ſtreetz and conſiſts 
of a Body, and South-iſle which is alſo conti- 
nued the whole length of the Chancel : They 
are both tyled.

top, and hath in it but one Bell. | 


Bere-Church, alias Weſt-doniland, was many 
years, a Chapel of eaſe to this Pariſh, and the 
Rectors of Holy Trinity were inſtituted to it 


with that Chapel annexed. But in the year 
1536, the Lord Chancellor Audeley having ob- 
tained the Manor of Bere-Church-hall, and fixed 


his brother Thomas there, was deſirous of con- 


verting the Chapel of that place into a paro- 
chial Church. For that purpoſe he procured 


the conſent of William Jaye, then Rector of 


Holy Trinity, and of the Abbot and Convent 


of St John's patrons both of the Church and 
Chapel, to ſeparate them one from another ; 
having firſt obtained the King's Licence in or- 
der thereunto. And by way of recompence to 


the ſaid William Jaye (who then averr'd, he 


made not Forty three Shillings a year of the 
profits of that Chapel) the Lord Chancellor 
Audeley ſettled on him, and his ſucceſſors for 
ever, certain Meſſuage, Lands, and Heredita- 
ments in Ardley and Dedham, or one of them 
about Sixty acres in all] called Porters: and 
a portion of Tythes in Buers St Mary's, be- 
ing Ten ſhillings, parcel of the Poſſeſſions of 
the late diſolv*d Priory of St Botolph's ( þ). 
This Church obtained alſo in 1739, the be- 
nefit of 200 /. of Queen Anne's Bounty, joint- 


ly with 200. part of a 1000 J. Legacy left by 


the Rev. Mr Brooke, for the Augmentation 
of five ſmall Livings in the gift of any Biſhop, 
Dean and Chapter, or College. With thoſe 
4007. and a ſum added by the Rev. Mr Lid- 
gould the Rector, there was a Farm purchaſed 
at Walton in le Soken by the Governours of 
Queen Anne's Bounty, and ſettled for ever up- 


on this Living. | 


The Patronage of this Church was, and con- 


tinued in the Abbot and Convent of St John's 


till their Suppreſſion. Upon that it came to 
the Crown, and remain'd in the gift of the 
Lord Chancellor, till June 27, 1702; when 


George Earl of Northampton obtained it (with 
St Nicolas and St Leonard in this Town, and

the Vicarage of Ewell in Surrey) from Queen 


Anne, in exchange for the Rectory of Chern- 


cote, alias Serncote, in Wiltſhire: And, the 
19th of December following, conveyed them 
to his uncle, Dr Henry Compton, Biſhop of 


London. This good Biſhop being Viſitor of 
Balliol- college, had often declar'd, in the hear- 


ing of his nephew and executor General Hat- 
ton Compton, that he deſigned to leave thoſe 
Advowſons to the College; but died without 


having fulfilled his intent. After the Biſhop's 


death, the Executor endeavouring to-perform 


what the Biſhop, to his knowledge, intended ; 


did diſcover, that the conveyance of the above 
mention'd Churches to George Earl of Nor- 


thampton was invalid and ineffectual, inaſmuch 


as they were convey'd as Vicariages, being in 
reality Rectories. This being ſignified to George 
Earl of Northampton, he obtain'd a ſecond 
Grant of Queen Anne, dated May 18, 1713, 
of the Rectories (not Vicariages) of St Nicolas, 
St Leonard, and Holy Trinity in Colcheſter: 
And, on the zth of July 1714, the ſaid Earl, 
and his kinſman the Hon. Hatton Compton, 


Eſq; above-mention'd, Executor of the laſt 


Will of Dr Henry Compton Biſhop of Lon- 
don, conveyed thoſe three Rectories to Balliol 
College. -- | TT. . 

After the Church of St Mary's had been laid 
in ruins, as is above related; this Church of 
Holy Trinity was held by Sequeſtration by the 
Rectors of St Mary's, and ſerved for a place of 
Divine Worſhip to both Pariſhes. The Rev. 
Mr Middleton held it in the ſame manner, till 
his deceaſe in 1734. But then Dennis Alanſon, 
B. A. obtain'd it from the Crown, and was in- 


ducted April 26, 1735. He dying February 4, 


1744: 1H6 Nev. 

Charles Lidgould, M. A. Rector of Little 
Bentley in this County, was preſented by Bal- 
liol-College; and now enjoys it. 

The Rector of this pariſh hath now no Par- 
ſonage-houſe. But, from the year 1349 to 
1508, the Bailiffs and Commonalty uſed to 
grant to the Rector of this pariſh, generally 
during his life, a Meſſuage for his Rectory or 
Dwelling-houſe, oppoſite to the Church-yard ; 


which was Copyhold, and held of them by the 


rod, at will; as appears by the entries below, 


taken from the Oath-book [D]. That Meſ- 


ſuage, I gueſs, is now incorporated into thoſe 


brick-houſes which ſtand at the Weſt-end of 


the Church in Trinity-ſtreet. 

From theſe grants we learn the Names of 
ſeveral Rectors of this Pariſh, not mention'd 
by Mr Newcourt ; viz.

This Pariſh had the 5 of giving Birth 


to, and alſo of being the Seat and Reſidence 
of, the moſt learned Dr William Gilberd, [ZE] 


author of the Book De Magnete, or of the Load- | 


ſtone. - And here it will not be improper to 
give ſome account of that great Man. He 


was the ſon of Hierom Gylberd Gent. born at 


Clare in Suffolk, admitted a Free burgeſs of 
Colcheſter in 1553 (o), and ſome time Recor- 


ger of the fame (D) His great grandfather, 


Thomas Gilberd, born at Hinticlisſham in Suf- 
folk, was alſo made a Burgeſs of this Town in 
1428 (g). Dr W. Gilberd was born in the 
year 1540 (7), and ſtudied in both our Uni- 
verſities. Afterwards he travelled into foreign 
Countries; where, probably, he had the Degree 
of Doctor in Phyſic conferred upon him, for 
he doth not appear to have taken it either at 
Oxford or Cambridge. At his return, being 
famed for his learning, great knowledge in 
Philoſophy, and admirable ſkill in Chemiſtry, 
he 8 a Member of the College of Phy- 
ſicians London; and alſo chief Phyſician to Q. 


Elizabeth, who had ſo high a value for him, 


that ſhe allowed him an annual penſion, to en- 
courage him in his ſtudies. He was alſo chief 
Phyſician to K. James I. In 1 600 he publiſhed 
his Dock: De Magnete, magneticiſque corporibus, 


& de magno Magnete Ti ellure, Phyſuologia nova 


Lond. 1600. fol. Of the Magnet, (or 
Load-ſtone) and magnetical Bodies, and of 
that great Magnet, the Earth. He alſo left in 
manuſcript, De Mundo noſtro ſublunari Philo- 
ſophia nova, 1. e. Of our ſublunary World, 
Which was publiſhed at Amſterdam, 1651. 4 
from a MS. in the Library of Sir William Bol. 
Well Kt. He likewiſe invented two moſt in- 
genious and neceſſary Inſtruments for Seamen, 
to find out the Latitude of any place without 
the help of the Sun, Moon, and Stars; made 
PUNE by Tho. Blondeville at London, 1602. 
4%. Dr Gilberd died Novemb. 30, 1603. and 
was buried in the Chancel of this Church, 
where there is a Monument for him. . By his 
Will, he gave all his Books in his Library, his 
Globes, - Inſtruments, and Cabinet of Minerals 
to the College of Phyſicians, London. His 
Picture is in the Schools-gallery at Oxford, 
which ſhews him to have been of ſtature tall,

T Nicolas 8 1S the next Pariſh in order af- 


ter Trinity. It joins to it, and to St Run- 
wald's, on the Weſt; to St Botolph's, on the 
South; to All-Saints, on the Eaſt; and to part 


of this laſt, and to St Martin's, on the North. 


— And it contains Part of the High: ſtreet, 
and of Culver- lane; Part of Wire ſtrect, and 
of St. Martin's- lane; the Eaſt- ſide of the Lion- 


walk; the George-lane, and St Helen's-lane ; 


the Quakers-yard; and the Alms-houſes in 


Bucklesbury-lane [F]. In all which there are 


an hundred and Fifty four Houſes or Tene- 
ments. 

By the Terrier taken in 1610, it appears; 
that there belonged then to this pariſh above 
Twenty two acres s of land: But they have been 
moſtly invaded by other Pariſhes ; ſo that it 
retains at preſent only a piece in the Lion-walk, 
and a few Gardens 1 in Culver-lane, and St He- 
len's-lane. 


One Advantage i it hath, viz. That ſtanding 
conveniently, as it doth, in the High- ſtreet; it 


partakes, with St Peter's and St Runwald's, 
of a greater ſhare of Trade than any other. 
In 1692, Three hundred and Thirty three 
Perſons were rated here to the Poll-tax. 
This Pariſh lyes within the Manor of the 
Corporation; Only two Tenements in St He- 


len's- lane, formerly parcel of the Poſſeſſions in 
St John's Abbey, are held of the Manor of 


Weſt-Doniland, at the Will of the Lord (7). 
In St Helen's-lane in this pariſh ſtands the 
Chapel of St Helen, of which we ſhall give an 
Account below (2). 
Not far from it in Buckleſbury-lane, ſtands 
alſo the Preſbyterian Meeting-houſe, which was 
erected in the year 1693. 


There is an Alms-houſe, in Culver-lane in 


this pariſh, for Four poor perſons, founded and 
endowed by Ralph Finch ; of which you'll 
have a full account in Book III. ch. 2. | 
The Church of St Nicolas ſtands on the 
South-fide of the High- ſtreet, about the middle 
of the Town. It conſiſts of a Body, or Nave, 
tyled, and a South iſle leaded. The Tower 


ſtands about the middle of the Body of the 
Church, being partly built on the North-wall. 


In it are Five Bells, and a Clock with a Dial 
projecting out into the oe, which occaſions

On the top of the Tower there is a ſmall Bell 


in a lantern, for the Clock. About fifty years 
ago, the Tower being grown ruinous, a work- 


man from London was employed to repair it. 
Accordingly he began; but, one day, as he was 
gone to dinner the Tower fell upon the Body 
of the Church, and the Chancel, and beat the 
roof of both in. In 1721, the Weſt-end'of the 
Church was repaired, and new-pewed, at the 
charge of 68/, But the Eaſt-end, and the 
Chancel, ſtill continue ruinous. A new Bel- 


frey, built with timber and boards painted, was 
_ erected in 1729, in the manner deſcribed above, 


of which the Charge amounted to 43 J. (ww) 
There are Prayers in this Church daily at three 
o'clock in the Afternoon; and one Sermon on 
Sundays. . | 

This Rectory has been held many years by 
Sequeſtration, as it is at preſent. 

The Rector hath a pretty good Parſonage- 
houſe in the High-ftreet, cloſe to the Weſt- end 
of the Church. That part of it which joyns 
to the Church, and ſtands over the paſſage into 


the Church-yard, was repair'd by the Pariſh 


in 1695, as appears by an inſcription on the top 
of that paſſage. Beſides the Rent of this Houle, 
the Rector hath at preſent no other certain Re- 
venue, but depends upon Contributions. 

There was, in 1514, a Deſign of uniting 
this Church with that of St Mary's, as appears 
by the Note below [G].

T\ HE Pariſh of All-Saints, ſo named from 
the Church which is dedicated to All the 
Saints in general, comes next in order. On the 
Weſt, it is bounded by St Nicolas's; on the 
South, by St Botolph's ; on the Eaſt, by St 
James's, and part of St Botolph's; and on the 
North, by Mile-end. It comprehends a good 
art of the High- ſtreet; namely, on the North- 
ſide of it, from Mrs Damant's houſe incluſive 
to Eaſt- gate, and on the South-ſide of the 
fame, from the Sign of the Sea-horſe to Mr 
Weegg's ſtables: Moreover it contains part of

HE eighth and laſt Pariſh, whoſe Church 

lyeth within the Walls, is this of St 
'Tames's. *Tis bounded on the Weſt by All- 
Saints, and part of St Botolphs; On the South, 
partly by St Botolph's, St Giles's, and St Mary 
Magdalen s ; On the Eaſt, by St Leonard's, 
Greenſtead, and part of St Botolph's; And on 


the North by Mile-end. 
It contains Within the Walls, The Church; 
The Houſe of George Wegg, Eſq; his Garden 


Eaſt of the ſame, and part o his Field and Gar- 
den South of his ſaid "Houle, formerly called 
Berryfield: As alſo the Pariſh-Clerk's Houſe 


by Eaſt-gate. —— Without the Walls, it con- li 
rains part of More-lane ; Eaft-hill, and Eaſt- 


ſtreet. In all which, by an account taken in 
December 1744, there were found to be 314 
Houſes and Tenements, and 1056 Souls. [But 
George Wegg, Eſq; has, fince that, pulled 
down nine Tenements.] It hath alſo two 
Houſes, and Land, in Magdalen- ſtreet; And 
ſeveral Parcels of Land in divers places, par- 
ticularly five or ſix acres near Lexden: But the 
greateſt quantity is on each ſide of Eaſt-hill, 


and Eaſt-ſtreet, being rich meadow-grounds ; 


and near the Road to Ardley and Ipſwich, pa- 
ſture and ploughed Land.

In 1691, One hundred and Eighty eight 
pounds per annum, Land, were charged in this 
pariſh, to the King's Tax. And, the year fol- 
lowing, Four hundred and twenty . were 
rated to the Poll-tax. 

Part of this pariſh lyes within the Manor of 


the Corporation, of which ſeveral Tenements, 
and pieces of ground, are held; and part within 


the Manor of Shaw's. But three Tenements, 
formerly belonging to St John's Abbey, are held 
of the manor of Weſt-Doniland, by copy of 
Court-roll, at the Will of the Lord (&). 
In this pariſh, juſt without Eaſt-gate, lived 
Samuel Reynolds, Eſq; who was one of the Re- 
r for this Borough in the laſt Par- 
ament of K. Charles II. and in the 1ſt and 2d 
Parliaments of K. William and Q. Mary. He 
died Auguſt 23, 1694. His heirs have, ſince, 
parted with the Houſe he lived in; but ſtill have 
Eſtates in this County, particularly at Peldon. 
The Family's Arms are a chevron, chequy, be-

The Town-Gallows ſtood anciently in this 
Pariſh, even before the year 1378 (1); and there

The Church of St James's, as I Wet obſerved 
above, is large, regular, and tolerably handſom. 
It conſiſts of a Body tyled, and two Side-iſles 
' leaded, which do not reach above half way the

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Chancel. At the Weſt-end ſtands a ſquare 
Tower, in which there is only one Bell, beſides 


that on a Turret at the top, for the Clock to 


ſtrike upon. Both Church and Tower are built 
of Roman Brick and Stone. But the Chancel 
is in a more elegant manner, with a mixture of 
poliſned ſtones and flint. : | 
There is one Sermon in this Church on Sun- 
days, and Prayers on Holidays at ten o'clock. 
While the Monaſteries ſubſiſted, this Rec- 
tory continued in the gift of the Prior and Con- 
vent of St Botolph's. Rut, upon the diſſolu- 
tion of that Houſe, K. Henry VIII. granted

Of his Executor it was purchaſed by Biſhop 
Robinſon ; and his Widow, Mrs Robinfon, 
ſold it to Samuel Hill, Eſq; who exchanged it, 
in 1724, with the Crown, for the Vicariage of 
Shenſton in Staffordſhire, where Mr Hill had 
an Eſtate. |

But 
the Caſtle- lands above-mentioned being exemp- 
ted from Tithes, on account of their Paying 
them anciently to the Chapel in the Caſtle: By 
that means, this Living is not a tolerable main- 
tenance for a Clergyman. However, it Is in 
the power of the Crown to make it ſo, by an- 
nexing thereto either Greenſtead, St Mary 
Magdalen's Hoſpital, or Abberton, which are 
all in his Majeſty's gift: 129 5 | 
The 31ſt of October) 699, It was ordered 
at an Aſſembly of the Mayor, Aldermen, &c. 
That a Petition ſhould be drawn and preſented

Conſi- 
dered as a ſeparate Pariſh; it is bounded on the 
Weſt by part of St Nicolas's, of H. Trinity, 
and St Giles's : On the South, by the ſame St 
Giles's: On the Eaſt, by part of St Mary 
Magdalen's, St Leonard's, Greenſtead, and St 

James's: And on the North, by part of St

and Ardley. 
What it comprehends, in the Town. —

Within the Walls, is part of Queen's-ſtreet, of 
Wire-ſtreet, and Eld-lane. — Without the 
Walls; St Botolph's-ſtreet, part of Black-boy- 


lane, of More-lane, of Childwell-lane, and of 


Magdalen-ſtreet. There is a good quantity of 


Land in this pariſh ; which, as far as appears to

All-Saints now, by reaſon of the Endowment 
which I ſhall preſently mention, receive por- 
tions df Tithes from Lands which lye in other 
pariſhes.

moving his Stall for ſelling Leather, under the Wall of 
St Botolph's Priory, the Saturday next after the feaſt of St 
Dennis. Perhaps St Dennis's fair was then held there.

Burr, Eſq; firſt couſin to this laſt Sir Thomas, 
by his mother Rebecca, daughter of Daniel 
Burr of Amſterdam merchant (z). D. Burr hath 
ſold it, not long ſince, with other Eſtates, to 
Mr Nath. Garland, a merchant : Burt all 
the demeſne Lands, and ſite of the Manor, are 
in Capt. Thomas Kilham of London. 

Dilbridge, in this Pariſh, formerly belong- 
ing to the Prior and Canons of St Botolph's, is 
alſo ſometimes called a Manor; and otherwiſe 
the Grange [i. e. Barn, or Granary 
bridge (o). Upon the Diſſolution of St Bo- 
tolph's Priory, it was granted by K. Henry 
VIII, in 1536, to Sir Thomas Audeley Lord 
Chancellor of England (p). The ſame year, 
Audeley obtained a Licenſe to alienate it to ; Xa 
Chriſtmaſs ; who, in 1552, ſold it to George 
Chriſtmaſs, Eſq; and his heirs, and to Edward 
Markaunt (3). Elizabeth, daughter of George 
Chriſtmaſs, 3 the ſecond wife of John 
Lucas, Eſq; (r) and brought this Manor into 
that family But it ſeems to have come into 
the preſent branch of it by purchaſe. 

In More-lane, in this pariſh, ſtands the In- 
dependents Meeting-houſe, upon part of the 


Priory-Garden; built ſince the Revolution. 


In Eld- lane, within this Pariſh alſo, is the 
Anabaptiſts Meeting-houſe. Near which, in 
a place named the Red-houſe, formerly lived 
John Baſtwick Doctor of Phyſick, who made ſo 
much noiſe in the laſt Century. He was born 


at Writtle in this County, in the year 1393; Church; of which ſee an account in Book II. 


and entered in Emmanuel College, Cambridge, 
May 19, 1614, where he continued but a little 


while. Leaving the Univerſity without a de- 


gree, he travelled beyond Sea for the ſpace of 
nine years, where he ſpent his time between 
the Schools and the Camp, and was made 
Doctor of Phyſick at Padua. Upon his return 
to England, he ſettled in this Town, where he 
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practiſed Phyſick for a while. But ſome Books 
he publiſhed, diſagreeable to the Court, brought 
him into very great Troubles. The Reader

And, after his deceaſe, 
Sir Edward North, and Sir Thomas Pope, 
Knights, Executors of the laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment of him the ſaid Lord Chancellor Audeley, 
Jointly with Edmund Marten, Thomas Gynlett, 
and Thomas Audeley Eſq; brother of the afore- 
ſaid Lord Audeley; for the greater and more 
perfect accompliſhment, performance, and exe- 
cution of the Covenants and Grants above- men- 
tioned; and alſo in conſideration of the ſum of 
Forty pounds ſterling, paid by Richard Aw- 


filde and William Hutton, Wardens of the 


Church of All-Saints, to the ſaid Thomas Lord 
Audeley, in his life-time, in full purchaſe and 
bargain of the ſaid Tithes ; Did give, grant, 
ſell, and confirm to Robert Plumpton Rector 
of All-Saints, and his Succeſſors for ever, all 


the Tithes afore-mention'd, within the Town 


of Colcheſter, and elſewhere. This Deed bears 


date May 14, 1544, and is placed in the A 


pendix (w).

holding his Rectory of Styſtead in commendam 
with that See (i). In the year 1619, he was 
tranſlated to Norwich, and confirm'd in the 
ſame, Auguſt 28 (e). But being one of thoſe 
who were branded with the name of Armini- 


ans, he underwent ſome Trouble from the 


Puritan Faction ; and, May 19, 1624, was ac- 
cuſed by the Commons, at a Conference, of 
ſeveral Miſdemeanors (1). Upon the death of 


Seorge Montaigne Archbiſhop of York, being 


tranflated to that Archbiſhoprick, he was elect- 


ed Novemb. 26, 1628, and confirm'd the 2304

1629, was ſworn of the Privy Council (). He 
enjoyed his Archiepiſcopal Dignity but a little 
while: For he died at Morton in the Marſn in 
Glouceſterſhire, in May 1631, and was buried 
in Chigwell-Church (v0).

IHE Pariſh of St Giles's [J, to which 
we proceed next, is bounded on the 
North, and Weſt, by St Botolph's, and by part 
of H. Trinity, of St Mary's, and alſo of Stan- 
way: On the South, by part of Layer de la 
Hay, Bere-Church, and Eaſt-Doniland: And, 


on the Eaſt, by the laſt mentioned Pariſh, by 


the Channel, and the Hyth. 8 
It contains, -—£— within the Town, all 
St John's-green, part of. Lodder's-lane, and of 
Stanwell-ftreet, the lane leading from St John's- 
green to Hog: lane, and part of Magdalen 


ſtreet.— Within the Country it extends a great 


way, and contains a large Diſtrict of Land, 
moſt of which was part of the Demeſnes of St 
John's Abbey. In the Land- tax- rates of 1691, 
above Three hundred and twenty pounds a 
year, Land, were ch to the King's-tax. 
Many Houſes have been pulled down in this 
pariſh ; particularly a large range, called the 
Star-yard from an Ale-houſe there having that 
ſign.

I. Conſidered as a Pariſh, it is the leaſt in 
Colcheſter. For it contains but 38 Houſes, or 


Tenements, upon Magdalen-green,and in Mag- 
dalen-ſtreet. And of Land it hath only about 


Fifty acres. In 1692, no more than Twenty 


eight perſons were rated here to the Poll-tax. 
This ſmallneſs of the Pariſh has brought it 

into very great diſtreſs. For having been al- 

ways inhabited by weavers, and the poorer 


fort of people; many of them become ex- 


tremely, nay almoſt intolerably, chargeable. 
So that, April 20, 1694, the Inhabitants repre- 
ſented, in a Petition to the Mayor and Com- 
monalty, That their weekly Diſburſements to 
the Poor were 1 J. 3 5. 64. and their Extraor- 
dinaries often One pound, or Thirty ſhillings 
a week beſides: and there were but Seven per- 


ſons in the pariſh able to pay. They had then 


Five ſhillings weekly out of Trinity-pariſh': 


Notwithſtanding which, they petitioned for 
relief ; the Land-holders having, for the Quar- 


ter paſt, paid to the Poor the full value of their 


Rents (o). At this preſent time the Poor-rates 


are. Twelve ſhillings in the pound. 


On account of the ſame ſmallneſs of this pa- 
riſh, there hath not been any Inſtitution or In- 
duction to the Rectory for many years; nay, 
at no time whatever,, as far as I can find. 


I TI proceed therefore to St Mary Magdalen's 
Hoſpital. 


II. This Hoſpital, deſigned at firſt for the 
Reception of Leprous [P] and infirm people, 


was founded, at the command of K. Henry I. 


[2 ] by Eudo his Steward, the ſame munificent 
Perſon that was the Founder of St John's Ab- 
bey; and dedicated to St Mary Magdalen. 
The original Endowment of it was much the 


ſame as of the preſent Hoſpital ; of which the

which were diſtributed to the Poor here in a 
certain Portion of Bread, Beer, and Meat every 
day (4). 3 


. Stephen gave them Eighteen acres of 


| land in perpetual alms, out of which they uſed | 


to pay 3s. 3d. a year, towards the ferm of 
Colcheſter.— K. Henry II. took them, and all 
their poſſeſſions into his protection, as thaſe 
who were of the alms of his grand- father K. 
Henry I. and confirmed to them Six pounds 
out of Brightlingſea-manor, which that King 
had given them. Enjoyning, that none ſhould 
moleſt them, nor put them upon pleas, except 
before the King in perſon, or his Juſtices by his 
order. K. Richard I. granted them a Fair of 
two days in the year, namely, on the Vigil, 
and Feaſt-day, of St Mary Magdalen, Ja 
21ſt and 22d. He alſo took them, and all 
they had, into his protection; ordering, That 
no Brother ſhould be admitted into the Ho- 
ſpital, without the conſent and will of the ſaid 
Lepers. All which Privileges were amply con- 
firmed by K. Henry III. Edward III. and 
Richard II. [R]. 
But in the time of K. Edward I, Abbot 
Adam de Campes not only with-held their 
Tithes and , the Penſion of vi pounds above- 
mentioned; but alſo having crattily deſired to 


ſee their Charter, flung it into the fire; took 


away their common Seal; and compelled them 
to ſwear obedience to him; and turned ſuch as 
refuſed out of their Dwellings. For redreſs 
whereof the poor Brethren applied to Parlia- 
ment, and were reinſtated (7). ; 

The Maſter of this Hoſpital was anciently 
named Prior of the Hoſpital of St Mary Mag- 
dalen (s) : and owed ſuit at the Law-hundred 
Courts 723 +: 

Upon the general Deſtruction of the Hoſpi- 
4als in K. Edward the Sixth's reign, This un- 


derwent the common fate. However, it doth 


not ſeem to have been immediately granted 
away; for, in the year 1558, it was held by 
Bonner Biſhop of London in fre alms (). 
After that, — the Lands belonging to. it were 
ſquandered away, and ſome irrecoverably loſt ; 
and the Chapel of the Hoſpital was totally de- 
moliſhed (w). 
granted the Revenues lately belonging thereto, 
to Nicaſius Yetſweirt (x), her Secretary for the 
French tongue, and one of the Clerks of the 
Signet ()). But K. James I. in order to bring 
it again to its pious and charitable uſe, Re- 
founded it, in the year 1610, under the title 
of, The College or Hoſpital of K. James with- 
in the Suburbs of the Town of Colcheſter : 
Reſtoring-all the Lands, Revenues, and Poſ- 
ſeſſions whatever ſettled at firſt upon it by the 
Founder : Ordaining, That it ſhould conſiſt of 
a Maſter, and Five poor Perſons ſingle, or 
unmarried : That the Maſter ſhould have the

Thirteen ſhillings a- 
piece, at the Feaſts of the Nativity of Chriſt, 
the Annunciation of the Virgin Mary, St John 
the Baptiſt, and St Michael the Arch-angel. 
That they ſhould be placed in for life; and cho- 


ſen by the Maſter, who hath power to turn 


them out for a reaſonable cauſe. That they 
ſhould be a Body Corporate, and have a com- 
mon Seal. That the Maſter, with the Attor- 
ney and Sollicitor-general's conſent and concur- 


rence, might make all proper Laws and Ordi- 
nances for the better regulation and manage- 


ment of this Hoſpital, and the revenues of the 
ſame. Finally, the King granted and confirmed 


to them All the Liberties, Franchiſes, Immu- 


nities, Exemptions, Privileges, Lands, Tene- 
ments, and Hereditaments whatſoever, which 
any Maſter and Poor of this Hoſpital had at 
any time enjoyed. The Viſitor, is the Lord 
Chancellor, or Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, 
who puts in the Maſter (z).

VIIs Pariſh is named St Leonard's, from 
the Church which is dedicated to that 


| Saint; and the Hyth, from the Saxon word 


ys ſignifying a Harbour, becauſe it is the 
Town-Harbour. It is but a ſmall Pariſh; ha- 
: ving, on the Weſt and South, St Mary Mag- 
dalen's, and part of St James's, St Botolph's, 
and St Giles's; On the Eaſt, Greenſtead; And, 
on the North, part of St Botolph's, and St 
James. Fr MO OY 

This Pariſh is within the Manor of the Cor- 
poration, which hath there ſome profitable 
pieces of Waſte, leaſed out for Coal - yards, 
. Lime-kilns, a Saltcote, &c. that bring in a con- 
ſiderable yearly Income to the Mayor and 
Commonalty. | | 

Three hundred and forty three perſons were 
rated here to the Poll-tax, in the year 1692. 

And the number of Acres of Land in this 
Pariſh, returned in 1599, was above Thirty. 

There are in this pariſh an hundred and thir- 
ty ſeven Houſes or Tenements. 


What renders this Pariſh moſt conſiderable, 


and brings thither a pretty good Traffick, is the 
Conveniency of Water- Carriage: For the Chan- 
nel that comes up to it, opens into the German 
Sea, and the Tide flows here from five to ſeven 
feet at a neap, and nine or ten feet at a ſpring 

Tide; fo that a Veſſel of about ninety- tuns, 
loaded, can come up with eaſe to the Key [&]. 
And this is what hath made Colcheſter paſs for 
a Port, and be honoured as ſuch, tho? the Town 
18 in reality eight or nine Miles diſtant from 
the neareſt Sea-ſhore. Its Arms as a Port, are 
a Raven [T], and the chief Magiſtrate, before 


we had Bailiffs, was named Port-reve, as I have 


obſerved above. e 
The Goods brought to this Town by water, 
were wont formerly to be unloaded at the Old 
Hyth, as hath been ſhewn under St Giles's. At 
what time this old Harbour came to be neglect- 
ed, andanewoneto be made at St Leonard's, I 
never could find. But it was before the year 
1276: For, the New Hyth is mentioned in ſome 
Records of that date [U}, being the ancienteſt 
Court-Rolls belonging to this Town that are 
extant. | | 
This being ſo beneficial an Inlet to Trade, 
great care was taken to cheriſh and encourage 
what thus tended to the Good and Advantage 
of the Town. For that purpoſe, all Endea- 
vours were uſed to keep the Channel clean, and 
in good repair. What methods were anciently

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taken for that end, doth not appear upon record. 


Only an Aid was granted March 4, in the 3d 


of K. Edward VI. for and towards the amend- 
ment of the Haven, Channel; and Water at the 
New Heth; which was raiſed on the Inhabi- 
tants of the ſeveral Pariſhes in this Town; and 


amounted, in the whole to 197 J. The higheſt 


Sum yo by any one perſon, was ten pounds; 
and the loweſt, four pence. But it ſeems to 
have been a voluntary contribution (d). 
Again, Augult 2, 1592, It was ordered at 
an Aſſembly, That Ten pounds yearly ſhould 
be paid by the Chamberlain, towards the amend- 
ment of the Channel, to Overſeers choſen from 
time to time, who ſhould lay it out thereon : 
As allo the Money received from the Dutch 
Merchants, for the exportation of Bays, which 
was twelve pence of every pack ; and five pence 


of every half-pack : And that, the Tueſday 
next after Michaelmaſs, four Overſeers of the 


Channel ſhould be choſen to lay out the Mo- 
ney (e). 1 | LG's 
Since the beginning of the laſt century, ſe- 


veral Acts have paſſed, for repairing and main- 


taining the Haven, River, and Channel unto 


this Town; and for cleanſing and making 


them navigable. The firſt was November 8, 
1623. This Act begins with obſerving, That 
the Haven, River, and Channel, had of late 
pep been ſo filled, choaked, and ſtopped up 


etween the Hyth-mill and Rowhedge, that 
Ships-could not come up to the accuſtomed 


landing-place called the New-Hyth, as uſed in 


times paſt ; and was like dayly more and more 
to decay, if ſome ſpeedy courſe and remedy 


were not taken for the repayring and amending 
thereof : And, becauſe the Charge to repaire 
and amend the ſame was Þ great, that the In- 


habitants were not able to perform it, without 


ſome help from ſuch as ſhould come and trade 


with ſhipping and merchandiſes, and arrive 


within the ſaid Haven, River, and Channel: 
It was therefore enacted, That, for Fifteen years 
next coming, the Bailiffs of the Town of Col- 
cheſter, their Deputies, Officers, and Aſſigns, 
might receive and take from all perſons com- 
ing into that Haven, River, and Channel, with 
Ships, &c. and ſhould load or unload any Veſ- 
ſel, or part thereof, either at Rowhedge, or be- 
tween ten and the Hyth, particular 


ſums, mentioned in the Appendix Ne. III. - TO 


be employed for and towards the maintenance 
of the ſaid Haven, River, and Channel And 
The Forfeitures levied for not paving, or 


neglecting to maintain the pavement of this 
Town, were by this Act appropriated to the 


ſame uſe. | 

The next Act for cleanſing and making na- 
vigable the Channel, was paſſed in the begin- 
ning of the year 1698. By this it appears, 
That the River and Channel were then ſo fill- 
ed, choaked, and ſtopped up, between the

prejudicial to them, but to all other Traders, 


and would be yet more injurious to them, if 
ſome ſpeedy courſe or Remedy were not taken 
for Repairing, Amending, and Maintaining 


the ſaid Chanel and River, by Clearing, Clean/- 


ing, Deepning and Widening the ſame, and cutting 


croſs ſuch Point and Points of Land as were fo 


grown up as aforeſaid. In order theretore to 


defray the Charge thereof, it was enacted, That 


from the 1ſt day of May, in the year 1698, 


for and during the ſpace of Twenty one years 
thence next enſuing, all Merchants, Owners, or 


Occupiers of any Goods, Wares, and Mer- 


chandizes, brought into the ſaid River and 
Channel; and landed at, or ſhipped from, 
Wivenhoe or the New-Hithe in Colcheſter, 'or 
between either of the ſaid places; ſhould pay 
the Duties and ſums following; i. e. For every 


Bay, Say or Perpetuane, One half- penny per 
piece; For every tun of Timber, Six-pence z 


For every tun of Chalk for Lime, Three- 


pence ; For every tun of paving Stone, Six- 
pence ; For every tun of all other kind of 
Stones, or of Tobacco-pipe-clay, Aſhes, or 
Pan-tyles, and for every Chalder of Fullers 


earth, or Chalder of Sea-coal, Twelye-pence ; 


For every tun of Oyl, Three ſhillings ; For 


every tun of Wines or Brandies, Five ſhillings; 


And for every tun of all other Goods, Wares, 


and Merchandizes, not before particularly ex- 


preſſed, Two ſhillings ; And ſo after the ſame 


rate and proportion for every greater or leſſer 


quantities. 


And in order to make the ſaid Channel and 
River more convenient, navigable, and paſſable 
for Ships and Veſſels from Wivenhoe up to the 


New Hithe, It was further enacted, That it 


ſhould and might be lawful for the Mayor and 
Commonalty, their aſſigns and workmen, to 


cut all the Land and Ground, which the ſaid 


Mayor and Aldermen ſhould have aſſigned and 
laid out for ſuch Channel of the ſaid River, not 
exceeding One hundred foot in breadth ; and 
to make new, or larger, all ſuch Cuts, Trench- 
es, or Paſſages for water, in, upon, or through, 
ſuch Land or Ground, as they ſhould think fit 
or neceſſhry for the better effecting and carry- 
ing on the cad Undertaking; making fatisfac- 
tion to the Owners, occupiers, and proprietors 
of ſuch land and ground (). 

By virtue of this Act, the Channel was clean- 
ſed and enlarged between the years 1698 and 
1709. [ 

But large ſums having been borrowed upon

the credit of the Act, for the more ſpeedy and 
effectual compleating of the work; which, by 
reaſon of the Duties falling ſhort, could not be 
repaid within the twenty one years: And, par- 
ticularly, there remaining due to the Executor 
of William Hewer late of Clapham in Surrey 
Eſq; 1 200 J. that could not be diſcharged, nor 
the Channel effectually repaired and amended, 
unlefs a further proviſion was made by Parlia- 
ment. Therefore, in 1719, an Act was obtain- 
ed, for Enlarging the time granted by the laſt 
Act, and for making it more effectual. It was 
to laſt from May 1, 1719, to May 1, 1740. And 
the Duties thereby granted, were, One Moiety 
or Half part of the Duties granted by the for- 
mer Act; charged upon all ſuch Goods, Wares, 
and Merchandizes, as were in the ſaid former 
Act mentioned, and no more. 5 

It likewiſe enacted, That all Ships and Veſſels 
taking Ballaſt in the river Colne, ſhould be ob- 
liged to take the ſame of ſuch perſon or perſons 
as ſhould be from time to time appointed by 
the Commiſſioners; which Ballaſt ſhould be got 
in the Channel and not elſewhere. _ | 

And, That it might be lawful for the Mayor 
and Commonalty, or their aſſigns, at any time, 
during the continuance of this Act, to make 
and uſe a Track-path, for one or more horſe 
or horſes, from Wivenhoe to the Hithe at Col- 
cheſter on the one ſide of the River, and from 
Fingringhoe to the ſaid Hithe on the other 
ſide, as the ſaid Mayor and Commonalty 
ſhould think neceſſary ; firſt agreeing with the 
reſpective Proprietors of the Land for the ſame. 

Finally, All ſort of Corn or Grain was decla- 
red exempt from any Channel Duty whatſoe- 


ver, impoſed by this Act. 


Some time after, a Lock was erected on the 
Channel, which was found of very great uſe 
and ſervice. But becauſe it could not be ſup- 


Ported, and the Channel be kept cleanſed and 


fit for Navigation, unleſs ſome further Proviſi- 
on were made by Parliament for the ſame; 
an Act therefore was procur'd, in 1740, for 
further enlarging the Term granted by the two 
laſt Acts. After continuing and confirmin 
them for ever (except where altered by this 
Act) It declared and enacted, That the Duty 
granted and to be raiſed and continued, by 
virtue of this Act, ſhall be Three pence a Chal- 
der, and no more for every Chalder of Sea- 
coal, and ſo after the ſame rate for any greater 
or leſs quantity, which ſaid Duty ſhall conti- 
nue, and be in full force and effect, from the 
firſt day of May 1740, for and during the ſpace 
and term of Forty years, and no longer ; and 
no other Duty except the Arrears under the ſaid 
recited Acts, or either of them, ſhall be raiſed 
upon any other Goods, Wares, Merchandizes, 
or Things whatſoever [A].

therefore been taken of what turn'd to ſo good 
an Advantage. And, firſt, for the better ſe- 
curing of them, It hath ever been a Rule; 
That all Wares and Merchandiſes imported to, 
or exported from, this Town, ſhould be load- 
ed and unloaded at Wivenhoo, or the Hyth, 
and no where elſe [7]. Next, a Water-Bailiff 
hath been appointed, many Years, for the more 
ready and effectual Collecting the Duties of the 
Channel. As it may be a pleaſure to the Rea- 
der, to know what yearlybſum theſe Duties 
have been let for at different times, I ſhall give 
a ſhort account of it in the Note [Z]. And I 
ſhall place in the Appendix, An Alphabetical 
Table of the antient Toll, Cuſtoms, Fees, and 
Duties, payable, and due to the Mayor and 
Commonalty of Colcheſter, and their Water- 
Miliff; for all manner of Goods, &c. brought 
unto, and carried from the Port of Colcheſter, 
by water: As they were ſettled Octob. 26, 1374, 
and renewed March 2, 1665 [I]. | 

There is a Cuſtom-houſe here, in which, for 
the better ſecuring and management of his Ma- 
jeſty's Revenues, are the following Officers. A 
Collector: A Comptroller : A Surveyor: Two 
Land-waiters ; one here, and one at Wiven- 
hoo: A Superviſor of the Cuſtoms : and Three 
Riding-officers. Four Coal-meters, and a Corn- 
meter.—There belong alſo two Sloops to this 
Cuſtom-houſe, in each of which are about

An Account is given above of the Hyth- 
bridge, and of the Time when it was made 
(S). Before that, there was only a Foot- bridge, 
erected about the year 1406 or 1407, by the 
conſent of the Bailiffs and of Twenty four of 
the Council of the Town: Who covenanted 
with thoſe Inhabitants of the Hyth, to whom 
Liberty was given of building it, That it ſhould 
not be above Eighteen inches wide; and never 
be made fit for horſe or carts to go over: If it 
were otherwiſe, or proved any prejudice to this 
Town, it was immediately to be demoliſh'd. 
And it was to be ſo built, as not to hinder the 
Navigation up to Eaſt-bridge (+).

The Church of St Leonard's is neat, well- 
proportion'd, and Well-built. It conſiſts of a

The Roof of the 
Church, and, of the Side Ifles, is of exquiſite 
Workmanſhip. The Roof of the Chancel is 
wainſcotted, and on the boards are painted the 
Patriarchs or Anceſtors of Jeſus Chriſt, accord- 
ing to his Genealogy in St Matthew and St 
Luke. | .

The learned William Baxter imagined, it was 
ſo called from LEG. that is the 14th Legion 
quartered here (n). And a Friend fancied, it 
took its denomination from Lex or Law, be- 
cauſe the Hundred-Court uſed to be held there. 
But I think both without ſufficient foundatis 
on. For, as the termination den, or dun, is 
plainly Saxon; the former ſignifying a Valley, 
and the latter a Hill, both which agree to Lex 
den; it is hardly credible that the firſt ſyl- 
lable ſhould be fetched from the Latin. Tis 
therefore moſt probably a Saxon word entire- 
ly.

However it be; At the time of William 
the Conqueror's Survey, Leſſenden as it is 
there called, was only a Berewite [F] i. e. a 
village or Hamlet, in Stanway - Manor, as 
Leyre alſo was. In Edward the Confeſſor's 
reign, itꝰ contain'd within 4 Hides, 6 Villans, 
10 Bordars, 4 Servants, 4 Carucates held by 


the Tenents, and was worth 22 J. At the

Circumſtances are fo altered from what 
they originally were, when Lexden was only 
a Berewite to Stanway-manor ; that the Lord 
of Stanway-hall-manor doth at prefent owe 
to this, Fine, Suit of Court, and a pair of 
gilt ſpurs, or a yearly Rent of Six-pence (+). 

Belonging to the Lord of this Manor there 
was anciently a very fine Park in this pariſh ; 
the greateſt part of which lay on the North 
fide of the River, oppoſite to the Shepen. 
How far it extended towards the Eaſt, or 
Bergholt-road, appears from hence, that the 
Five acres of land in Lexden, belonging to the 
Free-ſchool in this Town, were adjoining to 
the Park-pale(7).

f now, the number of Perſons rated here to the 


Poll- tax, was One hundred and ſeven. 

In Edward the Confeſſor's reign, Godric, a 
freeman, that is a perſon of 2 (o), had 
in this pariſh 4 houſes with land, 4 hides, 
and the Church. But at the time of William 


the Baſtard's Survey, it was found that God- 


ric's ſons had lett the land in four parts. 


Two of them the King had; and there, in two 
hides, were two carucates in demeſne, 3 vil- 


lanes, 2 ſervants, 24 acres of meadow and 
marſh, and half a mill: value 40 3. Earl Eu- 
ſtace had another part; in which there was 
1 hide, the Church, the fourth part of a mill, 
and of a meadow : Value 30 5. John Fitz- 
Waleram had: the fourth part, with x hide, 
the fourth part of a mill, and of a meadow : 
Value 30 5. (p) . 

This Manor, or at leaſt three parts of it, 
were afterwards in Eudo Dapifer, who ſettled 
them upon his new foundation of St John's Ab- 
bey, with the Tithes of this whole pariſh (). 
But the fourth part of the vill of Greneſtede 
was given (by whom is unknown) to the Pri- 
or and Canons-of St Botolph's, and confirm'd 


to them by K. Richard I. (7) Upon the diſſo- 
lution of the Monaſteries, this laſt part was 


given to the Lord Chancellor Audeley (5). 
But the Manor was granted by K. Henry 
VIII. April 10, 1339. to Thomas Cromwell, 
ſoon after created Earl of Eſſex (1). Upon 
whoſe Attainder it reverting to the Crown; 
K. Henry, December 14, 1540. let a Twenty 
one years leaſe of it to Thomas Barvys, or 


Barnys, at the yearly rent of 17 J. [X]. And 


confirmed to Sir John Raynsford, a leaſe of the 
Herbage and Pannage of Greenſtead Park, de- 
miſed to him by the late Abbot and Monks of 
St John's, at 205. per annum. 

In the year 1557. Bernard Hampton, Eſq; 


one of the Clerks of the Privy Council, pur- 


chaſed of K. Philip and Q. Mary, for the ſum 
of Four hundred and Fourteen pounds Seven 


ſhillings and Four pence, the Reverſion of all 


the premiſſes; viz. of the ſite of the Manor of 
Greenſtead, and the whole yearly ſum of 17. 
And alſo the whole Houſe, Manor, and Park 


. 
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of Greenſtead; belonging to the late attainted 
Monaſtery of St John's. And all the Build- 
ings, Lodges, Deers, Court leet, &c. in Green- 
ſtead Pentrice and the ſuburbs of Colcheſter: 
with all woods, &c. amounting in the whole to 
the clear yearly value of 40 J. Reſerving to his 
Majefty the bells, and lead (except what was ity 
gutters) and all advowſons, &c. To have and 
to hold the aforeſaid Manor, Park, &c. to the 
{laid Bernard Hampton, his heirs and aſſigns, to 
their own proper uſe for ever, by the 4oth part 
of a Knight's-fee : Paying to the King and his 
heirs 20 J. per annum (u). 

It not did long continue in this family: For, 
July 2, 1360. Bernardine (ww) [or, according 
to others, (x) Leonard] Hampton, the fon, 


got a Licenſe to alienate all the premiſſes to 


Laurence Cockfon : Who, Decemb. 18. 1563, 
fold them again to Thomas Lucas, Eſq; (y). 
And they have paſſed, as the Manor of Mile- 
end-hall, to the Hon. Philip Yorke, Eſq; 

In the grant, or fale, to B. Hampton, there 
was included; a Meadow at Eaſt-Bridge, called 
Faft-Meadow, containing Three acres, lately 
belonging to St John's Abbey, and leaſed 
Novemb. 29, 1542, to Edward Cole: And 
Eight acres of Meadow, lying in Whave-Mea- 
dow within the Manor of Green-ſtead ; and a 
Field in the ſame pariſh, called Whiten-field, 
containing Fifteen acres ; that had been ler 
July 9. 1544. to John Ryther for 21 years (2). 
All which I ſuppoſe were conveyed with the 
reſt of the Eſtate. „„

The Church of Greenſtead is of one pace 
with the Chancel ; and both are tyled. At the

This Rectory was all along in the gift of the 
Abbot and Convent of St John's in this Town, 
till their ſuppreſſion, It then came to the 
Crown, and hath ever ſince continued in the 
gift of the Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper 
of the Great Seal, It is rated in the King's 
books at 5 J. | £

S the laſt of the four Out-pariſhes, within 


the Bounds and Liberties of the Town of 


Colcheſter. Its name Bere-Church, denotes a 
Church in the Corn-fields [Z]; And it is call- 
ed MWeſt-Doniland, on account of its ſituation 
with regard to Eaft- Doniland. But from 
whence the word Doniland is deriv'd I am not 
able 'to judge : Unleſs it is from the Saxon 
word bun-land, a hilly land or place; of the 
ſame ſignification as the Downs in many coun- 
ties. And what ſeems to make it probable, 
is, that it was anciently written Duniland. 
It hath on the South, Abberton, and Layer 
de la Hay; on the Wet, Stanway ; on the 
North, St Giles's, and part of St Botolph's 
and on the Eaſt, part of St Giles's, and Eaſt- 
Doniland. . 
This pariſh is within the Manor of Weſt- 


Doniland. It is very ſmall ; for,fin 1692, there 
| were but Thirty five perſons rated therein to - 


the Poll-Tax. : 8 0 
Eudo, founder of St John's, gave this Ma- 
nor, among others to that Abbey [Z]. And 
it remain'd in the poſſeſſion of the Abbot and 
Monks *till their ſuppreſſion, when it came 
to the Crown. K. Edward VI, in the year 
1547, June 22, granted not only this Manor, 
but the ſite of St John's Abbey, and the de- 
meſnes thereunto belonging, &c. to John Dud- 


ley Viſcount Liſle and Earl of Warwick, after- 
wards the Great Duke of Northumberland (c). 


Monk-wick was always an Appendage to 
this Manor.

As this was for ſome time a Seat of a 
Branch of the Audeley-family, I ſhall give 
ſome account of them here. 

And ſhall begin with Thomas Audeley 
Lord Chancellor of England, to whom they 
owed their Riſe, Grandeur, and Riches. This 


Thomas Audeley was not deſcended from the 


ancient and noble Family of Audley, or Al- 
dithley, as might be imagined from the name 
[E]; but was born of obſcure Parents at 
Earl's-Colne in this County,. in the year 1488 


(s). Being brought up to the Law, his firſt 


preferment was to be 'Town-clerk of Colcheſ- 
ter (Y); and in the year 1516 he was admitted 
a free burgeſs of the ſame (#). As he ſo well

Jeant (5): and, ſhortly after, Chancellor of the 
Court of Augmentation (z). Upon the reſignati- 


on of Sir Thomas More, he was conſtituted Lord 


Keeper of the Great Seal, May 20, 1532, and 
knighted : and on the 26th of January 1 533, 
declared Lord Chancellor (a). He was very 
zealous in the diſſolution of the Monaſteries; 
and obtained from the King, Chrift-Church- 


Priory near Aldgate London; St Botolph's 


Priory, the Crouched Friers, and other large 
poſſeſſions in and about this Town; and eſpe- 
cially the great Abbey of Walden. Novemb. 
29, 1538, he was created Baron Audeley of 

alden, and inſtalled Knight of the Garter (5). 
He died April 30, 1544, aged 56, and was 
buried in a new Chappel he had erected at 
Walden. His Lady was Elizabeth, daughter 
of Thomas Grey Marquis of Dorſet ; by whom 
he had two Daughters, Margaret, and Mary. 
The latter died without iſſue. But Margaret 
was married, 1. to Henry Dudley (a younger 
fon of John Dudley Duke of Northumberland, 
ſlain at St Quintin in Picardy in 2337) and 2.

Thomas, eldeſt ſon of Sir Henry, as menti- 
on'd above, ſeems to have been a conſiderable 
acquirer. For, in April 1685, he purchaſed 
of Mary Yate, &c. the Manor of Heath in He- 
refordſhire ; and; at other times; the Manor 
of Dagnham in this County of Sir Richard 
Allibon Kt. and the manor or meſſuage of Goſ- 
backs in Stanway, of Sir Edward Gage Kt. and 
others. He died about the beginning of the 
year 1697 without iſſue; and inteſtate: where- 
upon the foreſaid Eſtates deſcended to his two 
ſiſters and coheirs. Mary, ſome time after the 
death of her ſiſter Katharine, filed a Bill in 
Chancery againſt her ſon and heir Henry Bar- 
ker: and at length it was decreed, That © Mary 
Audeley ſhould have the Manor of Heath, and 
Henry Barker the manors of Dagnham and 
Goſbacks (n)). 

WE © Bere-Church-hall, and the paternal E- 
ſtate of the Audeleys, deſcended to Henry, the 
younger ſon. He was a weak and wicked man, 
that became a prey to his vices, and to ſome 
of his retainers that had more cunning than 
honeſty. After having waſted his Eſtates, he 
was forced to take ſhelter in the Fleet, where 
he died a priſoner, Septemb. 1, 1714, having 
been long parted from his Wife. A friend com- 
ing accidentally to ſee him, found he was dead, 
and juſt ready to be put into a mean coffin, | 
fuch as is beſtowed on the moſt deſpicable pri- 
ſoners : But he ſtopping the Burial, and giving 
notice of it to his widow, ſhe allowed 80 /. 
for the funeral; and accordingly he was brought 
down, and buried in this Church September 6.

T HIS noble and frately Monaſtery was 


was founded by Eu po, Dapifer, Sewer 


or Steward, to William I. furnamed the Con- 
queror. He was a perſon of great eminence 


in his time; His father; Hubert de Rie, was 


a ſervant and favorite to that Prince; who ſent 
him Embaſſador into England, with a grand 


retinue, to Edward the Confeſſor, then lying; 


on his death-bed. And he managed with fo 


much dexterity, that Edward appointed Wil- 


lam to ſucceed him in the Engliſh throne, 
For which good ſervice Hubert had the pro- 


miſe of the office of Steward of William's 
houſhold, as ſoon as he ſhould be poſſeſs'd of 


the Crown. But after his Conqueſt, being ap- 
prehenſive of ſome commotions in Normandy, 
he ſent back hither Hubert, with his three el- 
deſt ſons, to keep all things quiet there, being 


perſons in whom he could thoroughly confide

land, in K. William's ſervice, who gave him 
very large poſſeſſions; viz. Twenty five Lord- 


ſhips in Eſſex, Seven in Hertfordſhire, One in 
Berkſhire, Twelve in Bedfordſhire, Nine in 


Nortolk, and Ten in Suffolk (p). Shortly af- 


ter, he was made Steward of the King” $ houſ- 


hold, in the room of William Fitz-Oſbern.

queror, in Normandy, when he lay on his death- 
bed, he adviſed the young Prince, not to neg- 
le& ſo fair an opportunity. Whereupon they two 
paſſed into England; and 
of the Royal Treaſury, then at Wincheſter, to 


deliver the keys of it to them. Next, Eudo 


poſted to Dover, a Haſtings, and other 
Caſtles along the Sea-coaſt ; and made the keep- 
ers of them ſwear, not to deliver them up to 
any one but whom he ſhould appoint : pretend- 
ing, that the King deſigned to make a conſi- 
derable ſtay in Normandy, and would have 
good aſſurance of the ſafety of his Caſtles, from 
himſelf, his ſteward. Having ſecured theſe 
important points, he diſcovers the King's death; 
and thus was William Rufus, by his means and 
contrivance, quietly placed on the. Engliſh 
throne. For which important ſervice, he be- 


- came a great favourite of that King, and very 
conſiderable throughout the Nation. And there- 
fore the ancient and conſiderable Town of Col- 


cheſter having ſuffered great oppreſſions under 


the late troubleſome and arbitrary reign of 


William the Conqueror, deſired to have Eudo 
for their governor, and to put themſelves un- 
der his protection. As ſoon as all things were 
ſettled, he came down thither ; and making a 
proper Enquiry into grievances, eaſed the op- 
preſſed, reſtrained the inſolent, and at firſt 
pleaſed all. Finding, that the lands of the con- 
demned and outlawed lay uncultwated ; and, 
notwithſtanding, the Taxes impoſed upon the 
town were exacted with rigour, which was a 
rea burden; he obtained a grant of theſe 
lands, and cauſed them to be cultivated as be- 
fore, by which means the inhabitants were 
much eaſed (q). This agreeable Town he made 


the place of his reſidence; and, as is ſuppoſed, 


built the Caſtle, the Moothall, and the an- 
cient Houſe oppoſite to it (newly rebuilt) on 
which is the date 1090 (7). He reſolved alſo 
to provide for the wealth of his Soul, according 
to the ſuperſtitious notion of thoſe Times, 
namely by founding a Monaſtery. For that 
purpoſe, he pitched upon a pleaſant eminence 


on the South-ſide of the Town, where one Siric, 


a prieſt, had a little dwelling, near which ſtood 
a wooden Church dedicated to St John the E- 
vangeliſt, famed for miracles. For, in dark 
nights, heavenly lights were often ſeen there 


(as is pretended) and Voices praiſing God heard, 
It alſo hap'ned, that 


was kept in irons, and maintain'd by the citi- 
zens, being there preſent among many others 
on the feaſt of St John, whilſt maſs was ſay- 
ing, the bolt of his fetters flew off as far as the 
fourth or fifth perſon that ſtood by, and the 
fetters breaking with a noiſe, the man was left 
looſe. Upon this report, and in conſideration 
of the pleaſantneſs of the place, Eudo reſolved 
to build his Monaſtery there. He communi- 


cated his deſign to Maurice biſhop of Lon- 
don, who applauded it, and promiſed his aſſiſt- 


ance. Accordingly, on the 29th of Auguſt 
1096, the ground was mark'd out, in the bi- 
ſhop's preſence, and the workmen were ſet to

ing, after Eaſter, Eudo himſelf laid the firſt 
ftone. Whilſt the building was going on, the 
founder defired his Friend and -acquaintance 
Gundulf biſhop of Rocheſter, a man famous 
for his piety, to ſend him ſome Monks, to live 
according to their regular inſtitution in his new 
Two at firſt were ſent, and Eudo 
allowed each of them a ſtipend. - But they be- 
ing too dainty, found fault with their keeping, 
and returned home. Ir their place two others 
were ſent, one of whom named Radulf was a 
ow and induſtrious man. He often preſſed 
udo to ſettle revenues upon his foundation 
alledging, that it was unfit for monks to live 
hke prebendaries, and to depend upon laymen 
for their maintenance, Eudo was not then well 
able to comply with his demand, as being in 
diſgrace with K. Henry I. for having too warm- 
ly eſpouſed his elder brother Robert Courthoſe. 
However, being perpetually, teized by the two 
Monks, he ſettled certain revenues upon them. 
But the lands lying at too great a diſtance, and 
the profits not anſwering the charge of collect- 
ing, the two Monks quitted again the place af- 
ter a great deal of jangling and uneaſineſs on 
both ſides : So that Eudo began to repent, and 
to wiſh he had never thought of his Monaſtery. 
But meeting with Stephen Abbat of York, a 
notable and worthy man, he committed to him 
the whole care of the Edifice. ” 
Stephen goes back to York, and chuſing 
out of his own Monaftery ſuch Monks as he 
thought fitteſt, and in number twelve, accord- 
ing to the number of the Apoſtles, beſides one 
to govern them under the name of Provoſt or 


Prior, and to be in proceſs of time ordain'd 


Abbat ; he ſent them to Colcheſter. Theſe 
thirteen perſons were joyfully receiv'd by Eudo, 
and after their arrival, the building began. to 
be carried on with more vigour than uſual, un- 


der the direction of William, a prieſt, nephew 


to Eudo, who ſpared neither care nor money. 
In the mean time, the Monks lived according 


to the ſtrictneſs of their order, ſerving God re- 


gularly in the Church, exerciſing hoſpitality, &c. 
ſo that their good example prevailing, many of 
the neighhours took the habit of Religion. A 

few years after, Hugh, one of the thirteen, 
was choſen Abbat, being a man of ſingular pi- 
ety, but not of ſo much wordly ſagacity: 
He was conſecrated by Maurice biſhop of Lon- 
don, about the year 1104. The Offices and 
the Habitations of the Monks, being on the 
North ſide of the Church, towards the Town, 
and on that account too public and noiſy, the 
Abbat reſolv'd to remove them on the South 
ſide; and accordingly did. For that purpoſe, 


the little riſing, or Hill, which ſtood before 


the Church, was taken down, and brought be- 
hind it, to level the Church- yard. Some peo- 
ple claiming part of the ſoil on which the 
Church was erected, Eudo fully ſatisfied their 
demand. It was conſecrated the roth of Ja- 
nuary, in a very ſolemn manner. At which 
time it was plentifully endowed by the mu- 
nificent Founder, and other devout perſons, as

we ſhall ſnew by and by. Their Grants were 
offered upon the Altar, The Monks who came 
from York, were then either return'd home or 
dead, except three, namely the aforeſaid Ab- 


bat Hugh, and one Walter, and Oſmund ſe- 


nior: Yet the number of monks was increaſed 
to above twenty, all admitted into the order 


there, and devoutly ſerving God. But Hugh 


the Abbat having ſome diſputes with Eudo, and 
fearing leſt the Abbey ſhould - ſuffer upon 
that account, he reſign'd his dignity into the 
King's hands, and went back to York. As 


he bequeathed (with K. Henry's conſent, and 


in his preſence) to his new Monaſtery the Ma- 
nor of Brightlyngſea, and a hundred pounds in 


money; likewiſe his gold ring with a topaz 


a ſtanding cup with cover adorned with plates 
of gold ; together with his horſe and mule.

A new Print is there- 


fore given of it here, from an original Draw- 


ing, in MS. in the Cottonian-Library (æ) taken 


before the diſſolution of the Monaſteries. - 


I wiſh it were alſo in my power, to lay be- 


fore the Reader a Plan of this once moſt fa- 
mous Abbey: but it is ſo totally demoliſhed, 
that there is not one ſtone of it left upon an- 


other. The only Remains that ſerve to ſhew 


where it once ſtood.; are the ſtately Gate-way 
already mention'd, and of which the Print is 
here given ; one of the Porter's lodges adjoyn- 
ing thereto :. and the Garden-walls, which in- 
cloſe about Thirteen acres of ground. 

The Abbot was a mitred Abbot ; that is, 
One of thoſe Twenty eight in this kingdom, 


who had the Honour of wearing a Mitre, and 


ſitting in the Upper Houſe of Parliament.

The Abbey itſelf was inveſted with very 
great Privileges. For it had the full Juriſdic- 
tion in determining Cauſes in all the lands ad- 
joining to the Monaſtery; and the ſame Ho- 
nour, Liberty, and Laws, as the Church of 
St Peter's at Weſtminſter. That is, It was 


exempt from all Epiſcopal, and other, Juriſ- 
diction : Free from - Suits of Counties and 


Hundreds, from Sheriffs aids, and amercia- 
ments of Counties ; from pleas of foreſt, waſte, 
and reward ; from paſſage, pontage, warnage, 
ſtallage belonging to the King, and burg-peny, 


aver-peny, ward-peny, Danegeld, and hidage 


in ſome of their lands ; with many other Privi- 
leges and Immunities, comprehended in a 


The:/Hrstokv''of COLCHESTER. Sr Jon's ABE v. 
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K. Henry III. granted them, moreover, 
Free-warren, in all their demeſnes in Wyk- 
ham and Beryngham in Suffolk; Berlee in 
Hertfordſhire ; Wylee, Brychtlyngeſeye, Eſt- 
dunylonde, Mundon, Picheſey, Laleford, Gren- 
ſted, and Takeleghe, in Eſſex, &c. provided 
thoſe Demeſnes were not within the bounds 
of the Royal Foreſt (). : 

Finally this Abbey had the Privilege of 
Sanctuary (n). 2 
But the Abbot owed ſuit at the Law-hun- 
dred · Courts of this Town, for ſome Lands [C]. 
The Arms of St John's Abbey were, Gules, 
a Croſs within a bordure, or; over all, a Car- 
buncle of eight ſtaves, ſable, fleury argent. 

And what their common Seal was, will” 
be repreſented in the Plate of the Seals. But 
every Abbot had a different private Seal. 
Not long after the diſſolution of this Monaſte- 
ry, [viz. Auguſt 29, 1544] K. Henry VIII. 
granted a twenty one years leaſe of the ſite 
of it [D], to Sir Thomas Darcy Kt. Before 
the expiration of that leaſe, K. Edward VI. 
on the 22d of June, 1547, granted the rever- 
ſion of it to John Dudley Earl of Warwick, 
for his ſervice in Scotland and France; where- 
by, as the Patent aſſerts, he had much im- 
pair'd his own eſtate: To be held in capite 
by the ſervice of a Knight's- fee; it being 
valued at 8 J. 95. 4d. and charged with 
a quit-rent of 175. 10d. + (o). But the 
very next month, Dudley conveyed it to Sir 
Francis Jobſon Kt. (and Elizabeth his wife) 
to whom, as is related above, he was greatly 


indebted (p). The next year, Dudley obliged 
Jobſon, as he ſays himſelf (), to ſell it to 


John Lucas Eſq; who accordingly purchas'd 
it, under the name of the ſite of the late 
Abbey of St John, 20 meſſuages, 2 cottages, 


20 gardens, 3 orchards, 100 acres of land, 
15 of meadow, 100 of paſture, and 7 of 


marſh, with the appurtenances in Weſt Doni- 
land (r). Mr Lucas converted the remains of 
it into a Seat, as is obſerved above, under

crated without fees by the Biſhop of London 


(or, if he refuſed, by ſome other Biſhop) from 
whom they were to receive a kind of Epiſco-

It doth not appear, that Eynulph ſettled on 
his new Foundation any lands or poſſeſſions, 
except perhaps the ſite and gardens of the Pri- 
ory.

The Church was noble and magnificent, and 
built in an elegant manner, and a good taſte, 
with fine ſemicircular arches duly proportion'd, 
and a double row of them in the Body one above 


another, with impoſts and pilaſters between, and 


other ſuitable ornaments. How beautiful the 
Weſtern front was, will better appear; from 
the Repreſentation given of it here, as drawn 
by my ingenious neighbour Mr James Deane, 
than from any deſcription I could give. The 


South-weſt and North-weſt corners were adorn- 


ed with two ſtately Towers, of which that 
at the North-weſt was ſtanding . within the 
memory ↄf man. The Dimenſions of this once 
very fine Church are as follows;

Till our unhappy civil wars, this Church was 


look'd upon as the chief in the Town; where 


the Corporation reſorted in their Formalities on 
Sundays and other public Occaſions to hear the 
General Preacher (5). And the great Bell there, 
was that which was rung every morning and 
evening, at four and eight o clock (r). In the 
time of the ſiege, this Church ſuffered with moſt 
of our public Edifices; being partly battered 
down, as ſome ſay by the Royaliſts for fear 
the enemy ſhould lodge themſelves in it; or, 
as others affirm, it was done on deſign by the 
enemy, who had a Battery levell'd that way

'The CROUCHED FRIERS. 
HIS Houſe was a Convent for Croſſed 
[or as the old Engliſh word is] for Crouch- 


ed Friers, of the Order of St Auguſtin, who 
were bound to celebrate divine ſervice in the 


Chapel here; and alſo an Hoſpital for the Re- 


ception of Poor people Rl. | 
By whom it was originally founded, doth 
not clearly appear. But, according to the beſt 
Information I can receive, the Founder of it 
was William de Lanvallei Lord of the Manor

This Houſe underwent ſeveral alterations, 


and in conſequence thereof came to be known 
by ſeveral names. | 

It was at firſt a Convent, or Hoſpital, for re- 
gular Brethren of the Order of St Auguſtin 
marked with the Croſs; as the Grant, which 


we ſhall more particularly mention by and by, 


1 it: And was governed by a Prior (w). 
Next, it appears as a Free-Chapel, under 
the care of a perpetual Warden or Rector (x) ;

Chapel and an Hoſpital. But it admits of a 
queſtion, whether they were not then different,

Afterwards we find it called a Church, and 
in the poſſeſſion of a Rector (y). 


When the Gild of St Helen was founded in 


this Chapel, it was chiefly known by the name 


of the Gild of St Helen; and both Chapel and 
Hoſpital became jointly in the gift of the Guar- 
dians of that Gild J. But to return, 
Towards the end of K. Richard the IId's 
reign, this Chapel and Hoſpital. were ſo much 
decayed and neglected, for want of a War-

A few years after, namely, in 140%, this 
Chapel and Hoſpital obtained a great acceſ- 


ſion of ſtrength and riches, by becoming the 
Seat of the Gild [X] of St Helen. This Gild 
was founded [or rather founded a- new] (a) by 


Richard Fodryngrey clerk, Thomas Godſton, 
Tho. Fraunceys, John Forde, and John Sump- 
ter of Colcheſter; under the name of the Fra- 
ternity and Gild of St Helen in the Chapel 
of the Holy Croſs of Colcheſter. And the 
Brethren and Siſters of this Gild were empow- 
er'd by the Patent, to chuſe every year, if they 
thought fit, one or two Guardians; to found 
a Chantry of Five Chaplains in the faid Chapel; 
and to maintain Thirteen Poor Men, to pray 
for the King, and the Brethren and Siſters of 
the Gild [7]. The Chantries of Thomas God- 


ſton, Thomas Frauncis, and Edmund Haver- | 


land, entred afterwards into this Gild. 
Upon that occafion, the Crouched Friers 


ſeem to have been turn'd out of this Houſe, *till 
about the beginning of K. Henry VIIth's reign, 


when one Roger Churche, an active man, 
brought them in again; and producing ſome 
Papal Bulls, and other evidences, whereby it 
appeared, That this Houſe was originally 
founded for Friers of that Order, they were 
reinſtated therein [ ZI, through the intereſt of 


John Earl of Oxford, and James Hubert the 


King's Attorney, who were their friends. And 
then the Bailiffs and Commonalty reſtored to 
them the two Meſſuages, and four acres of 


land abovementioned [4]; and Roger Churche 


became their Prior, 
The ſame Roger Churche found means to 
get poſſeſſion of the Lands which had been ap- 
pointed by Thomas Godſton, for the ſupport 
of a Chantry founded by him in the Church of 
the Holy Croſs, upon granting a penſion to 
Thomas Mooteham the Chantry - prieſt (2). 
And afterwards, Decemb. 25, 1509, thoſe 
lands were appropriated to this Hoſtal, by 
the Maſters of St Helen's Gild (c).

This Houſe and Church of the Crouched 
Friers ſtood in the Suburbs, on the South- 
weſt of the Town, and on the South fide of 
the London road. The Church, or Chapel, 
was pulled down many years ago[C]. The 
Houſe was converted into a ſeat of the Ste- 
phens's, and afterwards of Sir Harbottle Grim- 
ſton : But it ſeems to have been partly new- 
built, there appearing in it no ſigns of antiqui- 


ty, except a few windows on the Eaſt-fide. 
by It was much damaged during the Siege (I); 


and never became fit ſince for a Gentleman's 
reſidence. About the beginning of this cen- 
tury it was hired by the Workhouſe-Corpo-

Their original Foundation contained, I ſup- 
poſe, only about an acre of ground.

Friers and their ſucceſſors, Fifty two loads of 
underwood (each load drawn by ſix horſes or 
other cattle) out of his foreſt of King's-wood; 
to be firſt view'd or ſupervis'd by his Officers: 


upon condition they ſhould pray for the good 


eſtate of him and his Queen while they lived 
and, after their deceaſe, for their ſouls, and 
for the ſoul - of Richard late Duke of York ; 
and ſhould keep their ſeveral Obits yearly (s). 

'Theſe are all the Grants which, as far as 
J can find, were ever made to this Houſe [E]: 
And therefore there was no account taken of 
It at the general ſuppreſſion.

DLE] But as theſe Begging Friers were a very popular or- 
der, and in high eſteem with the deluded vulgar on ac- 
count of their pretended Auſterities, they received very 
rd alms and donations: and had frequent Legacies 
eft them. Robert Pryour, for inſtance, gave them in his 
will 40s. to pray for his ſoul and the ſouls of his bene- 
factors, (Apr. 15, 1463) and ſuch Bequeſts very often ac- 
Cur in ancient Wills. Beſides that numbers of the richer 
ſort coveted to be buried in their Monaſteries, fooliſhly 
imagining, that there would be an eaſier paſſage from

S, HELEN's CHAPEL 


CQTANDS in St Nicholas's pariſh, in a 
lane called from it, St Helen's, and vul- 
_ garly and corruptly, Tenant's, lane, but its 
ancient name was Maidenburgh-ſtreet. This 
Chapel is dedicated to St Helen, the mother 
of Conſtantine the Great, a native of this 
Town, as is ſhewn above. 5 
It is a place of great antiquity, founded 
originally, as it is ſaid (Y), by St Helen; and 
rebuilt, about the year 1076. (i), by Eudo 
founder of St John's Abbey, who gave it to 
that Monaſtery with fourteen acres of land be- 
longing to the ſame (æ): In conſideration of 
which, and of the Tithes of the Caſtle's de- 
meſnes, the Abbot was obliged to find a 
Chaplain to officiate every other day of the 
week in this Chapel. But in the 18th of 
K. Edward I, this ſervice was found to be 
wholly neglected, and the Chapel in a ruinous 
condition, as appears by the Record below [G]. 
And for fear it ſhould, in proceſs of time, 
be applied to 2 uſes, John de Colche- 
ſter, Rector of Tendring, founded in it a 
Chantry, in the year 1321, 15 Edw. II, of 
which an account is given in the next chapter. 


Richolda de Cosford's Chantry was alſo 


founded in this Chapel, as will be ſhewn in the 
ſame Chapter. 3 : 
Upon the ſuppreſſion of the Chantries, this 
Chapel, with its revenues, came by the grant 
of K. Henry VIII. an. 1539, into the hands

nore, who had been ſeveral times one of our 
Bailiffs [O]. He dedicated it to God Almighty, 
the bleſſed Virgin Mary, and all the Saints: 


Ordaining, that it ſhould be for Two Chaplains, 


to pray daily for his good eſtate as long as he 
lived, and, after his deceaſe, for his Soul; and 
for the fouls of his father and mother, and the 
ſouls of Philippa, John, Hubert, and Elias, and 
all his benefactors ; and for the ſouls of all 
Taithful Perſons departed this life. | 
His Endowment of it was very ample, 
namely, two Meſſuages, a hundred acres of

This Chantry was founded, in purſuance 
of the Will of Edmund Haverland of this 


Town, which was enrolled in 143 1 (c). He 


therein bequeathed to the keeper, brothers, and 
ſiſters of the Hoſpital of the Gild of St Helen, 
in the church of the Holy Croſs in Colcheſter, 
and their ſucceſſors for ever, all his Inn, called 
the Fawcon [V], with all the rentaries there- 


to annexed, and their appurtenances, ſituated 


in the market place of this Town, and inthe pa- 
riſhes of St Peter and St Runwald : Upon con- 
dition that they ſhould provide a fit Chaplain, 
to celebrate divine ſervice for his. ſoul, and the 
foul of William Brome, of his father and mo- 


ther, and other his benefactors, and of all the 


faithful departed this life [X]. 

He alſo gave to the Keepers. of the ſame 
Gild, the reſidue of the money ariſing from 
the ſale of his capital meſſuage wherein he 
dwelt; To be by them laid out in the pur- 
chaſe of Rents, for the relief and comfort of 
the poor reſorting to their Hoſpital, in bread 
and beer.

Moreover, 
That they find a Lamp for ever, continually 
burning in the Church of St Nicolas aforeſaid, 
as well by day as by night, before the' Croſs 
there ; and alſo a Wax-light to be burning in 
the Chancel of the Church of St Nicolas afore- 
faid, before the image of St Nicolas, at Maſs- 
time, on ſundays and holidays, to the honor of 
God, &c.

14. Gift to poor Widows, in St BoToLPH's 
and St GILESõ's pariſhes, 5 
There is a yearly Rent or Annuity of Two 
pounds Twelve ſhillings, charged upon, and 
iſſuing out of, a certain Meſſuage, and Lands 
known by the name of Longs and Londons, 
containing by eſtimation Forty two acres, lying,

HE charitable Foundations now ſab- 

ſiſting in this Town are but few and in- 
conſiderable; fo that I have reaſon to begin this 
Chapter with the fame complaint as I did the 
laſt; namely, How ſmall is the Number of 
them; and to aſcribe it to the ſame cauſe.

Executors, with convenient ſpeed 
fter his deceaſe, to finiſn up his Houſes and 
Buildings as he had .begun them under one 
roof, ſtanding in St Nicolas's pariſh, which he 
lately built tor Four Almes houſes for Four 
Poore folke to dwell in: And that his Execu- 
tors ſhould make therein Partitions as well in 
the upper as the lower parts; and likewiſe in 
the backGides, or yards. So that each of. thoſe 


four Almes houſes might have like part, as 


well in the upper parts, with a ſeparate way up 
to them, as alſo like part to the ſaid yards. 
He, left the management of theſe Houſes to 


his Executors for the time being [2], and to 


Four of the moſt chief and auncient Inhabitants 


within the ſaid pariſh of St Nicolas, to be 
named by his Executors : And whenſoever any 
of the ſaid Four men ſhould deceaſe, or depart 
out of the ſaid pariſh of St Nicolas, the over- 
| liver or overlivers of his Executors, or ſuch of 
the faid Four perſons as ſhould remain and 
abide in the ſaid pariſh, within a convenient 
time after ſuch departure or deceaſe, ſhould

For their pains therein, the Governours were 


to take every year Six ſhillings and Eight 
pence. And the overplus of the ſaid Rent was 
to be employed for Fewell wood for the ſaid 


Four poor folke, by the only diſpoſition ſof 


the Governours, for ever. 

There were alſo ſix Feoffees of this Charity, 
appointed by the Bailiffs ; and when they were 
reduced to two, the two furviving perſons were 
to enfeoffe ſix others and their heirs, as ſhould 
be nominated by the Bailiffs for the time being. 


2. Tobn-Menocß's Hoſpital, or Alms-houſe. 


| Mr John Wenock of Colcheſter, Bay- 
maker, having in his life-time, built and 
finiſhed a Row of Houſes in Hog: lane, in 


a piece of ground, which was part of a Field 


called Golden-at-hill, in the pariſh of StGiles's 
He did, in the year 1679, ſettle thoſe Houſes 
in truſtees for the habitation and benefit of Six 
Poor people: Whom he ordered to be ſuch 
ancient and orderly poor perſons, as receive 
no Alms or Collection from any pariſh what- 
ſoever; unleſs, after ſuch time as they are 


placed there, they ſhould, by reaſon of age or 
ſickneſs, become diſabled to maintain them- 


ſelves out of his allowance. 

For their maintenance, he veſted in his 
Truſtees an Annuity, or yearly Rent-charge, 
of One and forty pounds; iſſuing out of the 
Rents and Profits of his Meſſuages or Tene- 
ments [R] in the pariſh of St Peter's in this 


Town; and to be paid, after his own and his 


wife's deceaſe, to his aforeſaid truſtees, by 
quarterly payments, without any deduction. 

Out of this Annuity he ordered, That there 
ſhould be paid by his truſtees to each of the 


Dwellers in the ſaid Six Dwelling-houſes, Two 


ſhillings a week, upon the Saturday in every 
week, and ſo continue for ever. — And alſo, 
That his truſtees ſhould lay in yearly one Chal- 
dron of Sea-coales for every dwelling-houſe, 


rated to the King's-tax at 32 J. per ann. Some of theſe 


tenements are viſibly the remains of an old Inn ; and go,

T7 Es1Dxs theſe three 3 Charitable 
D Foundations, of which have been giving 
an account; there are Alms-houſes without en- 
dowment, in the pariſhes - of St Mary St Te- 
ter, H. Trinity, St Nicolas, St Botolph, &c. 
1. The Alms-houſes in St Mary's, ſtand in 
Crouch: ſtreet, on the North ſide at; the Lon- 
don road, being the firſt Houſes on the left 
hand as you come into the Town. They are a 
brick-building, containing Six dwellings, each 
of which hath a lower and an upper room: And 
there is . ores behind. They were granted

by the Lord of Lexden-manor, for the relief 
of the poor (7) ; but in what year, I have not 
been able to learn. The date was in the front 


of them; but was beaten down in the begin- 


ning of this century, when the Workhouſe- 
Corporation took them into their own hands. 
And they were alſo ſo unjuſt, as to fill up a good 
draw-well that ſtood cloſe to them, to the great 
prejudice of the poor. Theſe Almshouſes are 
called in old writings St Catharine's Hoſpital, 
and corruptly the Spittle. There is a tradition, 
That the Poor therein were allowed 25. a week 
each, a chaldron of coals, and a load of wood; 


but I have not been able to trace out any ſuch 


endowment. 

2. The Almshouſes in St Peter's pariſh ſtand 
in the lower Balkon-lane ; and were built by 
George Sayer Eſq; [T ] for four poor people, 
each apartment being only a lower room and a 
garret. In the front, not far from the South 


Eaſt corner, is this date cut in a ſtone, ano 


DNI 1570. In the middle are his Arms, as 
given above under St Peter's. And, at the 
other end of the front, near the South-Weſt 
corner, are the ſame Arms, impaling a Feſſe 
between three old-faſhioned hinges or joints. 


Theſe Alms-houſes are now in a ruinous con- 


dition, and part of them is already pull'd down. 
The front is of brick, and the reſt of timber. 
On the North of them, there is a little yard, 


or piece of ground: But what is become of 


the Endowment, if any there Was, I never 


could hear. 


3. The Alms-houſes in the pariſh of H. Tri- 

nity ſtand in Eld-lane, in a pleaſant and retired 
hrs oe as indeed all Alms-houſes ought to be: 
But how often are they the effect of oſtentation 
and vanity, and therefore made as conſpicuous 
as poſſible? — Theſe were built by Mary Lady 
Darcy, who lived within this pariſh, in the 
great Brickhouſe oppoſite to the Weſt end of 
the Church; where ſhe died in 1644 (&). 


She was the daughter of Sir Thomas Kitſon of 


Hengrave, Suffolk, and wife of Thomas Lord 


Darcy, Viſcount Colcheſter, and Earl Rivers.

— The exact date of this building I have not 
found, but it was in the reign of K. Charles I. 
Theſe Houſes are all of brick, and contain 


Eight dwellings, each of which conſiſts only 


of one lower room, two more of timber have 
been added ſince, at the Weſt end: There is a 
garden behind them, but no endowment. 

4. The Alms-houſes in St Nicolas's pariſh 
Bund on the North fide of Bucklerſbury-lane. 


They are built of timber, and contain ſeven 


dwellings. The time when they were erected 
is unknown. 
5. The Alms-houſes in the pariſh of St Bo- 


tolph, ſtand on the South ſide of Eld-lane. 


They conſiſt only of Two dwellings.

' There are ſome others in divers parts of the 

Town, but too inconſiderable to deſerve 
notice. 
In St Martin's pariſh, in Angel- lane, there 
is a knot of Buildings in a Kind of court, 
called the Hoſpital- yard. But it appears only 
to have been a work-houſe, for ſetting the 
poor on work ; ſuch Houſes being . 
called Hoſpitals (J). 

All the foreſaid Alms-houſes are vulgarly 
called Gift-houſes ; they having been given for 
the habitation of the Poor. And perhaps that 
was reckoned a conſiderable Gift, and even ſuf- 


_ ficient, when Poor-rates were either unkhown, 


or amounted to a very trifling ſum.

§ 1. Account of the Free-ſchool. 


N fo large and conſiderable a Place as Col- 

cheſter, there muſt undoubtedly have been 
The public ones were, 
in the 8th of King John, as appears from the 
Record above- cited (%, in the pariſh of St 
Mary at the Walls, between St Mary's-lane, 
and Church- lane near Head- gate [V]. But 
there were none endowed till the 31ſt of K. 
Henry VIII. a* 1539. nor any effectually en- 
dowed at all till the 27th of Q. Elizabeth, 


 T585. 


For, K. Henry VIII. having by his Etter 
patent, dated 12 Novemb. 1539, granted the 
Chantries, in the Chapel of St Helen and in the 


Church of St Mary's, to the Bailiffs, Burgeſſes, 


and Commonalty of this Town; Upon con- 
dition of their founding and endowing, with 
part of the revenues of the ſame, a Free- ſchool 
here: They accordingly allowed out of them, 
from that time, the yearly ſum of 6/. 13 d. 45. 
to a School- maſter, for teaching the children of 
the Town []. But it being found, by an 
Inqueſt taken at Stratford-Langthorn about 
the 25th of Q. Elizabeth, That the Bailiffs and 


Commonalty had not ſettled or appropriated 


any of the Revenues of thoſe Chantries tor the 
uſe of the School, according to K. Henry's in- 
tention : And ſome doubt having ariſen about 
the validity of the King's grant, as being made 
to the Bailiffs, Burgeſſes, and Commonalty, 

whereas they were incorporated only by the 

name of Bailiffs and Commonalty [X]; there- 
fore they ſurrendered K. Henry's Letters Pa- 


tent into Chancery to be cancelled. And Q. 


Elizabeth, July 6. in the 26th of her reign, 
made them a new Grant of thoſe Chantries, 
with all the Revenues, &c. thereunto belong- 
ing; ſo as that they ſhould diſtribute and apply 
part of the Revenues of the ſaid Chantries in 
erecting and endowing a Free-ſchool in this 
Town ; for which ſhe granted them her royal

The Reader hath undoubtedly obſerved, in 
peruſing the Foundation-Deed immediately 


preceding, That the Meſſuages, Lands, Tene-

[and valued then at 20 marks] were All “ aſ- 


* ſigned, limited, layd out, and conveyed, for 


ce the maintenance of the ſaid Free- ſchool, and 
<« the School-maſter thereof for the time being, 
« for ever;” and not a Penſion only, or An- 
nuity, granted or reſerved out of them, for that 
uſe. Conſequently the Maſter was intitled to 
the whole and extended Profits of thoſe Meſ- 
ſuages and Lands, &c. But when the Rents 


came to be raiſed, though He had an unque- 


ſtionable right to every part of them, he was, 
notwithſtanding, forced to fit contented with 
his 20 marks: And the Magiſtrates of the 
Town (as honeſt as moſt other corporate Bodies) 
put the over-plus into their own pockets, or at 
Thus the 
matter continued till K. William's reign, when 
complaint being made of the ſame to Dr Henry 
Compton Biſhop of London (who, by Q. Eli- 
Zabeth's patent, was to cauſe the profits of the 
premiſſes to be employed in the maintenance of 
the School, and of the Maſter) his Lordſhip 
filed a Bill in Chancery againſt the Mayor and 
Corporation in Michaelmaſs-term 1696, and 
on the 31ſt of October 1698 obtained a De- 
cree. Still the matter remained unſettled, ſo 
that it was above fourteen years from firſt to 
laſt before the Biſhop could bring it to a final 
iſſue A. At length the Mayor and Corporation 
were prevailed upon to part with the manage- 
ment of the School revenues, and to put them 
into other hands.

F. 2. Charity-Schools, 


FNHARITY-SCHoOOLS were firſt erected in this 
ngdom, in the year 1688 [9]; which 
uſeful and commendable Example hath been 
ſince followed in moſt parts of the Nation. 


Among the reſt, there were Two ſet up in this 


Town about the year 1708 or 1709; One of 
Which contains at preſent 35 Boys, and the 
other 14 Girls ; who are taught, and cloathed 
but not boarded. 5 | 
The Houſe wherein they are kept, was pur- 
chaſed with a hundred pounds, given by Mr 
Samuel Ruſh of London in 1711. 
His widow, who was ſiſter to the late James 
Boys of this Town Eſq; having bequeathed by 
her Will to theſe Charity-ſchools, in 1741, the 
ſum of Fifty pounds; there was, in conſide- 
ration of it, a brick Meſſuage, with a piece of 
Garden-ground adjoyning thereto, in Stanwell- 
ſtreet, within the pariſh of St Giles's, [or St 
Botolph's, or one of them,] formerly parcel of 
the poſſeſſions of St John's Abbey (9), ſettled 
upon theſe Schools for ever, And a convey- 
ance was made of the ſame, in 1746, to Mr 
John Morley, Mr William Mayhew, Mr Ifaac 
Boggis, the Rev. Palmer Smythies, Mr Ed- 
ward Morley, and Mr William Naggs ; in 
truſt for theſe Charity-ſchools belonging to the 
Church of England in Colcheſter. 
But the moſt conſiderable Benefactor to 
them, hath been - 
William Naggs of Colcheſter, Gent. who 
did, by Indenture dated July 20, 1747, enfeoffe 
Palmer Smythies, Philip Morant, George Kil- 
by, and Thomas Halley, clerks, William Smy-

The Maſter has gol. a year falary, and a 
houſe and firing. The Miſtreſs has a ſalary 
of 147. a year, with a houſe and firing. 
The Proteſtant Diſſenters have alſo two ſmall 


Charity-ſchools in this Town; to which Arthur 
Winſley Eſq; bequeathed Three pounds a year, 


to be paid by his executor, for the maintenance 
of a Boy and a Girl in theſe Schools, as long 
as they are in being: The children to be put in 
by his executor, or in his default by the majo- 
rity of the Truſtees. 5 


8. 3. Work-houſs, 


Aua the Poor ſhall never ceaſe out of the 

land; and that ſuch Members of Society, 
as cannot maintain themſelves by their own 
honeſt Labour and Induſtry, are not to be ſuf- 
fered to ſtarve, but be charitably relieved by 
their fellow-members ; 1s manifeſt not only 
from the Laws of God, but alſo from thoſe of 
Nature and Reaſon. 

This Maxim hath been always underſtood, 
and well practiſed in this bountiful and charit- 
able Nation: Numbers of Poor have at all 
times abounded in our Towns, which much 
encreaſed within theſe two or three laſt cen- 
turies, in proportion as the people multiplied, 
and manufactures were brought in and encou- 
raged. But, for their reliet and maintenance 
ſeveral uſefull proviſions and regulations were 
made; even long before Q. Elizabeth's reign 
[$], when Laws were firſt enacted for the re- 
lief of the Poor in general. 

We are aſſured, That our Abbies and Mo- 
naſteries, aſſiſted with the Benevolence and an- 


be paid and diſtributed yearly of the Fruits and Profits of 
the ſame Churches, by thoſe that will have the ſame in 
proper uſe, and by their ſucceſſors, to the poor Pariſhio- 
ners of the ſame Churches, in aid of their living and 


ſuſtenance for ever, — From Statute 2 Hen. v. c. 1. it 


appears, that there were then Hoſpitals for the mainte- 
nance of impotent men and women, Lazars, men out of 
their wits, and poor women with child; and for the nou» 
riſhment, relief, and refreſhment of other poor people, 
— And by Statute 22 Henr. viii. c. 12. the Juſtices of 
every County, dividing themſelyes into ſeveral limits, 
were to give licence under their ſeals, to ſuch pqor aged 
and impotent perſons to beg within a certain precinct, as 
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ciefit Hoſpitality of che Lords of Manors [T], 
till the time of the Reformation, were a ſufficient 
proviſien for the Poor of this m (x). 
But upon the ſuppreſſion of the Mona- 
ſteries, 27 Hen. VIII. c. 25. it was enacted, 
That all Governors of ſhires, cities, towns, 
hundreds, hatnlets, and pariſhes, ſhould find 
and keep every aged, poor, and impotent per- 
fon, which was born, or dwelt three years, with- 
in the ſame limit, by way of voluntary and 
charitable Alms in every of the ſame cities, 
and pariſhes, &c. with ſuch convenient Alms 
as ſhould be thought meet by their diſcretion, 
Jo as none of them ſhould be compelled to go 
openly in begging. And alſo ſhould compell 
every ſturdy vagabond to be kept in continual 
labour. —And that no perſon ſhould make any 
open or common dole, nor ſhould give any 
money in alms, but to the common boxes, 
and common gatherings in every pariſh, upon 
pain to forfeit ten times ſo much as ſhould be 
given. And ſtatute 3 and 4 Edw. VI. c. 16. 
injoyned, That maimed, ſore, aged, and im- 
potent perſons, ſhould be relieved and cured, 
and habitations provided for them, by the de- 
votion of good people of that city, town, or 
village where they were born, or had dwelt 
three years. a = 

By ſtatute 2 and 3 Phil. and Mar. c. 5. 
Relief for the aged and impotent Poor of every 
pariſh, was to be gathered weekly of the cha- 
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And if any pariſhioner o 
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medy was provided where a Pariſh was not 
able to relieve the Poor therein, &c. U]. 
_ Statute 5 Elizab. c. 3. ordained, That the 
dor and impotent perſons of ev ariſh 
ould be relieved of _ which ”— — 
would of their charity give weekly: And the 
fame relief to be gathered in every pariſn by Col- 
lectors aſſigned, and weekly diſtributed to the 
poor; for none ſhould 3 go or ſit begging. 
inately refuſed to 

pay reaſonably towards the relief of the ſaid 
Poor, or diſcouraged others; then the Juſtices 
of peace at the Quarter-Seſſions might tax him 
to a reaſonable weekly ſum, which if he refuſed 
to pay, they might commit him to priſon. 
And if any pariſh had in it more impptent poor 
perſons than they were able to rglieve, then 
the Juſtices of the peace of the County might 
licenſe ſo many of them as they ſhould think 
good, to beg in one or more Hundreds of the 
Han corny. "7 N 

By ſtatute 14 Elizab. c. 3. Aſſeſſments were 
to be made of the Pariſhioners of every pariſh, 
for the relief of the poor of the ſame pariſh. 

Notwithſtanding«heſe Laws, the Poor con- 
tinued to be relieved by the voluntary Alms 
and the Charity of well-diſpoſed perſons (for 
the reception of which a Trunk, or Box, was 
ſet up in every church) or elſe by collections 
at the Church- doors [J, as is ſtill practiſed

. [U] In purſuance of this Act, certain Ordinances were 
made by the Bailiffs, Aldermen, and Common Councel 
of this Tm, 15 February 1556-7, in the Motc-hall ; 
Some of which are as follows. 1. It is agreed and con- 
diſcended by the hole houſe, that yf any of the ſeid cho- 
Nen men of the pariſhes [in this town] do not aſſociate and 
company themſelfs willyngly togither, but do obſtinatly 
refuſe to putt their helpe as well toward the order for the 
aide of the Poore, as other reformacions here under writ- 
ten; that the ſame defalt beyng by the reſt of his com- 
pany complayned of to the Bayliffs, the ſame offender or 
offenders ſhall forthwith forfer to the uſe of the Poore for 
every ſuche default x 5s. 2. It is further agreed, That the 
_ Perſons by them nominated of every pariſhe, ſhall have 
full powre and auctorite to Rate and aſſeſſe all and every 
perſon or perfons inhabiting in their circuite, what porcion 
of money He or They ſhall pay from tyme to tyme and 
weke to weke, for and towards the proviſion of the ſeid 
poore. And that upon every refuſall ſo by any manner 
of perſon whatſoever hereafter to be had or made ayenſt 
thentent aforeſeid ; and the ſame being declarid to the 
Bailyffs for the tyme beyng, then the ſame Baillies imme- 
diatly for ev*ry ſuche perſon ſo refuſyng ſhall comytt him 
or them to priſon, there to remayn tyll he hathe fully 


paid his ſeid Rate, and ſuch other porcion of money as 
{hal be by the (M Baillifs thought more condign for his 
fyne and ranſom . And that to be employed to the uſe of 
the Poore in the circuite where ſuche defaute ſhall happen 
to be doon; and no favor to be ſhewid by the ſeid Bay- 
liffs upon ſuche offender, upon payne to be forfeited by 
the ſame Baillies as ſhal be thought mete by the ſeid houſe. 
3. It is further agreed, that every and ſingular owner and 
owners of houſes and tenements within the precynct of 
this town, ſhall not, after the daye of makyng this order, 
take or receyve into his or their houſes, tenantries, or 
ſhoppes, or admitt to be their tenaunts, any ſtraunger or 
ſtraungers, to inhabit or dwell in the ſame ; unleſs it ſhall 
evydently apere, that he or they, with their wiffs, or 
familie, by their handy work or goods, be able ſufficiently 
to lyve Konefily and truly withoute begginge or bribing, 
upon payn to forfett for every ſuch one herin offending x s, 
to be employed to the uſe of the poore. 4. Item, they 


agre, that every houſe, ware-houſe, or ſhopp within the 


ſeid pariſhes ſhal be rated by iii or 111i honeſt perſons of the 
ſame pariſh ; And to pay by the yere viii 4. of the Noble, 
and no perſon to paye for any houſe that is rated at iii s. 
1111 4. and under by the yere. 5. Item, it is agreed, that 
yf any houſe ſtand vacant, yt then for that tyme ſhall paye 
nothing, 6. It is agreed further, that ſuch perſons as be 
appoynted to be Surveyors for the Poore, ſhall, in like 
manner, Rate all the Houſes in every pariſhe by the yere, 
within their precynct where they dwell.

Under this new Law, the maintenance of 
the Poor of this Town was at firſt very eaſy, 
as appears by the Note below [A]; and ſo it 
continued for about 40 years: Of which theſe 
were the natural cauſes ; A good Trade; Dif- 
ference in the manner of living, from what it 
is now; Cheapneſs of proviſions ; Money go- 
ing a great way; The Nation not ſo populous; 
Few, or no Luxuries imported, or at leaſt not 
diſperſed amongſt the poor; Not ſo great a 
number of Ale-houſes, and incentives to vice 
and drunkenneſs ; Few Taxes, and public Im- 
poſitions, which being infinitely multiplied 
ſince, have greatly enhanced the Price of every 
thing. | | 
Br the unhappy Siege brought univerſal 
diſtreſs and Poverty in this place. However 
Trade and Riches flouriſhed amongſt us again, 
till towards the end of K. William's reign, 


when the French influence at the Court of Spain 


prejudiced our Intereſt, and the Sale of our 
Woollen Goods there; and that crafty people 
began to ſteal our Wool, and to make manu- 
factures of the ſame kind; and alſo to under- 
work and underſell us in many countries. 
Thereupon our Poor grew ſo numerous and 
burdenſome, that the Corporation found it 
neceſſary to preſent a Petition to the Houſe of 
Commons in March 1697 (a), wherein; they 
repreſented, That this Burrough is very an- 
cient, and conſiſts of ſixteen pariſhes, and is 
very populous, and a great trading Towne, 
and that the Poor in the ſaid Corporation were 
very numerous, and did daily multiply, and 
idleneſs and diſorders amongſt the meaner ſort 
of people here for want of Workhouſes to em- 
ploy them did daily encreaſe, to the great 


charge of the Petitioners (who already paid one 


half part of the rents of their lands and tene- 
ments they occupied here, towards the main- 
tenance and relief of the poor) and alſo to the 
hindrance of the Poor themſelves, which, if not 
ſpeedily prevented, would tend to the impo- 
veriſhment of the ſaid Corporation, and inha- 
bitants thereof in general. And finding, that, 
for prevention of ſuch like abuſes and diſorders 
in the city of Briſtol, an Act of Parliament was 
lately granted, for erecting Workhouſes, em- 
ploying their Poor, and for raiſing moneys for

maintaining and upholding the ſame, which 
the Petitioners were ſufficiently informed, prov- 
ed to their great benefit and advantage: There- 
fore they. humbly deſired leave, to have a Bill 


brought in for redreſs and relief of the Corpo- 


ration of Colcheſter, in like manner and form, 


and with as large and ample grants, liberties, 


privileges, and immunities to and for the pur- 
poſes aforeſaid, as were lately granted to the 
ſaid Corporation of Briſtol.“ 9 
Accordingly an Act paſſed ab. ꝙ and 10 of 
William III. wherein it was enacted, That 
from and after the 24th day of June 1698, there 
ſhould be a Corporation to continue for ever 
within the Town of Colcheſter, and the Liber- 
ties thereof, Conſiſting of the Mayor and Al- 
dermen for the time being, and of Forty eight 
other perſons; to be choſen out of the honeſt- 
eſt, diſcrecteſt, and charitable inhabitants of the 
ſaid Town and Liberties thereof, by the Four 
Wards in the Town, i. e. Iwelve out of 
every Ward, and of ſuch other charitable per- 
ſons as ſhould be elected and conſtituted Guar- 
dians of the Poor of the ſaid Town: To be elect- 
ed at a Court for that purpoſe to be held for 
every Ward, by the Mayor and Aldermen for 
the time being, or any Five or more of them, 
whereof the Mayor for the time being to be 
one, by the votes of the inhabitants of ſuch 
Ward, or of the major part of them then pre- 
ſent, and paying, or then rated at One penny 
per week or more [Z ], in his own right, for or 
towards the Poor's Rate. Which ſaid Mayor 
and Aldermen, and 48 perſons ſo elected and 
conſtituted, ſhould be, and be called Guardians 
of the Poor of the Town of Colcheſter. — And, 
to the intent that all inhabitants of this Town, 
qualified for the ſaid office of Guardians, might. 
in their turns be, or have the opportunity of 
being, choſen thereto ; It was further enacted, 
That in every Second year from thenceforth 
for ever, on the firſt Monday after the 24th of 
June, or within three days after, the Mayor 
and Aldermen ſhould hold a Court for the re- 
ſpective Wards: At which time, the Clerk of 
the Work-houſe-corporation ſhould declare the 
Names of the firſt Six perſons of each Ward, 
in the order as they-were entred as Guardians 
in the Book, or Books, provided for that pur- 
poſe ; and thereupon thoſe Six perſons in every 
ſuch Ward reſpectively ſhould ceaſe to be Guar- 
dians; and immediately a new Election ſhould 
be made in the four Wards, by the like votes 
of ſuch inhabitants thereof as aforeſaid, of Six 
perſons ſo qualified as above declared, to fill

up the places of thoſe firſt Six perſons ceaſing 
to be Guardians; and an entry made of the 
Names of the perſons ſo to be new elected, ac- 
cording to the Priority of their Elections. — 
But the ſaid firſt Six perſons, or any of them, 


thus ceaſing to be Guardians, ſhould be capable 
of being choſen again Guardians, if they would 


accept the ſame, and not otherwiſe; and ſo in 
every ſuch ſecond year for ever. And for the 
better governing of this Corporation, the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Guardians, or the ma- 
jority of them, whereof the Mayor for the time 
being to be one, were authorized to meet year- 
ly, on the 6th day of July, in the Moot-hall 
in this town, to elect and conſtitute out of and 
themſelves theſe ſeveral Officers ; 
a Governor, a Deputy-governor, a Treaſurer, 


and Twelve Aſſiſtants, to continue in their 


office for one year next enſuing, and no longer; 
and then new ones to be choſen. — Alſo, the 
ſaid Governor, or Deputy-governor, and in 
both their defaults Six of the Aſſiſtants for the 
time being, were from time to time, upon the 
ſecond Thurſday in every ſecond month in 
every year, to hold a Court of the ſaid Corpo- 
ration in this Town, of One and twenty of the 
ſaid Guardians at leaſt : Which Court was to 
have power to aſcertain what ſums of money 
ſhould be raifed for the maintenance and im- 
ployment of the Poor; ſo as that the ſame did 
not exceed what had been paid in this Town 
towards the maintenance of the Poor thereof 
in any of the three laſt years before the making 
this Act.” &c. But as the Act is at preſent 
{uſpended, and beſides hath been printed ſe- 
yeral times, there is no neceſſiity of giving a 
larger Extract of it here. 

The money aſſeſſed by this Corporation, was 
gathered weekly by Two Collectors, who paid 
it into the hands of the Treaſurer ; and he di- 
{tributed it weekly to two other Perſons called 
Payers, who relieved the Poor according to 
each perſon's ſtated collection, or their parti- 
cular emergencies, as the Aſſiſtants did, by 
Bills under their hands, order; which Bills 
were always produced as vouchers to prevent 
any fraud. 5 

Two Chirurgeons were alſo employed, at a 
certain yearly ſalary, to take care of the Sick- 
Poor. . | 

The preſent ſuſpenſion of this Act, for want 
of legal Officers to put it in execution, hath 
brought this poor Town into a deplorable con- 
dition. For fome of thoſe pariſhes that have 
the moſt trade, or could beſt afford to pay to- 
wards the maintenance of the Poor, pay very 
little; while others that are in the by-lanes, and 
can have few or no advantages in the way of 
buſineſs, pay 8, 10, and 12 ſhillings in the

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pound. So that till this is redreſſed, the Town 
muſt remain in a very uneaſy ſituation 
This Workhouſe- Corporation became indeed 


too much the Property of a few, who perhaps 


made too great an Advantage of it: And it 
alſo became a powerful Tool in the hands of 
thoſe odious things, Parties. But, muſt every 
thing that is not abſolutely perfect, be imme- 
diately aboliſhed? Should not the Defects 
therein have been ſupplied, and the Faults 
amended ? That would have been a more juſt 
as well as uſeful means, than to promote its 
ruin. For, the Benefits propoſed by the ſup- 
preſſion of it do no ay appear; but rather the 


contrary, nothing but Miſery and Deſtruction. 


But I muſt not forget to obſerve, That long 
before this, there were Workhouſes or Hoſ- 
pitals (as they were anciently called) erected in 
this Town, for the employment and mainte- 
tenance of the Poor ; particularly in the years 
1594 and 1612 | ; 
The firſt was called, The Poore-houſe and 
Hoſpital in Colcheſter : And, for the relief of 


the Poor therein, the Guardian and Keeper of 


of the ſame did, by protections by him and his

in ſundry places; and gave Bond tor the im-

F. 1 and 2, Antiquities, Roman Pave- 
ments, Coins and Medals, &c. found in 
and about Colcheſter, Account of the 
Tefſelated Pavements now extant, 


HERE are more Roman Remains in and 
about this Town, than in any other part 


of South-Britain [A] ; nay I may juſtly affirm, 


than in any other part of Europe out of the 
Italian dominions, wherein ſtood Rome, the 
center of Glory, and the Metropolis of that 
great Empire. For Here immenſe Quantities 
of Roman Bricks and Tyles are to be ſeen in- 
corporated, or rather the chief Materials, in 
all our moſt ancient and public Edifices. The 
Town-walls, the Caſtle, and the Churches, are 
half-built with them, and in ſeveral parts there- 
of the Roman workmanſhip is alſo copied; as 
I have obſerved abovẽ (c). The Bricks are 
generally about eighteen inches long, eleven 
broad, and two thick ; exceeding hard, and 
well-baked. And the Tyles are much more 
ſubſtantial than thoſe at preſent ufed in our

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llight and trifling Buildings; which are in ge- 


neral more calculated for the benefit of the 
workmen than of the owners. 
The Supellex Romana of all kinds ſtill 
abounds with us; hardly any places being dug 
up without diſcovering Urns, Vaſes, and Pot- 
terie of all ſorts; or at leaſt fragments of 
them: among which is a great deal of the fine 
glaſed and red ware, reſembling the beautifulleſt 
of thoſe that come from China. 44x51 
Sepulchral Urns, with the Aſhes therein, are 
Tikewiſe frequently found; as alſo Lamps, 
Rings, Intaglia's, Styles, Chains, and ſuch 
other work [BJ]. A remarkable Sepulchral 
Urn in particular was taken up here ſome few 
years ago. It was a large Veſſel, made of 
thick "coarſe light clay, containing twenty 
gallons : Within which there was 'an Urn of 
black earth, holding about two gallons; and 
having in it the aſhes. of a Roman Lady, as 
may be ſuppoſed, becauſe there were alſo with 
it two bottles of clay for incenſe, two clay- 
lamps, one metal-veſſel for ointment, and a 
ſpeculum of poliſhed metal, anciently uſed for 
a looking-glaſs. This apparatus undoubtedly 
belonged to a Lady, it being the cuſtom among 
the Romans, to bury with the deceaſed ſuch 
things as were dear to them while alive (4). 
In 1738, juſt within St Botolph's gate, were 
found ſeveral Urns, a Roman Lamp, ſome 
pieces of melted metal, and two coins of Do- 
mitian. 7 | 
A little Braſs Mercury was alſo found here 
ſome time ago, and is now in the poſſeſſion of 
the moſt worthy George Holmes Gent. De- 
puty-keeper of the Records in the Tower;

It ſeems to have been a 
very lar one, or rather more than one Pave- 
ment; for the pieces diſcovered are at a con- 
ſiderable diſtance from each other. 


There is moreover one, in the Cherry-gar- 
den belonging to the Rector of St Marys, on 
the North ſide of the Parſonage; not many 


yards from the other. „ 

There ĩs alſo one in Berry- field, in St James's 
pariſh; of which part was diſcovered by George 
Wegg Eſq; The teſſeræ were red, intermixed 
with many white ones, diſpoſed in a ſtar-like

One was found at the H in

When Dr Daniell's houſe was rebuilding, one 
was found by the workmen; together with an 
earthen Urn, holding about a quart, and a me- 
tal one (C] 3 : 

Finally, the beginning of this year, one was 


in the pariſh of H. Trinity. It was near three 
foot under the ſurface of the ground, [as the 


reſt generally are,] and red; only a few whiter 


pieces were intermixed, but not in any regular 
order. The breadth of it was about three foot, 
and the length fifteen; but it ſeemed to have 
been damaged on the ſides. In the earth 


which was flung up, there was the bottom, and 


other fragments, of a fine figured Urn of red 
earth; upon one of which fragments, was re- 
preſented the head of Jupiter. There was alſo 
the bottom of another Urn found; and a coin 
of Conſtantine junior. Many others have been 
undoubtedly found in divers places; that have 
been either lighted by the workmen, or of 
which no notice has been otherwiſe taken. 

$. 3. Then, as to Roman Coins and Me- 


dals; immenſe Numbers, nay Buſhels, have 
been found in and about this Town; and a- 


mongſt them many gold ones of the higher 
Empire. Even the richeſt Cabinets in this Na- 
tion have been furniſhed from hence ; of which 
a very large ſpecimen may be ſeen in the late 
Earl of Oxford's Collection, where compleat 
ſeries, both of braſs and ſilver, were preſerv- 
ed (e).

Jars ale of Colcheſter would, 1 am 
afraid, appear to the Reader very in- 
complete, if I did not ſay ſomething of the fa- 


mous date 1090, which hath ſo much exerciſ- 


ed the heads and invention of the learned. 
This date formerly ſtood on the North ſide of 
a Houſe in the High-ſtreet, near the corner of 


| White-fote's, or Pelham's, lane, and almoſt op- 


poſite to the Motehall. That North-front of 
the Houſe was of timber; and, to all appear- 
ance, no older than the 14th or beginning of 
the 15th century. But the back, or ſouthern, . 
part of the ſame was built of a mixture of Ro- 
man brick and ſtone, with arched paſſages, in 


the ſame manner as the under-part of the Mote- 


hall : And, according to tradition, was built 
by, and the reſidence of Eudo Dapiter ; to- 
wards the end of the eleventh century, in the 
reigns of R. William I. and II. [F] 

About ſixteen or ſeventeen years ago, this 
old Houſe was wholly taken down and rebuilt 
by the owner John Laurence: And then the 
bottom- cell of the Window on which the Date 
in queſtion is carved, was placed as. the cell of 


a Window on the South ſide of the new houſe, 


in an inner yard, where it ſtands at preſent.

. "The next time this Date came to be men- 
tioned in print, was in the Bibliotheca Literaria 
155 103. Upon which occaſion a Gentleman in- 

formed the editor [K J, that both Mr Lufkin 
and Dr Wallis appear to have been miſtaken, 
in the account they have given of the uſe of 
Arabian characters here in England, as early 

_ a5 the eleventh or twelfth centuries. His words 
were thus. I fear Voſſius and Mabillon were 
cc too good Judges to be impoſed upon in the 
« Era of Numerals ; and ſince only two in- 
<« ſtances are produced againſt them, I doubt 


< they are both Forgeries, and fo can conclude 
c nothing againſt them. The Colcheſter in- 


ce ſcription, as you print, ſtands thus 1090, 
« falſifyed with a vengeance! for I have ſeen 
ce it, and it was originally thus 1 890, i. e. 1490. 
« Some fantaſtical Knave, perhaps as late as the

The laſt time this Date hath been publickly 
mentioned, was by the learned Mr John Ward, 
in the Philoſophical Tranſactions (4); upon 


occaſion of the ſuppoſed date M16, found on 
a chimney-piece at Widihale in Hertfordſhire. 


But, after conſidering theſe three ſeveral Dates, 
Mr Ward declares (i), „He was at laſt ſatis- 


fied, that none of them prove, the Arabian fi-

an hundred years after the Reading given to 
the lateſt of them :” i. e. till after the year 


1333. However the ſame learned Gentleman 
has ſince diſcovered two inſtances ſome- 
what older than this laſt Period aſſigned of the 
uſe of Arabian Figures in England; the one of 
the year 1295 on the N. E. Corner of the Steeple 
at Aſhford in Kent the other of 1332, on a 
Beam at the Half Moon near Magdalen Coll. 
Cambridge (c). 

Upon the bare inſpection of this our Colche- 
cheſter-date, there are ſeveral viſible circum- 
ſtances, which make it appear extremely im- 
probable that it ſhould be ſo ancient as the 


year 1090. 


1. The Figures are in that form which we 


call the Black letter, or Engliſh character. But 


no ſuch form of Letters, (much leſs of Figures) 
was then uſed, as is plain from MSS. and Re- 
cords ; the hand being at that time more round, 
and Roman-like [M ]. And this clumſy, go- 
thic, and ill-favoured kind of Letters (ſtill ab- 
ſurdly uſed in his Majeſty's Printing-houſe,) 
came not into faſhion till the 13th or 14th cen- 
tury, as is manifeſt from the Great Seals in 


Stebbing and Speed, and other evidences. 


Therefore Mr Lufkin was greatly miſtaken,

2. In the ſame yard where this Date is, there 
are three more window cells in the ſame ſtyle, 
and with the ſame ſort of work as this. On 
two of them are carved the Arms of Colche- 
ſter, in two eſcutcheons; as is alſo this Date 
on one. Now eſcutcheons, and coats of ar- 


mour, were not uſed till the 12th century at 


ſooneſt; as hath been ſhewn by Sir William 
Dugdale (n), and Mr Sandford and Stebbing 
(2). Therefore this Eſcutcheon, with the Date 
thereon, ſeem not to be ſo ancient as the year 
1090. 35 4 

3. Nor does the Date appear plainly to be 
1090. For the firſt O is not perfect at bot- 
tom ; part of it being decayed with age, or 
having been chiſeled off. And it is wider than 


the ſecond o and mult have been bigger in pro- 


portion. So that I cannot determine, whe- 


ther it was with croſs legs at the bottom, in 


the manner the figure 4 uſed to be at firſt 


made: Or whether it was the ſame figure as 


the third. Now, this laſt might have been 
intended for a 4; if ſo, then the date origi- 
nally was 1440 : But this is only conjecture, 


and not ſupported by any other inſtance of the

Borough and Town of Colcheſter, are of late, by reaſon 


of the continual Road and often Carriages, become dee 
and foul, very noiſom and dangerous to the inhabitants of

ſand fix hundred ſeventy and nine; between John We- 
nock of Colcheſter in the County of Eſſex Bay-maker of 
the one part, and John Milbank of Colcheſter aforeſaid, 
Linnen-draper ; Thomas Gray of Colcheſter aforeſaid, 
Merchant-taylor ; John Tatam of Colcheſter aforeſaid, 
Tanner; Samuel Featherſtone of Colcheſter aforeſaid, 
Baker, and Thomas Wilbye of Colcheſter aforeſaid, 
Rower, on the other part: Whereas I the faid John 
Wenock, have lately purchaſed to me and my heirs of 
my brother-in-law, Lucas Benne and Rachel his wife, a 
certain piece of ground, being part of a field called, 
Golden-at-hill, lying and being in the pariſh of St Giles 
in the ſuburbs of Colcheſter aforeſaid, and my intention 
in the JENS of the ſame, was for the building of a 
'row of houſes, for the habitation and benefit of fix dwel- 
lings, for ſuch poor people to dwell in, in ſuch manner as 
is here after limited and declared; which ſaid row of houſes 
it hath pleaſed Almighty God, to let me live to ſee built 
and finifted. Now know ye, that I the ſaid John Wenock 
of my own good will and benevolence, for and towards 
the relief and maintenance of the ſaid poor people, which, 
for the time here-after being, ſhall inhabit and dwell in 


the ſaid row of houſes, have given and granted, and by 


this my preſent writing indented do give and grant unto 
the ſaid John Milbank, Thomas Gray, John Tatam, 
Samuel] Featherſtone, and Thomas Wilbye, and to their 
heirs, and the heirs of the ſurvivor of taem, to the uſes 
intents and purpoſes, and upon the truſt herein after-men- 
tioned ; one Annuity or yearly Rent-charge of one and forty 
pounds, to be yearly iſſuing, going out, had, and taken 
out of the rents and profits of all thoſe my meſſuages or 


tenements, with the yards, gardens, orchards, out-houſes, 


buildings, and appurtenances thereto belonging; ſituate, 
lying, and being in the pariſh of St Peter in Colcheſter 
aforeſaid, and now or late in the ſeverall tenures and oc- 
Cupations of the ſaid Thomas Grey, Samuel Featherſtone, 


Johanna Brand, widow, and Lidia de Hame, ſome or one 


of them, or ſome or one of their Aſſigne or Aſſignees, 
which ſaid Annuity or yearly Sum of one and forty pounds, 
ſhall from and after my own, and my wife Mary's deceaſe, 


be paid to my aforeſaid Truſtees or ſuch as ſhall hereafter | 


be nominated and appointed Truſtees, by quarterly pay- 
ments, that is to ſay, at the feaſt of the Nativity of our 
bleſſed Lord and Savior, the feaſt of the bleſſed Lady St 


Mary the Virgin, the feaſt of St John the Baptiſt, and the 
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feaſt of St Michael the Arch-angel, by even and equal 
portions, without any deduction of, or for any manner 


of rates, taxes, aſſeſſments, repairs or other charges what- 


ever; the firſt payment to be made at ſuch of the ſaid 
Feaſts, as ſhall next happen, or come after the death of 
me the faid John Wenock, and my ſaid wife; and the 
firſt quarter's rent to be paid to the firſt of my ſaid 
Truſtes abovenamed, or to the firſt Truſtee that ſhall hap- 
pen to be then living, and ſo to continue ſucceſſively one 
after another for ever. Which ſaid firſt Quarter's rent, 
my mind is ſhall be kept in hand, as a beginning of a ſtock,

ſix dwelling houſes Tao fo://ings a week, that is ſay, TW O 
ſhillings a week for the dwellers in every reſpective dwell- 
ing houſe, and the ſame payment to be forever paid upon 
the Saturday in every week to the reſpective dwellers as 
aforeſaid ; the ſame being demanded at the dwelling houſe 
of the eldeſt of my ſaid Truſtees that ſhall be then living, 
without any fraud or delay, and the ſaid firſt weekly pay- 
ment to begin to be paid upon the Saturday next after tie

Point, that each of my ſaid Truſtees and their ſucceſſors 
reſpectively, ſhall dedu& out yearly for their care and 
pains in this behalf, the ſum of ſix and thirty ſhillings, for 
that year only that he ſerve and pay the two ſhillings a 


week to the dwellers in the ſaid ſix dwelling houſes ſo by 


me erected, as aforeſaid ; and the overplus being forty 
ſhillings a year, my mind is ſhall be kept and added to 
the aforeſaid ſtock to the uſes aforeſaid.

Truſtees, placing only ſuch poor as are before in this my 


ſettlement mentioned, and not other, and the ſaid poor 
people ſo newly placed, to have the ſame ſtypend and al- 
lowance, that ſuch poor perſons ſo dying had ore them, 
And if it ſhall happen that the ſaid annuitie or yearly rent 
of one and forty pounds, or any part thereof, to be be-

Houſe, and ſhall and maye from time to time make rea- 
ſonable Orders, for the better orderinge and governinge 
of the ſaide Howſe, and all things 00 thereunto 
belonging, and to putt the ſame in execution, and to ap- 
pointe officers from time to time as well for the puniſh-
